Iranian president 


N-plant 
venting 
stops 
at start

MIDDLETOWN, Pa. — 
The effort to vent radioac¬ 
tive krypton gas from the 
crippled Three Mile Island 
nuclear plant began Satur¬ 
day morning, and, like so 
much else involving this 
reactor, it immediately 
went wrong. 

At 8:04 a.m., four 
minutes after the venting 
began, alarms flashed, 
valves slammed shut and 
everything stopped. 

But unlike the last time 
alarms sounded here, at 
the beginning of the acci¬ 
dent that closed this power 
plant more than a year ago, 
these alarms proved false. 
And the venting, which had 
begun in a festive atmo¬ 
sphere before a horde of 
politicians, regulators, 
Metropolitan Edison Co. 
utility officials and report¬ 
ers, resumed in the after¬ 
noon and continued on a 
restricted basis into the 
evening. 

The alarms went off 
when monitors picked up 
indications that high levels 
of radioactive particles 
were coming out the 160- 
foot stack along with the 
krypton gas, and the opera¬ 
tion was shut down. 

Officials took pains Sat¬ 
urday to stress the low 
level of the radiation com¬ 
ing out with the krypton. 
Standing at the observation 
centre for the entire three- 
week venting period, they 
said, would result in as 
much extra radiation as 
half an hour of suntanning: 
about .1 millirem. Natural 
background radiation na¬ 
tionwide is about 100 mil¬ 
lirem per year.

Iranian President Abolhassan Bani-Sadr, under 
pressure from Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini to cure 
Iran’s domestic ills, declared in a speech reported 
Saturday that he considered the American hostage 
crisis “unsolvable.” 

“We will live with the hostages” and turn Iran’s 
energies toward rebuilding the economy and ending 
factional strife, he was 


quoted as saying in the 
report from Tehran. 

His remarks, with their 
suggestion of an indefinite 
detention for the 53 captive 
Americans, could not be 
clarified immediately. 
They were made in a 
“state-of-the-nation” 
speech given in a Tehran 
mosque Friday night, and 
Bani-Sadr and his aides 
could not be reached Satur¬ 
day, a Moslem holiday. 

What was unclear was 
whether the Iranian presi¬ 
dent was making a major 
shift in his previous, rela¬ 
tively moderate stance on 
the hostage qncstion, or 
was merely using tough 
rhetoric to fend off possible 
accusations from his politi¬ 
cal enemies that he was 
‘‘soft” on the United 
States. 

The report from Tehran 
said Bani-Sadr also dis¬ 
closed in the speech that he

CAIRO (UPI) — Presi¬ 
dent Anwar Sadat cut short 
a visit to the seaside Satur¬ 
day to be close to the ailing, 
deposed shah of Iran in a 
Cairo hospital, saying he 
was in very serious condi¬ 
tion and "all of us have to 
pray for him.” 

One of the shah’s doctors 
indicated that the latest 
complications were the re¬ 
sult of lymphatic cancer. 

The shah has suffered 
from lymph cancer for 
seven years, a factor that 
led to his hospital treat¬ 
ment in New York last Oc¬ 
tober, sparking the seizure 
by Moslem militants of the 
U.S. embassy in Tehran. 


Russia hoping 
for Afghan out 


MOSCOW (UPI) — An 
American who met with top 
Soviet policy-makers dur¬ 
ing the past week said the 
Kremlin was reassessing 
its position in Afghanistan 
and looking for a graceful 
way out. 

Dr. Olin Robison, presi¬ 
dent of Middlebury College 
in Vermont and chairman 
of President Carter’s Com¬ 
mission on Public Diplo¬ 
macy, left Moscow after 
meeting with several mem¬ 
bers of the powerful Com¬ 
munist Party Central Com- 


No money, no justice? 


MISSION (CP) — There is one 
law for the rich and one for the 
poor, according to provincial 
court Judge John McCarthy, 46, a 
former prosecutor. 

PEOPLE WITH money could 
afford the the better lawyers, he 
told criminals at this Fraser Val¬ 
ley community, and without 
equal treatment for all, justice 
could not be done. 

McCarthy, speaking on the 
law at a Mission Medium Security 
Institution seminar, said jails 
were not the answer to crime. 


“They don’t rehabilitate. 
That’s been an accepted fact for 
years and years. But, to put it in 
the coldest possible terms—the 
harshest terms—well, it gets you 
off the street,” he told killers, 
drug pushers and others serving 
10-year terms or more. 

McCarthy said judges 
knew police evidence was not 
always to be trusted. 

Asa former prosecutor, “I can 
give you numbers and names (of 
policemen) and I can tell you the 
ones, when I was prosecuting, 


that I wouldn't trust an inch, 
because I knew them and I know 
the kind of person they are and 
the kind of evidence they give. 
And I can use that even today.” 

He said the judicial system 
needed the best professionals and 
did not always get them. 

THERE WERE a few good de¬ 
fence lawyers, and a lot who were 
“less than competent,” the judge 
said. 

The seminar was one of a 
series organized by a prisoner 
and an articling law student. 


All choppers inactive , 
rescue try too late

An elderly logger died in 
a remote logging camp on 
Bute Inlet last Tuesday be¬ 
cause all four Comox- 
based rescue helicopters 
were out of service, volun¬ 
teer rescue agent Dr. Ro¬ 
bert Somerville claimed 
Saturday. 

“Search and rescue offi¬ 
cials at Victoria told me all 
four choppers were unser¬ 
viceable, but one could be 


made serviceable in about 
30 minutes,” Somerville 
said in a telephone inter¬ 
view from his Campbell 
River home. 

Somerville, a long-time 
Canadian Coast Guard res¬ 
cue agent, said he sent a 
float plane to the scene, 
about 50 kilometres north 
of Campbell River, “but it 
was too late, the 72-year- 
old man died before the 
plane arrived.” 

The man suffered a heart 
attack while working on a 


log boom at Sparrow 
Point. 

In a letter to Prime Min¬ 
ister Pierre Trudeau, So¬ 
merville says: “Just try 
and have your defence de¬ 
partment tell me that we 
don’t need a fifth helicopter 
for 442 Squadron Search 
and Rescue at Comox. 


“Today a man died be¬ 
cause all four helicopters 
at Comox were U/S!

He said he was not bring¬ 
ing any message from So¬ 
viet leaders, though he aek 
nowledged he would brief 
the U.S. state department. 

Asked if the Soviets ad¬ 
mitted that their presence 
was opposed by a large 
segment of the Afghan 
population, Robison said, 
“I don’t think they can af 
ford to admit that to them¬ 
selves.”

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PM, Chretien get tough on BNA

The Liberal government let 
it be known on the weekend 
that it is prepared to take a 
tougher stance on the pa 
triation of the constitution, 
regardless of how the prov 
inces react. 

The evidence of the 
tougher position comes in 
statements from Prime 
Minister Trudeau in Swe¬ 
den and Justice Minister 
Jean Chretien in Ottawa 

In an interview with CTV 
Television, taped in Stock¬ 
holm on Friday and made 
available Saturday, Tru¬ 
deau was asked what he 
would do in the absence of 
provincial consensus. 

“I hope we wouldn’t 
come to that type of prob¬ 
lem and that’s what I told 
(British Prime Minister 
Margaret) Thatcher,” 
Trudeau said. "Whether 
we do or not is hypotheti¬ 


cal. It's my view as a con¬ 
stitutional lawyer that the 
British 1 would have no 
choice but to accommodate 


The critical stumbling 
block to constitutional re¬ 
form is lack of federal-pro¬ 
vincial agreement on how 
best to bring the 113-year- 
old British North America 
Act under full Canadian 
control. At the moment, 
amendments to the BNA 
Act require approval in the 
British Parliament. 

While Trudeau remains 
unclear about his defintion 
of provincial consensus, he 
has been optimistic that 
after Ottawa and the prov¬ 
inces confer this Septem 
her on constitutional 
issues, the necessary 
agreement will be 
reached. 


Trudeau made in clear in 
Stockholm that he was keen 
on neither a constituent as 
sembly nor a national 
referendum. That leaves 
the option of unilateral ac¬ 
tion by the Liberal major¬ 
ity Parliament. 

He also said that if the 
federal parliament asked 
for the transfer of the Ca¬ 
nadian constitution the 
British government would 
have “no choice but to ac¬ 
commodate us.” 

And in Ottawa, Justice 
Minister Chretien sais the 
federal government will 
patriate Canada’s constitu¬ 
tion even without complete 
agreement between Ot 
tawa and the provinces 
during constitutional talks 
in September. 

Chretien pointed out the 
British North America 


Act—which serves as Can¬ 
ada’s constitution—was 
amended without complete 
agreement when New¬ 
foundland was brought into 
Confederation in 1949 
Touching on what is cer¬ 
tain to be one of the most 


sensitive issues in the 
forthcoming discussions. 
Chretien said: “The big dif¬ 
ficulties will not be on 
ownership of (under 
ground) resources. I do 
think that the resources be¬ 
long to the provinces. 


"The great problem is 
very much of how much 
delegation of authority we. 
the federal government, 
will be giving to the prov¬ 
inces in terms of interpro¬ 
vincial trade or interna¬ 
tional trade."

"It’s been a remarkable 
day for us, ideal weather 
with winds about 15 to 17 
knots.

Trudeau surveys 
potential war zone 


BARDUFOSS, Norway 
(CP) — On a stunning two- 
hour helicopter ride Satur¬ 
day across glaciers, moun 
tain peaks and fiords of 
northern Norway, Prime 
Minister Trudeau toured 
the region where Canadian 
troops would be sent in the 
event of a military alert. 

In what is clearly an in¬ 
formal end to a 10-day Eu¬ 
ropean trip. Trudeau held a 
brief meeting with Norwe¬ 
gian Foreign Minister Knut 
Frydenlund and was taken 
in a Norwegian army heli¬ 
copter to examine the re¬ 
gion where an estimated 
4,000 Canadian troops and 
equipment would be sent as 
part of Canada’s commit¬ 
ment under the North At¬ 


lantic Treaty Organiza¬ 
tion. 

The two-day official visit 
to Norway, arranged only 
about 10 days before Tru¬ 
deau left for the Venice 
economic summit earlier 
this week, continues the ca¬ 
sual note put on the trip 
since Trudeau left London 
last Thursday. 

Officials indicated that 
Trudeau is not expected to 
launch any new arrange¬ 
ments with Norway. But 
the two countries are re¬ 
viewing possible changes 
in how Canada carries out 
its role as a backup force in 
this region, just 500 kilo¬ 
metres from the Soyiet 
Union border. 

In a press briefing, Lt.- 


Col. Tonns Huitfeldt of the 
Norwegian Armed Forces 
said he is concerned about 
the time it would take to 
transfer Canadian equip¬ 
ment and weapons to 
northern Norway — al¬ 
though the time taken to 
get soldiers to Europe "is 
not a limiting factor." 

Huitfeldt said Norway is 
reviewing with its NATO 
allies ways of improving 
the method of getting rein¬ 
forcements to Europe. 

Trudeau, after an infor¬ 
mal tour of northern Nor¬ 
way, will travel to Oslo on 
Monday to meet Prime 
Minister Odvar Noqlli be¬ 
fore returning to Ottawa.

Thatcher sees reckoning 


But western allies 
still united—PM 


LONDON (AP) — 
Prime Minister Mar¬ 
garet Thatcher has forc- 
cast gloomy months 
ahead for Britain and 
the world, including a 
“day of reckoning” for 
the British economy and 
continued intransigence 
by the Soviet Union over 
Afghanistan. 

In a wide-ranging in¬ 
terview with U.S. corrc- 
spondents, Mrs. 
Thatcher also said 
Anglo-American rela¬ 
tions are “very much at 
one” and dismissed re¬ 
ports that the policies of 


the western allies as a 
whole are in disarray. 

But she conceded that the 
western leaders haven't 
yet learned how to deal 
with the uncertainty sur¬ 
rounding world oil prices. 

Mrs. Thatcher told re¬ 
porters that despite Brit¬ 
ain's highest unemploy¬ 
ment levels since the 
Second World War and the 
worst inflation of any in¬ 
dustrial country, she would 
persist with her strict mon¬ 


etarist policies to turn the 
economy around. 

"What we’re really try¬ 
ing to do is to get things 
right in the longer term,” 
she said. “All of these 
problems have become ac 
cumulative, and the day of 
reckoning had to come 
sometime and we’ve now 
got to deal with it funda 
mentally. We've tried 
patching up for too long. So 
we are going through a dif¬ 
ficult time.” 

She made it clear that 


businessmen and union 
workers alike would suffer 
and said the government 
would "have to stand and 
say no” to public employee 
demands for higher pay 

Asked whether she 
feared a repeat of 1979's 
widespread public em¬ 
ployee strikes that under¬ 
mined the Labor govern¬ 
ment, Mrs. Thatcher 
indicated she thought the 
unions would back down. 

“The fact that we went 
through that winter was a 
rather shattering experi¬ 
ence, particularly for the 
trade unions, because the 
whole of public opinion was 
massively against them," 
she said. "And they'll think 
twice before they go 
through that again.”

Macabre hunt 
continuing 
off Italy coast 


ROME (AP) - Navy 
ships, police boats and heli- 
copters searched the 
waters off Italy’s Amalfi 
coast Saturday for more 
bodies from an Italian DC 9 
jetliner that crashed with 
81 people aboard. 

There was no indication 
that any of those aboard, 
all believed Italians, sur¬ 
vived the Friday night 
crash. 

OFFICIALS said an ex¬ 
plosion was the most likely 
cause of the disaster. 

The state-owned domes 
tic airline Itavia named a 
committee to investigate 
the crash of its plane but 
told the Italian transporta¬ 
tion ministry there is no 
evidence to suggest sabo¬ 
tage. The ministry also 
named an investigation 
team. 

SEARCHERS had re¬ 
covered at least 33 bodies 
from among the 77 passen¬ 
gers and four crew mem¬ 
bers who were aboard the 
twin-engined DC-9 when in 
went down in the Tyrrhen¬ 
ian Sea off Italy’s west 
coast. 

Helicopters flew the 
bodies from search ships to

NAIROBI (AP) — 
Hundreds of university 
students marched 
through central Nairo¬ 
bi Saturday in a dem¬ 
onstration against the 
presence of western 
foreigners in Kenya. 

The students carried 
signs supporting vari¬ 
ous leftist and revolu¬ 
tionary causes. 

“Kill an American," 
read one sign, while 
another condemned 
the U.S. Central Intel¬ 
ligence Agency, and a 
third the Nairobi 
branch of Citibank, a 
U.S. bank. 

A few students made 
threatening gestures 
toward white specta¬ 
tors along the parade 
route, but there were 
no reports of violence. 


Palermo, Sicily, where 
many grieving relatives 
stayed up awaiting news of 
the passengers’ fate.

“IT’S AN atypical acci¬ 
dent,” Itavia spokesman 
Paolo Torrani said. "It's 
most likely that the plane 
blew up in midair but we 
can’t be sure until we've 
examined the wreckage 
more carefully.” 

The wreckage was 
strewn over a 35-kilo- 
metres stretch of Tyrrhen¬ 
ian Sea about 145 kilo¬ 
metres southwest of 
Naples and the nearby 
Amalfi coast. The crew of a 
small motor launch found 
the aircraft's tail, and 
other vessels found bodies, 
life-preservers and re¬ 
mains of inflatabale rafts 
floating in an area marked 
by a large oil slick, officials 
said. 

THE TAIL section was 
found about 32 kilometres 
from most of the bodies, 
leading authorities to 
speculate the aircraft may 
have exploded in flight. 

The plane already had 
begun its descent to Paler¬ 
mo's Punta Raisi airport 
when it lost contact with air 
controllers. 

McDonnell Douglas 
Corp. of the United States 
built the plane in 19<>6 and 
sold it to Itavia in 1972. It 
had logged 14 years of ser¬ 
vice and 29,544 hours in the 
air. said to be an average 
amount for a plane ap¬ 
proaching the end of its 
career. 

THE PILOT, Domenico 
Gatti, 44, was a veteran 
with 7.255 hours of flying 
experience. 

There have been two 
major air crashes at the 
Palermo airport since 1972. 
In May that year 115 people 
died in a crash.

If you operated a business, you would 
want to keep track of what you were paying 
your employees, wouldn’t you? 

Government is your business. You’re pay¬ 
ing for it. But the Trudeau government has 
decided that salaries paid key civil ser¬ 
vants, appointed by cabinet to fill about 2,000 
senior jobs, will be revealed only in more 
vague terms. 

An example of how this policy change 
works: The cabinet appointment list released 
by the Trudeau government shows Edgar 
Benson, a former Liberal finance minister 
now head of the Canadian Transport Commis¬ 
sion. is in the SX-DM category of public 
servant. That means his salary lies some¬ 
where between $33,000 and $78,200. 

But the more precise list published by the 
previous Clark government showed that within 
that SX-DM category, Benson had a DM3 
classification, highest in the civil service, with 
a salary range between $62,900 and $78,200. 

Cabinet appointments include judges, am¬ 
bassadors, deputy ministers, directors of 
crown corporations and members of federal 
regulatory agencies such as the Canadian 
Radio-television and Telecommunications 
Commission, the National Parole Board and 
the Canadian Transport Commission. 

Why this change by the Liberal govern¬ 
ment? “As with all salaries and salary ranges 
there is some sensitivity," said someone in the 
prime minister’s office, particularly about 
wide dissemination of salary levels. 

So this political gambit accomplishes two 
objectives. It eases the concerns of the mar- 
darins and it extends the ignorance of the 
public in an area of government which can 
only cost votes. 

What makes it particularly hard to swal¬ 
low is a recent comment from Multicultura- 
lism Minister Jim Fleming, chairman of the 
cabinet communications committee. “We 
have to restore respect and trust between the 
governed and their government,” he said, 
speaking of plans to soon introduce freedom- 
of-information legislation. 

“We in government can help by being more 
open, more communicative.” 

O Canada! 

We Canadians are a strange lot, forever 
trying to turn inconsequential matters into 
major problems and controversies. 

The recent agonizing over the English 
lyrics of O Canada is a classic example of this 
obsession. Granted, there are too many “stand 
on guards" and the proposed revision to shed 
two of them makes good sense. 

But it’s difficult to share the view ex¬ 
pressed this week by New Democratic Party 
1 louse leader Stanley Knowles, that millions of 
Canadians born in other countries could take 
exception to the phrase “Our home and native 
land.” 

Why on earth should they? Presumably 
they left their country of birth to come to 
Canada because they wanted to, because they 
felt Canada could offer them opportunities, a 
way of life and — in many cases — a precious 
f reedom which were denied them there. No one 
is forcing them to remain here against their 
will. 

If Canada is not their native land by 
birth, surely it is by adoption? And in that case 
why should they choke over the words? 

The purist may argue that the term auto¬ 
matically excludes all Canadians who were not 
actually born in Canada. But extending that 
line of pedantic reasoning back a few genera¬ 
tions, one could also exclude everyone who is 
not a native Indian. Most of us, or our immedi¬ 
ate forebears, came from somewhere else. 

Enough of this nonsense. Perhaps we need 
a spell living in a country where the individ¬ 
ual’s rights and freedom count for nothing. . 
just to regain a sense of proportion. 


U.S. a democracy? What an absurd idea 


WASHINGTON — The best time to 
say something that might be taken as 
hysterical is when one is feeling rath 
er calm. And for me, this is just *fuch 
a morning—a mild, sleepy summer's 
day. and with the usual sort of news: a 
smiling, electioneering Jimmy 
Carter sidling up so close to the pope 
as to almost be able to climb into that 
white gown with him; the members of 
Congress saying, as usual, the public 
be damned, and they will have their 
National Airport no matter what the 
citizens think; millions of Americans 
being thrown out of work and, with 
that, madness and grief; intelligence 
sources suggesting that Mount St. 
Castro is about to belch forth another 
eruption of undesirables, while politi¬ 
cal sources opine that this rich, 
comfortable administration will 
probably end up showing as much 
"compassion" as heretofore — with 
the working man’s money, of course 

— and let them in wholesale. 

In short, it was the sort of news 
that ordinarily might be somewhat 
upsetting. But in three whole news¬ 
papers, I could find only one word to 
object to: "democracy,” a word that 
the president, in one of his European 
speeches, used in referring to our 
country. 

Now, perhaps there are good rea¬ 
sons for calling America that, in the 
same sense there are good reasons 
for calling a refrigerator an “icebox” 

— in that the thing that had preceded 
it had actually been the thing you 
were calling it now. 

But what was an amusing quaint- 
ness of speech when it came to kit¬ 
chen appliances seemed to be damn¬ 
able impertinence when it came to 
what the score was. And so, while one

had long ago become resigned to the 
arrogance self serving unction and 
wanton social destructiveness of gov¬ 
ernment. it was no more tolerable to 
near it call itself a democracy than it 
was to hear Idi Amin refer to himself 
as a “benefactor.” Untruths, after 
all, are useful only when there are 
those who will regard them as plausi¬ 
ble, but we have not had a democracy 
in our country for a long time, and it is 
unthinkable that we will ever have 
one again and, what's more, we all 
know this. In spite of that, however, 
politicians of all stripes keep using 
that honorable word, “democracy," 
as if to taunt us. 

What we have instead, and we all 
know it, is a new feudalism, a power¬ 
ful, many-chained system of bondage 
that is far more gripping, and far 
more oppressive, than the old. We do 
not tell the government what to do. It 
tells us. 

By government fiat, we are 
marched into senseless wars. By gov¬ 
ernment fiat, too, millions of us are 
thrown out of work. Thisrwc are told, 
is - for our own sakes and, if we 
protest, we are contemptuously ig¬ 
nored as those who do not understand 
economics. The inflation racking the 
country, too, has been largely caused 
by government, whose ruthless 
“compassion" is about equal in its 
effects to that of Attila the Hun, and 
whose rapaciousness keeps the aver¬ 
age American working from January 
through May just to pay his taxes. In 
fact, one out of every seven working 


Americans is a government operative 
now, and that number is continuing to 
grow. 

Under the circumstances, what 
use would democracy be. anyway, 
some social scientists want to know? 
After all, as a few of them have 
pointed out, the old American system 
was designed for a society of free 
men, and the America of the Consti¬ 
tutional Convention had been one in 
which 95 per cent of the workers had 
been free — their own bosses, with 
their own farms and shops. Whereas 
in this America of two centuries later 
— where 95 per cent of the workers 
were employees who got their livings 
by doing as they were told, all day 
long, every day — what you had, 
some suggested, was not even men, 
let alone f ree men, but — dare one say 
it? — a nation of children. 

With almost everybody requiring 
guidance, then, not even the massive 
federal government was up to carry¬ 
ing out the wet-nursing and assorted 
supervisory chores, and what was 
needed was big labor, big business 
and big crime to take up the slack — 
jobs currently being prosecuted to 
their fullest extent. 

Those with a taste for administra¬ 
tion seem to have come to grips with 
the notion that disturbed, passive 
children are not able to govern them 
selves. After all, besides being docile 
and obedient (how else could we hold 
jobs if we weren’t?) increasingly 
larger numbers of us Americans are 


mentally ill, and those who aren't are 
showing the strain, with the drugs 
that have already run rife through the 
junior high schools getting down into 
the grammar schools, with a signifi¬ 
cant part of the armed forces like 
wise zonked to the gills, with a third of 
suburbia tranquillized or drunk, with 
those who prefer to get high electron 
ically so influencing the national 
averages that the typical American 
now watches television more than he 
works. 

Some sentimentalists, of course, 
maintain that we do have a residue of 
democracy because we have got free¬ 
dom of speech. To which others reply 
that a schoolyard full of screaming 
children has freedom of speech, too, 
with about an equal significance. 

Even so, it would be trite, and 
inexact, to say that democracy is 
dead. But it does seem to be like a 
rare and beautiful mountain flower 
that can exist only at certain eleva 
tions and under a narrow set of condi¬ 
tions. And, these conditions having 
ceased to obtain, it is fully dormant 
now, and possibly will continue to be 
so for millennia to come. For the 
natural form of human government 
seems to be some kind of despotism — 
which is what has attained in most 
places, for most of the time. And 
which is what we have now. 

And to allow this awesome ratch¬ 
eting machine — that we all live 
under like a nest of rats under the 
floor of a speeding subway train — to 
be thought of as "democracy" would 
be the true hysteria, it seems to me: 
final acquiescence in despair. On the 
one hand, "democracy” is only a 
word. On the other hand, however, 
that’s my point.

Torture is on the curriculum 
in Uruguayan army’s school 
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SAO PAULO, Brazil — 
Torture is not only regular 
ly practised on political 
prisoners in Uruguay but 
taught in the Army School 
of Intelligence in Montevi¬ 
deo, says a former soldier 
who has now left the coun¬ 
try. 

Hugo Walter Garcia 
Rivas, aged 23, quit the 
Uruguayan army in De¬ 
cember last year, travelled 
to Brazil in May and has 
now been given political 
asylum in Norway. 

In an interview in Sao 
Paulo, he described his 
work as a member of the 
top secret army counter-in¬ 
telligence company of the 
Uruguayan army, known 
simply as “the Company.” 

The son of an army ser¬ 
geant, Rivas joined the 
army in 1975 and was se¬ 
lected for work in the Com¬ 
pany in 1976. He said he had 
no idea what that work in¬ 
volved. and that he was 
recruited as a photog¬ 
rapher. 

On a three-month course 
at the Army School of Intel¬ 
ligence, he discovered the 
curriculum included prac¬ 
tical classes in methods of 
torture. 

“They brought prisoners 
detained in the Company, 
usually someone who had 
already confessed or who 
had nothing to confess. 
They weren’t interested in 
whether the prisoner 
talked or not, just in show¬ 
ing how to torture. Both 
/men and women were used, 
and all the members of the 
class, about II or 12 of us, 
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Jan Rocha 

The London Observer 


had to torture. The most 
common type of torture 
was the tacho, a water 
tank. 

"The prisoner is tied to 
a sort of wooden plank, 
which is hooked to the tank, 
then the end is raised so the 
person’s head goes under 
the water. It's kept there 
until he makes some sort of 
sign that he'll talk. Some¬ 
times the prisoner is naked, 
sometimes not.” 

Other tortures demon¬ 
strated were electric 
shocks all over the body, 
and colgamento. 

"The person is hung up 
by his hands, which are tied 
behind his back, from a 
hook in the roof. Both men 
and women. They are left 
there until they talk or the 
officer is convinced the 
person has nothing to say. 
If they faint they are re¬ 
vived and hung up again. 

“Another torture is intro¬ 
ducing needles under the 
prisoners’ nails. It is very 
painful.” 

According to Rivas many 
foreign military officers 
took the course. He knew of 
“students” from Para¬ 
guay, El Salvador and 
Guatemala. 

After the course Rivas 
began work in the Com¬ 
pany. He took part in dawn 
arrests: “Interrogation 
begins immediately the de¬ 
tainees are brought in. A 
radio is left playing at full 
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blast to drown the sound of 
the screams. 

"The atmosphere is ugly, 
the prisoner is screaming 
and shouting, and some¬ 
times the officer who is 
interrogating loses his tem¬ 
per and shouts too. But 
usually they remain calm. 

"Some prisoners reach 
the point where they can¬ 
not stand any more, but if 
they faint they are revived 
by a doctor for more tor¬ 
ture. Some became deliri¬ 
ous. When it is realized 
there is nothing else to be 
gained 'they are transfer¬ 
red to an army regiment. 

"I was there when one 
man died under torture. 
His name was Humberto 
Pascaretta. The manage¬ 
ment of the Cicssa paper 
factory where he worked 
denounced him for sabo¬ 
taging production with 
three others. He had an 
ulcer but was denied the 
medicines he needed. 
Then, with the blows he 
suffered, he died." 

Asked why he had taken 
part in the tortures, Rivas 
said: "If I had refused I 
would have been arrested* 
too. Nobody dared to re¬ 
fuse. Everyone had to take 
part. 

"But I began to feel sorry 
for the prisoners. We 
weren’t torturing people 
who had belonged to armed 
groups but often just people 
who had been seen picking 
up a piece of paper or a 
pamphlet with anti-govern¬ 
ment propaganda. 

“Other soldiers felt the 
same. We didn’t share the 
officers' ideals. They be¬ 
lieved torture must be used 
so as not to place the gov¬ 
ernment in danger." 

Revolted with his work. 
Rivas requested his release 
from the Company. It was 
granted but he was warned 
not to talk about what he 
had done or seen. After 
failing to find work as a 
phulographer in Montevi¬ 
deo, he left to start a new 
life with his wife and baby- 
son. 

"What they arc doing in 
Uruguay is wrong and I 
want to help by denouncing 
it to human rights organi¬ 
zations,” he said. 


OTTAWA — It goes 
against both revealed truth 
and conventional wisdom.

AlongSparks Street mall 
in downtown Ottawa, every 
day when the sun shines, 
and many when it doesn’t, 
knots of bystanders gather 
to listen to solos, duos and 
trios from members of the 
Ottawa Symphony, honing 
their talents. Further 
along, there is the cater¬ 
wauling of freelance gui¬ 
tarists. an accordionist or 
two, and, most days, a man 
who seems to be speaking 
Danish, and who wants the 
world to know that he has 
been ill-used, and he's 
pretty damn sore about it. 

The mall has something 
for every taste, including a 
juggler, who twirls flaming 
rods and sharp sickles, and 
otherwise sets an example 
for Finance Minister Allan 
MacEachen. 

For those who like to 
gawk, the mall provides, 
for the girls, bronzed and 
fit young men in muscle- 
shirts and short-shorts, 
and, for the boys, girls 
whose form and costume 
make eyeballs pop like 
champagne corks and 
strong men sob aloud. 

How Ottawa got a reputa¬ 
tion for drabness is a puz¬ 
zle. 

There arc, of course, 
more exciting cities in the 
world. New York, for ex¬ 
ample. New York has the 
minor flaw that, the mo¬ 
ment you step outside, you 
stand a good chance of 
being scragged. In fact, the 
city provides home deliv¬ 
ery; thugs will break right 
into your living-room, beat 
you up and sack the joint, 
for no extra charge. 

Washington is another 
exciting city, for those who 
happen to be white, afflu¬ 
ent, and fast on their feet; 
but a stroll through the 
ghetto is not advised, ex¬ 
cept for masochists. 

Paris, the City of Lights, 
is also the rudest city on 
earth. London is marvel¬ 
lous any time the Irish, 
Arabs or other discontent¬ 
ed folk aren’t saying it with 
a bomb through the win¬ 
dow. 

In any event, Ottawa de¬ 
serves to be compared, not 
with the metropolitan 
myths of the world, but 
with other Canadian cities,

It is a city wherein it is a 
pleasure to raise children. 

When my kids were 
young, during an earlier 
incarnation here, they used 
to slope off to the National 
Museum on Saturday 
mornings to see the exhi¬ 
bits and catch a movie. It 
was within easy walking 
distance. We never told 
them they were indulging 
in culture; they grew up 
thinking it was just a way 
of having fun. 

We all used to walk along 
the canal in the evenings, 
and ramble along the park 
ways on the weekends, and 
we all remember those 
years, more than the years 
in Toronto and Washington 
and elsewhere, with a kind 
of fierce, sentimental joy. 

So don’t believe every¬ 
thing you read about Ot¬ 
tawa.

The subject is miscombobulated metric, the 
abomination to try us beyond reason. 

As one wag put it so succinctly," . . . if the Lord 
had meant us to go metric, He would have given us 
ten apostles." 

There is every reason to believe the ruling 
Liberals had no basic idea of the trouble they were 
brewing. They underestimated the depths of ill-feel¬ 
ing harbored by hundreds of thousands of Canadians 
against metric measurements and Celsius tempera¬ 
ture readings. The government entered into a plan 
without due consideration, without any kind of vox 
populi poll whatsoever. It was stick it in your ears, 
Canadians, your’re going to like it or not. 

Mail to this department runs strongly against 
any implementation of metric and the volume has 
picked up in recent months. As has the deeible count 
of objection. Consider one recent epistle. 

“To further your championship of anti-metric, I 
wonder if those pollution-conscious people have 
ever considered the dangers of metric in insect or 
f ungus or weed control? 

"Working in a garden centre I have written 
many pesticide exams where we learn that respon¬ 
sibility for proper pesticide use is first, the manu¬ 
facturer, second, the wholesaler, third, the licenced 
retailer. But the final and most important is the 
user—read the label! 

“Government regulations give no option but 
metric and w hile it might be possible to guesstimate 
a litre from an old milk carton, who has a scale to 
measure grams? Grams per litre rather than 
ounces per gallon leaves too wide an area for 
mistakes. In dealing with the public I’ve discovered 
some pretty horrendous errors. We are dealing with 
lethal poisons even though pesticides, when used 
exactly according to label rates, are safe." 

WE ARE TOLD bv Reader's Digest that metric 
cannot cope with modern science, that it is nothing 
more than an arbitrary system composed of a 
potpourri of units and that even in France, it was 
hated by the common people forced to adopt it. 

The French, it seems, were so hostile towards 
one. Antoine Lavoisier, that they guillotined him in 
1791. He was a scientist who cubed a tenth of a metre 
to produce a litre. 

And those who insist metric is a “natural" unit, 
are wrong, for a metre is evidently every bit as 
arbitrary as a foot or a yard. How come? Well, the 
deep thinkers who put it all together in the first 
place, decided a metre should be one-millionth the 
distance between the equator and the North Pole. 
Fine except for one thing—when they made the 
master reference (a platinum bar) for the metre, it 
came out 0.2 millimetres short and they've been 
using that bar ever since. 

CANADIANS ARE JUST beginning to gel vocal 
against metric and well we should. Statistics Can¬ 
ada won't even guess the cost to the taxpayers of 
conversion, but conservative estimates run to hun 
dreds of millions and even into the billions of 
dollars—a farcical waste of money. We are suck- 
cred into paying huge amounts of hard-earned 
money to eliminate a comfortable usage—maybe an 
eccentric usage—but comfortable nevertheless. 

And metric is not the universal cure-all propo¬ 
nents are quick to lie about. There are several types 
of metric systems in Europe and standardization 
tries to the contrary, there is no real conformity 
even today. There is growing resistance to metric 
conversion in the United States and why Canada is 
pushing so hard while its biggest trading partner is 
going slow, is beyond reasonable thinking. 

Confusion is the real name of conversion and 
regardless of all the pooh-poohing from metric PR 
flacks in Ottawa, Celsius has hurt tourism. U.S. 
residents, many of them totally unaware of Celsius, 
note temperatures of 20 degrees in the middle of 
summer and say to hell with visiting that cold 
climate. And the stupidity of highway kilometres is 
just as bad. We have been fitted with an unyielding 
new boot to replace the comfortable old shoe. 

As pointed out before, this newspaper and every 
other newspaper in Canada must accept some of the 
blame for being such willing purveyors of the new 
system. They loo went along without even so much 
as a cursory by your leave from their readers. In 
this city, for instance, a head count would probably 
show a marked preference for the old imperial 
measure system, but we, in effect, tell them to eat 
cake—metric measurement of ingredients, of 
course. 

Kenneth Boulding, writing in Technology Re¬ 
new, put it this way. "The metric system is the 
triumph of French revolutionary logic over good, 
sound, folk measures that have psychological 
meaning. Measures such as the foot, the yard, the 
bushel, the furlong and the acre all originate in 
human behavior." ~

Why won't Finance Minister Hugh Curtis, the man 
in charge of the Provincial Capital Commission, end 
the guessing game and tell us where he wants the 
convention centre built? 

I've got a nasty hunch that the minister is stalling 
because the government coffers are somewhat deplet¬ 
ed. 

Curtis has already warned all ministries to take it 
easy on the expenditures because revenues arc down. I 
have a suspicion things are worse than the minister lets 
on. I fear revenues are dangerously below the esti¬ 
mates and all non-essential projects stand to be 
scrapped in an attempt to balance the books. 

Whether revenues are down because they were 
mistakenly over-estimated (an embarrassment to a 
government which says the NDP can't operate a 
peanut stand), or whether unforeseen circumstances 
have brought about the squeeze, is neither here nor 
there. 

If the government is in the hole, expenditures will 
have to be slashed, and convention centres will prob¬ 
ably be among the first cost items to bite the dust. 

THE CONVENTION CENTRE may be an essen¬ 
tial project for Victoria, but to the provincial govern¬ 
ment it's nothing more than a potential $8 million drain 
on the treasury. 

What other reasons could Curtis have to keep 
sitting on the issue? True, there has been opposition to 
the project from some citizen groups, but the minister 
knows that no project is without opposition. 

He also know s that the opposition doesn't necessar¬ 
ily speak for the majority of Victorians. 

And he knows that the majority of Victoria city 
council is in favor of building the convention centre at 
the waterfront. 

The model of the convention centre has been sitting 
in his office, gathering dust, while the minister has 
been taking the proverbial second look at the propos¬ 
al. 

Of course, the minister can say that even the courts 
seem to be against the site, but the B.C. Supreme Court 
decision which quashed the bylaw that was to enable 
construction of the centre on the Reid site didn't 
pertain to the merits of the convention centre or its 
location. 


Your recent series on education was commend¬ 
able for the attempt but missed the reality. The re¬ 
ality is that while education in the elementary schools 
remains excellent, the secondary schools can be edu¬ 
cationally disastrous. 

The worst are the junior highs. Here the ones who 
need it most lose a sense of discipline. Too many go on 
to senior high devoid of the self control required to 
benefit from any education. 

After 20 years teaching at the senior high level here 
I went back to teach for a year at junior high. I was 
horrified at the reality. The demands of the undisci¬ 
plined element prevailed in curriculum. It's like the 
economic process of bad coinage driving out good. 
For example, in English the vocal, undisciplined element 
demanded the right to select their own reading. In one 
class where I prescribed a well known novel with a 
humane theme, a dozen or more students insisted on 
selecting popular thrillers. Their insistence was support¬ 
ed in the guise of catering to their interests. 

In the end, I discovered that it is now common 
practice in junior high here for whole classes in Eng¬ 
lish to spend the period reading paperbacks. Natu¬ 
rally, the bad tends to drive out the good, and the cur- 


THE RULING SIMPLY said that the city of 
Victoria didn't give adequate notice to property owners 
and tenants affected by the zoning move.

riculum, like coinage, is debased. I found that few if 
any parents or administrators perceived this process 
in its full reality. They seemed too busy simply trying to 
cope with the undisciplined, by catering to their supposed 
real interests. 

Like the word profit in economics, the word disci¬ 
pline in education seems to have become a dirty word. 
Meanwhile, the core of young people in our second¬ 
ary school system still maintaining self control may be 
overwhelmed completely. For example, I have had some 
of these students shyly approach to inquire if they could 
study a play by Shakespeare. The teachers in the system, 
of course, compete avidly for the opportunity to teach 
only rare groupings of such students. In most cases, I 
was forced to tell such students that if I tried to pro¬ 
vide the curriculum they wanted, I would be hooted 
out of the class, and berated for standing in the way 
of progress. 

That’s a touch of the reality.

Regional unit 
for obstetrics 
misses point 

Your editorial on a regional unit for obstetrics 
and pediatrics in the Capital Region requires response, 
since it completely misses the point in regard to the 
reasons for regionalizing any health service. 

The editorial classifies obstetrics as a “specialized 
service” within the same category as cardiac surgery. 
Nothing could be further from reality. Obstetrics is 
mainly a very natural, non-pathological process, natural 
to women for more than a few years, and not involving 
specialized care or sophisticated equipment in the great 
majority of cases. 

Cardiac surgery always involves sick people, seri¬ 
ously threatened by pathology and requiring the most 
complex care, both in regard to technology and the 
specialized training and expertise of a whole team 
of professionals, treating disease which was untreat- 
able not too many years ago. In round figures, the, 
capital region has 3,000 deliveries per year, and 300 
cardiac operations. Clearly, the complexity of care, J 
the involved techniques, the cost and the relatively 
small number of patients means there can only be 
one cardiac surgery unit for the region. 

To try to justify a regional unit for obstetrics by 
such comparison is cquite absurd. The concept of re 
gionalization, as you rightly point out. was developed 
to apply to highly specialized fields of medicine such as 
cardiac surgery and bums, but not to two of the four basic 
pillars of medical practice, namely obstetrics and pediat¬ 
rics. 

Even setting aside this basic error in reasoning, 
the argument put forward to justify a regional unit is 
that it will provide better care for mothers and babies, 
especially babies born prematurely or with serious dis¬ 
ease. often congenital. 

But is this such a certainty as your editorial claims? 
Babies dying soon after birth at the Royal Jubilee 
Hospital numbered eight in 1979 and seven in 1978. The 
usual detailed review of each and every death by pediat¬ 
ricians showed there was no missing tool, such as a 
regional unit that would have made any difference to the 
outcome for these unfortunate babies. Yet one proponent 
of the regional unit claims that infant mortality could be 
reduced by 35 per cent, basing this claim on experience in 
such European countries as Sweden. But why not also 
quote nearby Holland? Their infant mortality is almost as 
low as in Sweden, but then in Holland at least one-third of 
all babies are born at home. To reveal this fact, of 
course, demolishes the argument that reduction of 
infant mortality depends on regional hospitals. 

The crux of this whole argument is that top-notch 
care for mothers, and reduction of infant mortality, 
depends not so much on technology and a new hos¬ 
pital, but on the skills and dedication of all the profes¬ 
sionals involved in that care, and their ready ac¬ 
cess to the patient. Many of us believe such standards 
and dedication have been demonstrated over a period of 
6-1 years at the Royal Jubilee Hospital and see no valid 
reason to close down that service to the community it has 
served and is serving so well. 

We welcome the creation of another general acute 
care hospital in the growing western part of the region, 
knowing that the same high standard of care for mothers 
and babies will be provided there.

Fixed link could be Bodwinkle’s swan song

For several months now the province has kept a lid 
of secrecy on a study dealing with the possibility of a 
fixed link for Swan Lake. 

A source from within the newly-created ministry of 
link fixing told the Colonist this week that some gov¬ 
ernment people are convinced there is a vital need 
to connect one side of the little Saanich lake with the 
other. 

The Colonist was already aware that something was 
developing and had assigned an investigative reporter 
and two tracking dogs to the case. Unfortunately, the 
investigative reporter couldn't find Swan Lake (he swore 
the government was hiding it) and the two tracking dogs 
were last seen in pursuit of a female in heat. 

Regardless, the newspaper has discovered that 
the Swan Lake link question has been given top pri¬ 
ority. 

ACCORDING TO THE ministry source, the proposal 


for a fixed link between the mainland and Vancouver 
Island is "nothing more than a diversion to hide the 
more serious question of putting a fixed link across 
Swan Lake."

"That's 
something that became evident when he advocated 
a river boat service for Colquitz Creek. But that was 
understandable. He had been working very hard at 
the University of Tofino on his study of the sex life of 
the seaworm.

CONTACTED AT THE secluded laboratory where he

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Drunken prisoners go on 10-hour rampage 


DORCHESTER, N.B. 
(CP) — Six to eight prison¬ 
ers. who had been drinking 
prison-brewed liquor, went 
on a 10-hour overnight 
spree, smashing gym fur¬ 
niture and equipment at the 
federal pentitentiary here. 

Justin Sullivan, pentiten¬ 


tiary public relations 
director, said another 10 to 
12 prisoners of the 105 who 
were in the gym at the time 
the disturbance began, 
joined in the smashing 
spree which ended Satur¬ 
day. 


Sullivan said the prison¬ 
ers were penned in the gym 
by guards with guns who 
fired birdshot when the dis¬ 
turbance began. One pris¬ 
oner received minor in¬ 
juries from birdshot In his 
face, but was released 


from prison infirmary 
after treatment. 

The incident began at 
Friday evening when the 
prisoners were given their 
free time in the gym. In 
addition to smashing furni¬ 
ture, the prisoners unsuc¬ 
cessfully tried to attack 


guards stationed in plexig¬ 
lass cages. 

Other prisoners in the 
room tried to stay out of the 
way, Sullivan said, but the 
drunken prisoners refused 
to return to their cells at 10 
p.m.. and later were kept 
back by guards.

OTTAWA - Fifty million dol¬ 
lars and more in construction has 
been planned by Air Canada over 
the next three years in Winni¬ 
peg, Edmonton. Toronto, Mon¬ 
treal, Quebec City and Halifax, 
according to Ralph Drabinsky, the 
airline’s general manager of prop¬ 
erties and facilities. 

In Vancouver the airline author¬ 
ities are looking at the possible 
expansion of cargo facilities. But 
it has not reached the stage where 
the plans have gone before Dra¬ 
binsky. He said that project will 
depend on how the business out¬ 
look shapes up. 

In the land assembly stage in 
Winnipeg there is a program for 
increased maintenance facilities 
including construction mainte¬ 
nance shops at a cost of 14 million, 
which is included cn the $50 million 


figure. There are also plans for a 
new hangar in 1983 at an estimated 
cost of $15 million in Winnipeg, but 
it is not incorporated in the total. 

Also in the west, a $3,500,000 
cargo building will be opened in 
Edmonton in August, adding 30,000 
square feet of space to the Alberta 
operation. The new facilities will 
accommodate Boeing 747 freight¬ 
ers. 

Cargo handling equipment for 
this comes from Criterion in Van¬ 
couver and Mclnnis Equipment 
Ltd. of Windsor and totals $2 mil¬ 
lion. Drabinsky in a telephone 
interview from his office in Mon¬ 
treal said both east and west are 
benefitting from air cargo expan¬ 
sion plans. 

In Quebec City last month a 
smaller cargo terminal of 8,000 
square feet was announced at a 
cost of $350,000. It should be in 


operation by early I9(il 

In Atlantic Canada, land has 
been obtained in Halifax for a 7.200 
square foot ramp equipment 
building. Construction costs are an 
estimated $350,000 with a start 
scheduled for late summer. 

Work is already under way in 
Toronto on an expansion of the 
maintenance complex. A new dou¬ 
ble-bay line maintenance hangar 
for wide bodied aircraft will cover 
the ground between the old main¬ 
tenance hangar and the new CP 
Air hangar. 

Construction costs at Toronto 
are estimated at $15,500,000 for the 
120,000 square foot building. In ad¬ 
dition another $2,500,000 will be 
spent on an annex to the new 
hangar to house support shops in 
Toronto occupying 30,000 square 
feet. 

Criterion Engineering of Van¬ 


couver has been contracted to pro 
vide $2 million in cargo handling 
equipment at Toronto. Robert Mil 
chell Co. Ltd. of Montreal has a $1 
million contract for cargo contain 
er racking. 

Montreal is planning a 10,000 
square foot building addition to 
expand the Dorval maintenance 
base pneumatic test facility. The 
structure itself is estimated at $1.5 
million with another $1.5 million 
for the technical equipment. 

Work is also starting in Dorval in 
July on eight DC-8 series aircraft 
being converted from the standard 
configuration to the "wide-body" 
look with brighter lighting and 
overhead luggage racks. An addi¬ 
tional 80 people will be hired to do 
the work, valued at an estimated 
$8 million, but no new building is 
required for this project, said Dra¬ 
binsky.

China bid stirs up World Bank

WASHINGTON — A bitter squabble has been touched 
off inside the World Bank by the recent entry of China into 
the organization, caused by a belief that money originally 
targeted for India and other Third World nations would 
now be diverted to China. 

Munir P. Benjenk, World Bank vice-president for 
external affairs, conceded in an interview last week 
that China’s first loans—a relatively small amount of 
money—would likely be at the expense of other bank 
clients. 

But he labels “exaggerated” the fears of nations with 
low per capita incomes that as much as $1 billion could be 
diverted from $12 billion available in subsidized loans by 
the International Development Association through mid- 
1983. 

Loans by the bank’s soft-loan affiliate, IDA, run for 
50 years, and except for a service charge, are vir¬ 
tually interest-free. Member nations are eligible for 
such loans when their pcr-capita income is $575 or 
less. 

What worries the Indians and other nations that until 
now have been getting the lion’s share of the subsi¬ 
dized money is not only that they will have to share the 
pot with China, but that China is planning to under¬ 
state its real per-capila income so as to get better 
treatment from the bank. 

Official sources confirm that China has submitted to 
the bank an estimate that its per capita income is 
only $230, in contrast to the $460 estimate the bank it¬ 
self carries in its atlas of world economic informa¬ 
tion for 1978. 

But Benjenk said that in any event, it would have no 
bearing on China’s income per-capita ranking, which 
the bank itself intends to calculate. 

The per capita figure is crucial: the nearer the top 
end of the $575 eligibility level, the more a country 


gets of its aid from the World Bank itself (and pays 
regular interest rates) and less comes through the 
subsidized IDA window. India, for example, with a per 
capita income of only $180, gets all of nearly $5 billion in 
aid from IDA. In World Bank jargon, the current total of 
$12 billion in the IDA drawer comes from the just- 
completed "sixth replenishment" of funds by IDA’s 
wealthy supporters, including the United States. 

The "seventh replenishment"—expected to be a 
much larger total to reflect both inflation and the sub¬ 
stantial needs occasioned by China's entry into the 
bank—won’t be operative until July 1983. Negotiations for 
contributions won't even begin until next year. 

In effect, the unofficial guidance to the Chinese was 
that they could expect some help—part from IDA and part 
from the World Bank itself at non-subsidized rates. 


line Analysts. “Given 
what's happening to the 
economy, we expect the 
trunk airlines' 50-state 
scheduled revenue passen¬ 
ger miles to fall 10 per cent 
to 14 per cent in the last half 
of this year from a year 
ago." 

He said the fare in¬ 
creases should help offset 
such losses by increasing 
domestic passenger reve¬ 
nues 15 per cent to 20 per 
cent in the last half of this 
year over those of a year 
ago. 

A revenue passenger 
mile is calculated as one 
passenger flown one mile. 
In the second half of last 
year, the nation's airlines 
flew 93 billion revenue pas¬ 
senger miles. 

Ferris’ prediction essen¬ 
tially means that the air¬ 
lines will be taking losses 
on passenger loads aboard 
their planes, but trying to 
make up the difference 
with higher fares. 

Other factors, such as the 
price of fuel, could still 
cause the airlines to suffer 
high losses, despite the fare 
increases. 

Meanwhile, a spokesman 
for the Washington-based 
Air Transport Association, 


the industry trade group, 
said that the carriers would 
suffer their worst losses in 
the history of American 
aviation in 1980 as a result 
of a combination of the re¬ 
cession and rapidly climb¬ 
ing fuel costs. 

“We said we’d have the 
worst year ever this year," 
said an ATA spokesman. 
“In 1970 we had our worst 
year in history, losing $200 
million. We said this year 
would be worse and we still 
maintain that prediction. 
We haven’t made an esti¬ 
mate as to how bad 1980 will 
be, though.” 

One analyst, Michael 
Derchin of Oppenheimer 
and Co., said that "Ferris 
was being much more bear¬ 
ish than most analysts have 
been until now. 

"We had predicted that 
there would be a five per 
cent to 10 per cent drop in 
RPMs in the second half of 
the year,” he said. "He is 
figuring that the second 
half will be much worse 
than the first half when 
RPMs were down about one 
percent ” 

The ATA spokesman said 
that his organization had 
predicted at the start of the 
year that revenue passen¬ 


ger miles would be off five 
per cent to eight per cent 
for all 1980. 

"Ferris’ prediction is 
about in that ballpark," he 
said. 

Ferris said that with 
traffic declining, “we’re 
going to keep our capacity 
in check. For this fall, we’ll 
reduce our available seat- 
) miles about seven per cent 
from what we offered in the 
fall of last year.” 

Ferris said he expected 
fuel price increases to slow 
down in 1981. He predicted 
an increase in fuel of 20 
per cent to 25 per cent in 
1981, another 15 per cent in¬ 
crease the following year 
and an annual 10 per cent 
thereafter. 

"The travel industry, 
especially the airline busi¬ 
ness,” he said, "will still be 
a growth industry in the 
future. At UAL we’re confi¬ 
dent that we’ll resume our 
growth as part of the grow¬ 
ing travel industry. Yes, 
we’ll have to get by the next 
year or so of recession, 
rising costs, rising prices 
and weak airlines traffic. 
But once we do that, we 
have demographics in our 
favor for the long term.” 

He said the company is 
planning to "expand ag¬ 


gressively throughout the 
1980s," with its Western In 
temational Hotels, which 
owns manages or repre¬ 
sents 53 hotels with a total 
of more than 29,000 rooms. 
The company will add five 
new hotels to the chain in 
the next two and one-half 
years, he said. 

Ferris also told the ana 
lysts that a major United 
priority was to become 
“the No. 1 carrier to the 
Orient.” United now flies 
only as far as Hawaii, but 
talks are under way be¬ 
tween the United States 
and the Japanese to allow 
other carriers to join Pan 
American and Northwest 
Orient in getting landing 
rights in that country.

Somoza ‘affair’ denied 


In Asuncion, government*!officials denied former 
Nicaraguan dictator Anastasio Somoza has been asked to 
leave Paraguay because of a rumored affair with a 
Paraguayan beauty queen. 

Margaret Trudeau says she will continue to fight 
for a lifestyle that provides freedom of choice. Mrs. Tru- 
dueau, in Athabasca, Alta., a small community of 1,900 
people 133 kilometres north of Edmonton, said it was 
enjoyable to be back talking with people again after 
ending a period as a recluse. George Philipzyk. a 
local farm equipment dealer, invited the estranged prime 
minister’s wife to appear at the S30-a-plate banquet, held 
to honor five local men who spearheaded the commu¬ 
nity's building of a 1500.000 indoor swimming pool. 

Brothers Doug and Dan Sampson of the Hamil¬ 
ton suburb of Dundas became proud fathers on the 
same day to baby boys of identical weights—eight 
pounds, one ounce. Mothers and sons were doing well, on 
the same floor of the same hospital naturally. 

Helen Gahagan Douglas, a former stage actress 
who never forgave Richard Nixon for the bitter U.S. 
Senate campaign he waged against her 30 years ago, 


died Saturday in New York after a seven-year battle 
with cancer, a disease she had urged the federal gov¬ 
ernment to fight during her three terms in the U.S. Con¬ 
gress. Her husband, actor Melvyn Douglas was near 
her bedside at her death, Mrs. Douglas' secretary 
said. The 1950 Senate campaign in California between 
Mrs. Douglas and Nixon was one of the most bitter ever 
waged for American elective office.

VANCOUVER (CP)— 
The Insurance Corp. of 
B.C. is recommending that 
the provincial government 
keep age as a reason for 
discrimination in the set¬ 
ting of auto rates, the new 
ICBC president said. 

Tom Holmes told a news 
conference the corporation 
had recommended to cabi¬ 
net that the legislation ban¬ 
ning discrimination on the 
grounds of age be changed 
so it could continue to pro¬ 
vide a discount to people 
over 65 years of age. 

He also hinted the cor¬ 
poration might discrimi¬ 
nate in favor of people who 
drive for a living, saying 
that ICBC shared the con 
cerns of truckers and com¬ 
mercial drivers about the 
effect on them of the gov¬ 
ernment’s new program 
which was to eliminate rate 
differences because of age, 
marital status, geographic 
location and sex. 

To implement the pro¬ 
gram, promised by Pre¬ 
mier Bill Bennett during 
the 1979 provincial general 
election campaign, drivers 
held fully or partially re¬ 
sponsible for accidents 
would have to pay a $300 
surcharge for each acci¬ 
dent. not including the de 
merit point penalty which 
might have to be paid. 

The Teamsters Union is 
opposed to the program 
noting that the law of aver¬ 
ages says commercial 
drivers are going to have 
more accidents than any¬ 
body else because they 
drive considerably more 
miles a year than does the 
ordinary driver. 

Holmes, 47, a former foe 
of government auto insur¬ 
ance, was named to the 
$«0,00()-a-year post Friday. 
He w ill be paid in Canadian 
dollars. His predecessor, 
Robbie Sherrell who re¬ 
signed effective May 31 cit¬ 
ing personal reasons, was 
paid in U.S. funds.

agency, since 1976. 

Bom in Regina in 1932, he attended 
schools in Calgary and Vancouver and 
later studied administration at the uni¬ 
versities of British Columbia and Wash¬ 
ington before setting up his own insurance 
agency. 

Holmes' appointment brings a Cana¬ 
dian to the job.

Bengal Room erupts 
in wedding brawl 

The Victoria city police desk sergeant could hardly 
believe his ears when the call came in Saturday night. 

Almost disbclicvingly, he sent men to the scene—the 
Empress Hotel’s Bengal Room. 

A brawl was in progress when officers arrived, the 
combatants being members of a wedding party who had 
made their way into the bar. 

One police officer had to be treated at hospital for 
minor injuries received in a scuffle with one of the 
celebrants but no charges were laid by police. 


Alderman urges 
vote on sewers 


Saanich Aid. Irene Block 
said Saturday a referen¬ 
dum should be held in Cor¬ 
dova Bay to determine 
whether the Local Area 
Plan that council is consid¬ 
ering is the plan the people 
want. 

“The situation is serious 
enough to warrant such ac¬ 
tion because the plan we 
are discussing is not the 
document that was favored 
by a majority of residents 
last year at a storefront 
planning operation con¬ 
ducted by the municipal¬ 
ity,” she said in an inter¬ 
view. 

"And there’s so much 
bias on council that a plan 
favored by the majority of 
Cordova Bay residents will 
not be evolved.” 

She termed the three 
meetings held to discuss 
the plan “an exercise in 
futility.” 


Block’s anger stemmed 
from a standing committee 
decision to recommend all 
three phases of a $5.5 mil¬ 
lion sewer program pro¬ 
ceed. 

She argues that eliminat¬ 
ing a portion of the final 
phase would have the de¬ 
sired effect of limiting 
population growth in Cor¬ 
dova Bay to 6,500 by 1996. 

Block said that high land 
on the western ridge should 
not be sewered because it is 
agricultural and “many 
people up there don’t want 
sewers or subdivisions.” 

Council will meet Wed¬ 
nesday with residents to 
consider the plan.

It’s orange alert 
for keen pigeons 


Drivers have a habit 
of “talking to a much 
battered telephone 
pole" on Rockland Av¬ 
enue, and Peter Saras, 
1731 Rockland, thinks it 
is time Victoria city hall 
started talking about the 
problem. 

Saras wants civic offi¬ 
cials to make remedial 
changes to the corner oppo¬ 
site his residence to pre¬ 
vent further accidents at 
Rockland and Oak Shade 
Lane. 

Battle scars on the pole 
indicate it’s a dangerous 
comer, Saras said Satur¬ 
day. The corner banks the 
opposite way, and this is 
why there are so many ac¬ 
cidents, he contends. 

The latest in a series of 
accidents occurred early 
Saturday when another 
car—Saras believes it is the 
ninth in recent months— 
wrapped itself around the 
hapless pole. 

“It’s a scene of numerous 
accidents. People invari 
ably end up talking to the 
pole,” he said. 

Saras said he did not 
want the utility pole re¬ 
moved “as it keeps vehi¬ 
cles from ending up on 
my front yard," but he does 
want action from city hall 
on erecting a warning sign 
or a reflector light. 

A 17-year-old youth 
burned to death 18 months 
ago when a sports car in 
which he was a passenger 
went out of control on the 
bend, struck the utility pole 
and burst into flames, 
Saras said. 


Pigeons are being 
trained for air 
searches in the United 
States, and Central 
Saanich pigeon fancier 
Dave Hill says he’s not 
surprised. 

Hill, 38, a member of 
Victoria's Capital City 
Racing Pigeon Club 
for the last 26 years, 
said pigeons are in¬ 
telligent birds and 
their eyesight is many 
times sharper than 
human eyesight. 

He was commenting 
on a report in the Vic¬ 
toria Newsletter of the 
Canadian Coast Guard 
that pigeons in the U.S. 
are being trained for 
use in air searches by 
identifying “emer¬ 
gency’’ colors such as 
orange. 

Hill said he under¬ 
stood that in Belgium, 
where pigeon racing is 
the national sport, 
some fanciers in 
crowded areas had 
painted their rooftops 
bright colors for the 
pigeons to identify as 
home. 

The newsletter says: 
"In co-operation with 
the Naval Ocean Sys¬ 
tems Centre, the U.S. 
Coast Guard and the 
Marine Corps have 
successfully tested pi¬ 
geons trained to spot 
orange objects at 
sea ... to improve the 
effectiveness of air 
searches." 

The newletter says 
the pigeons graduated 
from training on land 
to airborne trials. 

"Pigeons were se¬ 
lected because of their 
ability to see a much

larger visual field than 
people in the same 
amount of time . . . 

’’The birds are 
strapped inside a plex¬ 
iglass pod attached to 
the underside of coast 
guard helicop- 
ters . . . birds which 
spot the target are 
rewarded with food.” 

The color “interna 
tional orange’’ was 
chosen for the targets 
because of its use on 
lifejackets. 

"Pigeons have since 
been trained to spot 
red or yellow as well," 
it says, because those 
colors are often used 


on lifesaving equip 
ment on commercial 
and military craft. 

However, it is not al 
ways smooth sailing 
for the eagle-eyed pi¬ 
geons. 

The study’s original 
three pigeons were 
killed in February, 
1979 when the helicop¬ 
ter carrying them 
crashed while search¬ 
ing for five men off the 
coast of Hawaii. 

"The crewmen were 
uninjured but the 
birds’ observation 
chamber was torn 
from the copter and 
lost,” it said.

The May 18 bang: 
Where did it end?

A University of Victoria physicist is 
getting more than 40 letters a day 
from people who heard the May 
18 Mount St. Helens blast, and most of 
them live far from the Washington 
State volcano. 

The letters with the writers’ own 
descriptions of the intensity of the 
sound are flowing in after Professor 
John Dewey requested assistance in 
charting the sound of the blast from 
newspaper readers within a 320-kilo 
metre radius of Mount St. Helens. 

WHEN VICTORIANS 200 kilo 
metres away from the volcano could 
hear the blasts, Dewey assumed it 
was because of a phenomenon known 
as atmospheric focussing whereby 
sound—which normally travels up 
ward—encounters atmospheric con¬ 
ditions (higher temperatures and 
wind velocity) which deflect the 
sound waves to the earth elsewhere. 

It isn't a new phenomenon, accord¬ 
ing to Dewey, who says scientists 
have been aware of it since Britons 
reported occasionally hearing gun¬ 
fire in France during the First World 
War. 

From meteorological data, Dewey 
already knows that the specific at¬ 
mospheric conditions occurred on the 
morning of May 18, but what his letter 


ALREADY HE HAS had reports 
from people who heard the blast as 
far away as Nanoose Bay and Barn- 
field and up the Fraser Valley. 

Interestingly enough, writers in the 
Seattle area compare the sound of the 
blast to things like a bird hitting their 
windows, while some Victorians said 
it was loud enough to bring them 
outside. Writers from some areas 
report hearing successive blasts 
which brings Dewey to the possi. 
bility that the sound waves were 
focussed down to earth and refracted 
upward only to be deflected down 
again. 

By Dewey's calculations, the blast 
should have been loudest somewhere 
in the Chilliwack area but letters 
haven't confirmed this. 

HE IS PARTICULARLY interested 
in finding the “cutoff area" or those 
regions where no noise was heard. 

Just because he has no reports 
from a certain region Dewey won’t 
assume it was in the cutoff area. He’ll 
first check with the local newspaper 
to sec if it published his request 
for reports on the intensity of the 
blast. 

"It’s rather difficult doing physics 
by opinion polls—that usually beiongs 
to the social scientists," said Dewey.

They did pick Jules Huot, the pro of the Laval Sur Du 
Lae club. Undoubtedly a competent pro and probably a 
decent fellow but the only reason for picking him had to be 

political. 

The official announcement was made after the Open 
but Fletcher, who now resides in Victoria, says the team 
had actually been picked prior to the Open. 

He agrees that the picking of lluol was a political 
move, probably forced by the tournament sponsor.

FLETCHER was selected to the team along with 
Leonard the following year when the Canada Cup was held 
in Washington, D.C. 

"We didn’t do any great hell as I recall," says

"We had a point system based on the CPGA, the 
Canadian Open and one other tournament that I don’t 
remember. I was the top points man in the country four 
straight years.” 

As he does every year, Fletcher took in the Canadian 
Open this year.

Fletcher took home $3,000 for winning in 1951.

Borg equals record 
in magnificent style 


LONDON (AP) — On 
day in which five men’ 
seeds were ousted, lh< 
magnificent Bjorn Borg 
tied the record for consecu¬ 
tive singles victories at the 
rain-plagued Wimbledon 
tennis championships Sat¬ 
urday. 

Borg won his 31st con¬ 
secutive match at the all- 
England Club, defeating 
Rod Frawley of Australia 
6-4, 6-7, 6-1, 7-5. The four¬ 
time defending champion 
from Sweden and No. 1 
seed, Borg dropped his first 
set in the tournament. He is 
tied with Rod Laver of Aus¬ 
tralia for the Wimbledon 
mark of consecutive sin¬ 
gles victories. 

The seeded men who lost 
were Americans Stan 
Smith and Pat DuPre, Vic¬ 
tor Peccl of Paraguay, 
Jose Luis Clcrc of Argen 
tina and Ivan Lendl of 
Czechoslovakia. 

That left only eight of the 
original 16 seeds in the last 
32 among the men. In the 
women’s field, 10 of the 16 
remaining players are 
Americans and a dozen of 
the 16 seeds are alive. 

The top challengers to 
Borg — John McEnroe and 
Jimmy Connors — each 
moved forward. 

McEnroe opened the day 
with a 6-0, 7-6, 6-1 triumph 
over Dutchman Tom 
Okker, then grumbled 
about the conditions.

Turner accepts trial facts 


NEWPORT, R.l. (AP) — 
Veteran Ted Turner, hop¬ 
ing to repeat his 1977 role as 
America's Cup defender, 
took a pair of races Satur 
day from young Russell 
Long to wrap up the pre¬ 
liminary sailing trials for 
U.S. skippers.

"They were definitely 
better prepared than we 
were,” Turner said. “Sail¬ 
ing for two years, you ought 
to be better prepared” 

He also griped about the 
money Conner’s Freedom- 
Enterprise syndicate has 
spent on the campaign — 
reported to be well over $2 
million. 

“We’re working on a 
tight budget — a quarter of 
what Dennis’s is,” said 
Turner. “We spend money 
around here like it was 
ours.” 

Long’s performance Sat¬ 
urday dropped his record 
for the preliminaries to 2- 
10. The results have no offi¬ 
cial meaning, but the races 
are run under the eyes of 


the New York Yacht Club's 
selection committee, which 
will pick the yacht that will 
defend the Cup.

Stands opened 
after shutdown 

DETROIT (AP) — The bleachers at Tiger Sta¬ 
dium will reopen Monday after a two-week shut¬ 
down that came when bottle-hurling, trash-pitching 
baseball fans disrupted a ball game with showers of 
debris, the Detroit Tigers baseball club announced 
Saturday. 

Jim Campbell, Tigers’ president and genera, 
manager, said the newly remodeled 10,500-seat 
section will reopen on an "experimental basis.” 

The bleacher section of the.52,067-seat stadium 
was ordered closed June 17 after bottles, trash and 
firecrackers were tossed on the field during a doub¬ 
leheader with Milwaukee Brewers on June 16. A 
fight broke out in the stands and Detroit police cited 
14 people on misdemeanor charges and 21 people 
were ejected from the $2 seats. 

“We want everyone who sits in the bleachers to 
have a good time, but not at the expense of everyone 
else in the park who buys a ticket to see a ball 
game,” said Campbell. "We’ve got good fans in 
Detroit, and we owe them the right to have a 
good time when they come to Tiger Stadium." 

Tigers’ management also has set down some 
new rules to prevent further disturbances when the 
bleachers open. 

Beer sales will be restricted to two purchases 
per customer to stop excessive drinking in the 
bleachers, Campbell said.

PARIS (AP) — Western 
European national Olym¬ 
pic committees sending

OTTAWA — 11 breaks all the rules of economics, but 
Canadians arc coping with inflation by giving up food. 

“The recession we’re getting into right now is 
causing severe problems for Canadian families try¬ 
ing to make ends meet, but they won’t give up their 
holidays in Myrtle Beach, they haven't cut back on 
gas, they're still snapping up carpets and expensive 
furniture and they haven't given up their torrid love 
affair with saving,"says Peter Andersen, a Toronto 
economist who specializes in consumer spending. "The 
place where ends aren't meeting is in the food budget." 

It isn't supposed to happen this way. 

When John Q. Consumer finds his wages aren't 
going up as quickly as the prices of the things he buys 
—which is happening now—economic theory says he’ll cut 
back on non-essentials: dishwashers. $1,000 stereo sys¬ 
tems, backyard swimming pools, exotic holidays. 

IF NEED be. he’ll dip into his savings account. 
But corije what may, he'll eat properly. 

Canada Is the only country Andersen knows of in 
which the order of priorities seems to be reversed— 
keep the snowmobile and give up the Sunday roast 
beef dinner. 

It worries him. The 10-year-old economist sus¬ 
pects that ordinary families are falling Into damag¬ 
ing eating habits. "A question which perhaps should be 
asked is whether economic pressures are now causing 
nutritional shortfalls for Canadians, as they try to cope 
w|>h ever-tighter constraints on the family budget.” 

The volume of food consumed during the first 
quarter of this year was less than that recorded for 
the same three month period last year, in spite of 
the fact that there were 235,000 new mouths to feed in 
1980. 

In one sense, there’s been a healthy shift at the super¬ 
market check-out counter. Grocers report that shop¬ 
pers are turning away from what they call “carriage 
trade" products—such as frpzen lobster dinners—and 
buying more good old meat and potatoes. 

BUT THEY are also noticing a more disturbing 
trend. Canadians at the lower end of the income 
scale are buying distressing amounts of spaghetti, maca¬ 
roni and bread. 

One thing people in all income brackets are not 
doing is staying away from their local fast-food outlet 
—another paradox of today’s income squeeze. 

“The idea of eating out continues to attract the 
average person,” Andersen says. "People like to pack the 
kids in the station wagon and go off to McDonalds for a Big 
Mac or a quarter pounder with cheese.” 


Status symbols still on shopping list 


To explain all this, he steps out of his official role, 
economic forecaster for the consulting firm. Woods 
Gordon, and plays the part of amateur psychologist. 

“Everyone wants to feel a little better off this year 
than last year. We've been conditioned into thinking 
this way. Our standard of living has been rising since 
the 1950s. 

“SUDDENLY, it isn't any more. The average blue 
collar worker knows his wages aren't keeping up with 
rising prices. But he doesn't want to admit he’s suffering. 
We all fool ourselves this way. 

"Canadians are trying to do prove to themselves that 
they can still enjoy the good life. To do it, they keep 
buying big-ticket items. Such material consumption 
offers instant gratification. It gives a person status in the 
•eyes of the neighbors. 

"Food is a different matter. That’s where people 
figure they can tighten their belts without it show¬ 
ing." 

Andersen first noticed this aberration in Canadian 
spending in 1978. That year—as never before—there 


was a decline in food consumption. Last year, there 
was a slight increase, but this year the country seems 
headed for another decline. 

THE WHOLE retail sector is in for a bad year. “We 
have to go bark almost 20 years to find a weaker year 
for consumer markets." 

Inflation will continue to plague John Q. Consumer. 

E may lose his job if sales don’t pick up. He can ex- 
t a tough time at the bargaining table. 

Looking ahead to the rest of the 1980s. Andersen fore- 
s little improvement—except possibly in Alberta. 

He expects many Canadians to reluctantly aban¬ 
don their traditionally high (10 per cent) savings rate 
to maintain their standard of living. 

There will be a few pockets of carefree spending; 
alcoholic beverages, recreational equipment, top-of-lhe- 
line furniture, books and specialized appliances. 

The supermarket will continue to be Canada's re¬ 
fuge of secret thrift. 

“It’s remarkable," Andersen says "We all have 
to eaY Some people must be really suffering just to 
keep Aappearances."

the proper antibiotic can be 
used. 

Infections of this kind 
may require long periods of 
therapy. The infection has 
to be brought under control 
as quickly as possible so 
that bones of the middle 
ear do not become infected. 
When the infection is under 
control, then the hole in the 
ear drum can be safely 
elosed. If it is closed before 
the infection is cleared up 
there Is no place for the 
infected material to drain. 
The situation is worse than 
if there were no hole. 

Sometimes stubborn in 
fections have to be treated 
with both antibiotics and 
with surgical removal of 
the infected material in the 
ear. I am sure your ear 
doctor will guide you based 
on the extent of your infec¬ 
tion and the germ causing 
it. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: I 

have rheumatoid arthritis 
and am told I am a good 
candidate for gold shots. I 
have been told of side ef¬ 
fects and that I would need 
regular checkups. I would 
get one shot a week for six 
months. Could you give me 
highlights on gold treat¬ 
ments as to results?—Mrs. 
D.B. 

Good results have been 
reported with gold therapy 
in some rheumatoid arthri¬ 
tis patients, but it is diffi¬ 
cult to tell who will re- 
spond. Since your

physician feels gold might 
help you, I would not hesi¬ 
tate to give R a try. It is 
accepted treatment and at 
least two-thirds of patients 
selected for it respond fa¬ 
vorably. The gold accumu¬ 
lates in the joints and de¬ 
creases inflammation 
there. 

You will have to be pa¬ 
tient, because it may be 
three months before bene 
fits are noted. The dosage 
schedule you mention is a 
common one. Yes, there 
are side effects from gold, 
but there arc from most 
medicines. Hoped for 
benefits make such risks 
worth taking. There may 
be changes in blood cells 
and in the kidneys, and 
rashes may appear. But 
periodic blood tests guard 
against permanent dam¬ 
age. 

Gold is not new as medi¬ 
cine. It was first used 50 
years ago. so there is a 
good backlog of experience 
in using it. Sec the booklet 
"How to Control Arthritis" 
for a fuller discussion of 
treatment.

Dear Dr. Donohue: 

Please explain “middle 


pain." Why does it occur in 
some women at the time of 
ovulation? I am one of 
those women who experi¬ 
ence this. I don’t really un¬ 
derstand it and am con¬ 
fused, even a bit scared. I 
get regular examinations 
and my doctor can't find 
any problems. — J.K.C. 

This is a form of pain 
some women get midway in 
their menstrual cycle, the 
German for it is “mitt- 
leshmcrz," the term more 
commonly used. 

It is thought to be linked 
to ovulation, which occurs 
at mid-cycle. The pain may 
last from a few hours to two 
or three days, so for some 
women it can be a difficult 
problem. Simple analge¬ 
sics help most. 

Sometimes there is si¬ 
multaneous bleeding that 
may mimic a menstrual 
period. There is no agree¬ 
ment as to why this hap¬ 
pens, although it may be 
related to a drop in estro¬ 
gen levels, which occurs at 
the time of ovulation. 

If there is doubt as to the 
cause of the bleeding or 
if there is no regular men¬ 
struation later (and no 
pregnancy), a D£C is done 
to rule out conditions such 
as growths that commonly 
cause uterine bleeding.

A deepst-a charter boat 
sport fishing operation, 
similar to those operated 
from Westport in Oregon 
and La Push and Sekiu in 
Washington, has started on 
Vancouver Island’s West 
Coast. 

I helped christen it by 
sport fishing in the Pa¬ 
cific Ocean alongside the 
commercial trollers over 
the mid-bank, about 12 
miles out from Ucluelet, 
Sunday in comparative 
luxury aboard a 43-foot 
Delta fibreglass offshore 
charter cruiser, one of four 
operating from the Cana¬ 
dian Princess now based at 
Ucluelet. 

The Canadian Princess is 
the former hydrographic 
survey vessel Wm. J. 
Stewart, which has been 
restored by Bob and Marti 
Wright of Oak Bay Marina 
and stationed at Ucluelet as 
a floating hotel, museum, 
restaurant and deepsea 
charter boat base—a truly 
unique operation for Brit¬ 
ish Columbia. 

I WAS ON HAND at the 
weekend for the official 
opening ceremonies for the 
Canadian Princess experi¬ 
ence at the picturesque 
west coast village of Uclue- 
Ict. snuggled between the 
Pacific Kim National 
Park's 11-mile-long sandy 
Long Beach and the park's 
intriguing Broken Croup 
Islands, more than 100 in 
all. at the entrance to Bark 
ley Sound. 

You don't have to be 
a fisherman or wealthy to 
enjoy the amenities of the 
Canadian Princess. You 
can stay elsewhere (camp 
in the vicinity of Long 
Beach for instance) and 
tour it for free as a floating 
museum ship—the last of 
the steam-powered coastal 
vessels . . . and still in op¬ 
erational condition; or you 
can enjoy a meal in the 
Stewart Room restaurant;

RESTORATION of the 
interior was mainly 
planned by Marti Wright, 
who sought out help from 
those who had served on 
the Wm. J. Stewart, so she 
could restore it as it was 
when the famed ship 
served to chart the west 
coast of Vancouver Island, 
commonly known as the 
Graveyard of the Pacific. 

At the opening ceremon¬ 
ies was R.W. Sandilands, of 
the hydrographic survey 
branch at Sidney, who had 
served a decade on the 
Willie J. and he was 
pleased with the authenti¬ 
city Mrs. Wright had ac¬ 
complished. He went 
around the ship with her, 
looking at the old pictures, 
and experiencing pangs of 
nostalgia at almost every 
corner. He was especially 
pleased with the restora¬ 
tion of the old charts at the 
entrance to the Chart 
Room, now a cocktail 
lounge. 

The Wrights of Oak Bay 
Marina have spent between 
$1 million and $2 million to 


and skipper Pete Campbell 
were our hosts on the char- 
terboat Barkley Princess. 
Linda Baril and Chris 
Frketieh of Ucluelet were 
the deckhands who baited 
the hooks and kept re-rig¬ 
ging the tackle. ' 

Plug-cut herring was our 
bait and the 10 guests on 
board mooched over the 
side of the boat when we 
stopped to drift over the 
mid-bank at about 23 fath¬ 
oms. 

The boat is rigged so It 
people can mooch at the 
same time . . . with rod 
holders all around the boat. 

Action was almost in¬ 
stantaneous as our lines hit 
the water . . . Pacific 
shark, better known as 
dogfish, were plentiful and 
everyone had a fish within 
seconds. The orders were 
to snap the hooks nut and 
re-rig as fast as the deck¬ 
hands could get to us. It 
was time to move to an¬ 
other spot and the Nootka 
Princess, fishing nearby, 
reported by radio that they 
had found salmon. 

W E CRUISED to the spot 
and in a matter of a minute 
or two I boated the first 
eating fish, a yellow rock- 
fish from the bottom. Then 
a minute or two later Oak 


Bay fisherman Tommy 
Blackwood shouted he had 
a salmon. 

There was a lot of scram 
bling as he played that fish 
around the other nine lines, 
but with a little help from 
Boxford and Campbell he 
managed to boat his sal¬ 
mon—a nine-pounder and 
first salmon blood on the 
Barkley Princess that day. 

Two other salmon, some 
big lingeod, red snappers 
and numbers of rockfish 
followed with everyone on 
board getting a share of the 
action. 

Heaviest salmon taken 
from the four boats was 
Louis Lindholm’s 21- 
pounder. 

The fishing is fun, some 
times exciting . . . and it 
will get better as the big 
run arrives on the bank and 
the charter boat skippers 
get more experience in 
those waters. 

But'jhere is more than 
fishing on those cruises. 
There is the experience of 
observing the commercial 
(roller fleet at work har¬ 
vesting The salmon. They 
work in packs . . and they 
work hard. It is a hard life 
for the short season and 
when the fish are there 
they work almost around 
the dock. Visitors aboard 


the charterboats get a first¬ 
hand look at a part of Can¬ 
ada at work. 

THEY ALSO GET to 

enjoy some fine sightsee¬ 
ing. As they leave Ucluelet 
harbor and cruise along the 
shoreline of the rugged 
west coast they can spot 
bald eagles resting on the 
tree tops. Then they sec 
exposed rocks on which are 
seals and sea lions hauled 
out for sunning. If they are 
lucky they will see some 
grey whales and if fishing 
is slow the skippers will 
take them cruising among 
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get their Canadian Prin 
cess and the west coast 
experience into operation. 

It has been as much a 
dream and a labor of love 
as a money-making propo¬ 
sition. Bob Wright, a Vie- 
toriaalderman, well known 
sport fisherman, owner of 
Oak Bay Marina, Pedder 
Bay Marina, Bosun's Ma¬ 
rina, and other enterprises, 
bought the William J. 
Stewart from Crown AsseLs 


Disposal for a sum "in ex¬ 
cess of $100,000." 

He simply got the idea 
and went ahead and did it. 
spending much more 
money than he originally 
intended. 

"FOR 46 YEARS the fa 
miliar while-hulled hy dro- 
graphic survey ship has 
travelled the coast from 
her base fn Victoria, carry¬ 
ing out surveys ranging 


from the busy bustling port 
of Vancouver to the quIgL 
solitudes of the Quden 
Charlottes and mainland 
inlets. She has known the 
rock strewn coasts and the 
offshore swells." wrote 
Sandilands in the Feb. II. 
1970, issue of the Colonist's 
Islander magazine. 

"Her contribution to the 
safety of mariners on our 
coast is beyond measure 
and the work carried out by 
her hydrographers has 
contributed to the coastal 
development of our prov 
ineeout of proportion to her 
initial cost," he said.

Canadian finishes first 
in strong U.S. tourney

It's nice to see Canadian 
players do well in big tour¬ 
naments in the li.S. 

It's even nicer when a 
Canadian finishes in first 
place in a particularly 
strong event. 

It happened recently 
when former Vancouverite 
Peter Biyiasas, now living 
in San Francisco, tied for 
first place in the Memorial 
Day Classic Open in West 
Hollywood. 

Grandmaster Biyiasas, 
who was twice Canadian 
champion before moving to 
greener pastures, tied for 
first place with three of the 
highest-rated players in the 
U.S. 

All four scored i'A-'/e in 
the six-round tournament 
which attracted 180 entries, 
including five grandmas¬ 
ters, four international 
masters, 10 senior masters 
(rated over 2400) and 40 
masters (rated 2200 or 
higher). 

Biyiasas tied for first 
place with former U.S. 
champion Walter Browne 
of Berkeley, Calif., rising 
young grandmaster Larry 
Christiansen of Modesto, 
Calif., and Jack Peters of 
Los Angeles. 

Biyiasas, Browne and 
Christiansen won their first 
five games without meet¬ 
ing each other while the 
other two grandmasters. 
Lev Alburt of Brooklyn and 
former U.S. champion 
Larry Evans of Reno were 
right behind them. 

In the sixth and final 
round, Browne drew 
against Christiansen and 
Biyiasas did likewise with 
Evans. 

Peters, who had drawn 
earlier, defeated Julius 
Loftsson of Los Angeles to 
get his 5!4 points. 

The big victory by Biyia¬ 
sas came in the fifth round 


when he defeated the ta¬ 
lented Alburt while playing 
black. 

As observers pointed out. 
"Biyiasas played well 
throughout the tourna¬ 
ment." 

He had to in order to beat 
Alburt, who has had some 
fantastic results on the U.S, 
tournament circuit in re¬ 
cent months. 

No fewer than II players 
tied for fifth place and they 
included Alburt, Evans, 
Nick Dc Firmian of Berke¬ 
ley, Jay Whitehead of San 
Francisco. David Strauss 
of Dana Point, Calif ., Boris 
Baczynskyj of Philadel 
phis, William Batchcldcrof 
Irvine, Calif., Zaki Harari 
of San Francisco and Ri¬ 
chard Powell of Palos 
Verdes Estates, Calif. 


Francisco Da Silva and 
Darryl Johanssen also tied 

for fifth with 5-1 scores but 
shared first in the expert 
group, one category below 
master. 

Selecting the Game of the 
Week wasn't difficult—it 
was the great win by Biyia¬ 
sas over Alburt in the fifth 
round. 

Alburt, a former Soviet 
grandmaster who left for 


the West about a year ago, 
is hard enough to beat with 
the white pieces, but when 
you do it while playing 
black as Biyiasas man¬ 
aged, then it’s a real 
achievement. 

A really outstanding ef¬ 
fort by Biyiasas.

In recognition of the 
growing interest in postal 
history, the catalogue will 
have the start of a guide to 
the value of stamps on 
cover. Commonwealth 
countries arc given up to 
1945. and for Great Britain 
every basic stamp is treat¬ 
ed up to Edward VII. 

Gibbons is also including 
for the first time prices of 
post-UDI Rhodesia follow¬ 
ing the lifting of sanctions. 

Collectors can obtain 
copies of the catalogue 
from Philatelic Supply Co., 
127 Cartwright Ave., To¬ 
ronto, Ont. M6A 1V4, or 
from dealers. Victoria 
dealers don’t expect their 
copies much before the end 
of September, and the cost 
will again be up. perhaps to 
as much as $30.

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Tampon use 
suspected 
in 10 deaths 


ATLANTA. Ga. (AP) — The use of tampons has 
been linked to a rare disease ealled toxic shock syndrome 
that primarily affects young women, but preliminary 
studies show no reason for most women to discontinue 
tampon use, U.S. health officials said Friday. 

The Centre for Disease Control reported the re¬ 
sults of three studies of the syndrome, a sometimes 
fatal disease characterized by high fever, vomiting, 
diarrhea, a sunburn-like rash and a rapid drop in 
blood pressure, which frequently results in shock. 

Ninety-three women who had the disease were 
included in the three studies, which were conducted 
by federal and state health officials in Wisconsin and 
Utah. Of the women surveyed, 92 regularly used tampons, 
officials said in their report. 

Since 197k, 128 cases of toxic shock syndrome have 
been reported, with 10 resulting in death, the offi- 
cals said. 

Dr. Kathryn Shands, an epidemiologist with the 
centre, said researchers have not determined exact¬ 
ly how tampon use is related to the disease, although 
tampons may "provide a good culture medium" for 
bacteria. 

Dr. Shands said toxic shock syndrome occurs in 
only about three of 100.000 menstruating women each 
year. 

“Because we expect only a small number of women to 
get the disease, we are suggesting that women not 
discontinue tampon use unless they have had toxic shock 
syndrome already," she said.

The assistants said they 
were reluctant to speak out 
because they had no job 
protection and without cor¬ 
roboration from others on 
the dentists' staffs, they 
were unlikely to be able to 
make the complaint stick. 

The B.C. College of Den¬ 
tal Surgeons said it had had 
few complaints. 

"1 keep hearing that (il¬ 
legal use of auxiliaries) is 
very widespread,” said 
registrar Roy Thordarson, 
"what I don't hear is spe- 
cifie complaints about it."

WINNIPEG — Most audiences don't 
know how to react to comedian Ed Rice 
when he comes on stage with crutches. 

Quiet or shocked. It’s something for 
which they are not prepared. 

The 31 -year-old polio victim has been 
taking his, unusual brand of humor to the 
public for about three years. It’s comedy 
with a message: "My life is the same as 
yours." 

"When I come out on stage, I just stand 
there, and all of a sudden you can 
hear a pin drop," he said in a interview. 

"They're looking at me and they’re 
waiting. So my first line is, ‘Do you notice 
anything different’? Then I say, ‘yeah, I 
wear glasses.’ ” 

Rice’s act took on a different meaning 
last week when he performed for dele¬ 
gates at the 11th World Rehabilitation 
Congress in Winnipeg. 

The former New Yorker, who has lived 
in Canada for about 10 years, made his 
first public appearance at Yuk Yuks, a 
Toronto comedy cabaret. V 

He said he was inilially.ielf-conscious 
about letting audiences see he was hand¬ 
icapped and thought they would laugh at 
him because they felt sorry for him. 

So. he did his first two shows without 
crutches, sitting on a stool. After two 
successful appearances, he decided to 
take the plunge and the next time he 
walked on stage, he took his crutches with 
him. 

"I knew I would have to do it In a 
manner that, besides being funny, would 
be in good taste,” he said. 

Rice usually performs for people who 


aren't handicapped, and in most cases, 
might never have even met a handicapped 
person. 

His purpose may be serious, but he 
carries it out with a kind of humor that 
quickly puts nervous audiences at case. 

“You know they say children are cruel. 
I remember one time, my friends would 
sneak my crutches away every day when 1 
wasn't looking and cut about a half 
an inch off them. By the end of the week I 
thought I grew two inches.” 

Rice was struck by polio when he was 18 
months old, and said, luckily for him, 
he has never known what being normal 
means. 

Still, he manages to go horse back 
riding, cycling and swimming. He even 
tried downhill skiing once. 

"I gave that up because you can’t stop 
too good going downhill.” 

As well. Rice said he has beaten the 
record time in the 100-yard dash. "The 
record is seven seconds, but I do it in five 
because 1 know a shortcut.” 

Rice credits his parents for building his 
character and confidence. 

"They knew they wouldn’t be around 
forever and that I would have to, pardon 
the expression, stand on my own two feet, 
sooner or later ... or four feet, or what¬ 
ever." 

Rice came to Canada to study pros¬ 
thetics at McGill University in Montreal. 
The three-year course taught him to pre¬ 
scribe, design and fit artificial limbs, 
which he did for eight years at Sunny- 
brook Medical Centre in Toronto. 

When he’s not on stage, he operates his 
own restaurant supply business.

TORONTO—The Guangdong acrobatic 
troupe from China will send its Canton 
show on a nine-week tour of 20 Cana¬ 
dian cities this fall, including Victoria, 
before travelling through the United 
States, it was announced this week. 

The company of 70, with daredevil high- 
pole acrobats, an eye-catching lion dance 
and spectacular hoop divers, will play in 
major theatres rather than sports arenas. 
The show is said to be even more as¬ 
tounding to Western audiences than the 
tours of the Peking Opera or Shanghai 
Ballet. 


The tour has been arranged by a new 
firm, GCT Associates Inc., formed by 
Samuel Gesser of Montreal, long-time 
agent of visiting performers from the 
Soviet Union and Eastern Europe, and 
two former employees of the Canada 
Council touring office in Ottawa, John 
Cripton and Michael Tabbit. 

Opening in Victoria on Sept. 4, the tour 
will visit Vancouver, Calgary, Regina, 
Winnipeg, Thunder Bay, Toronto, Hamil¬ 
ton, Ottawa, Montreal, Sherbrooke, Que¬ 
bec City, Moncton, Eredricton, Halifax, 
Sault Ste.

Corn flies in Smile Show 


Okay, Liz Gorrie. What’s a nice girl 
like you doing in a place like this.? 

The question brings only an enig¬ 
matic smile from the red-head taking a 
cigarette break from rehearsals for 
the Smile Show at the Servetus Hall. 

After all, it is hard to reconcile 
slapstick and awful jokes with the 
woman responsible for all the intellect 
and wit behind Kaleidoscope Theatre's 
children's productions. 

Earlier this year, she remounted her 
evocative production of The Snow 
Goose in Toronto. The year before, it 
was in Tel Aviv. And now she's fidget¬ 
ing through an interview while her cast 
of six rehearses something called the 
Oak Bay Horticultural Society without 
her. 

FINALLY SHE answers the ques¬ 
tion. 

“Gee, what can I say? <■ 

“It’s a good break—a chance to get 
all the corn out of my system.” 

Apparently staging Charlie Barber’s 
atrocious La Bonza Meets Bill Ben¬ 
nett a few seasons back didn't pop all of 
Gorrie’s corn. 

Finally she confesses to reasons far 
more practical than cathartic. 

“I want to go to Italy," she said 
sheepishly to explain why she stepped 
in as a last-minute replacement and 
ended up not only directing it but 
writing most of The Smile Show which 
opens Friday at The Empress. 

In plainer words, the money was 
right. 

AND SHE’S literally laughing all the 
way to the bank. 

"There’s one point in the show where 
I'm absolutely passing out,” said Gor¬ 
rie. It has something to do with what 
her cast docs in rehearsal to a sendup 


of Wagner’s Tristan and Isolde. She 
won’t say what. 

Some of the material is new but a lot 
of what Gorrie has used is simply 
reworked for maximum effect. She 
thinks it is more music hall than most 
Smile Shows, something that’s helped 
considerably by two cast members 
with legitimate British music hall 
background. 

WITH HOST Jerry Gosley now off 
stage, the show’s structure is no longer 
worked around his appearances and 
the usual guest star. The cast is more 
an ensemble than a group of individual 
performers. It’s easier to maintain the 
needed tempo that way, says Gorrie. 

"What I'm trying to do is get the 
show at such a basic pace with so much 
corn coming fast and furious that the 
audience doesn't have time to think 
about it.” 

The idea is to come up with nothing 
more than what Gorrie calls "pure 
entertainment.” 

ONCE SHE HAS perfected the 
show’s Pearlies she’ll begin thinking 
ahead to Kaleidoscope’s season that 
almost didn't happen. There was some 
question whether the company would 
make it through last season after fac¬ 
ing a crippling deficit in the spring of 
1979, intensified with a disastrous sum¬ 
mer with a legally controversial tent. 
Only tour cutbacks and a season of “re¬ 
grouping” reprieved the company. 

The company will return in Septem¬ 
ber to a full season of school tours, 
many outside the province including a 
first time for Washington state. There 
will be a show on the history of clown¬ 
ing plus a remount of Kaleidoscope's 
About Free Lands commissioned by 
Winnipeg's Museum of Man and Na¬ 
ture. 



Director Liz Gorrie tries 
■something different and 
can’t stop laughing 


The first day of summer came and went last 
weekend, but you probably missed it because of the 
rain. 

But then every Victorian knows it isn’t sunny 
weather or the calendar that brings summer to 
southern Vancouver Island but the opening of the 
summer season.

Four Seasons slipped in a bit earlier 
this year with its world premiere Friday night of 
The Wonder of It All. The same night Phoenix 
opened its American comedy. Vanities. 

And Monday night things really take off. 

The ’40s musical revue, Blue Champagne, 
comes to the McPherson Playhouse for two weeks 
while the last of the Phoenix’s month-long rep 
shows, Gabe, opens. 

No matter how you tried, you still couldn’t see 
everything before the Smile Show opened Friday 
night at The Empress. 

And so it goes. 

It looks like a pretty hefty lineup of summer 
shows but anyone counting will find the nutnp£r •' 
down from recent summers. Soaring costs and 
scarce dollars are to blame. 

Once again The Belfry isn’t producing a sum¬ 
mer show and Kaleidoscope is back for the first 
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summer in five years. Four Seasons has put all its 
eggs in one basket with Wonder. Last year it staged 
two revues. 

The McPherson Summer Theatre Company 
goes into its second summer with just one show, Shut 
Your Eyes and Think of England (Wednesdays 
through Saturdays, July 25 to Aug. 30) compared 
with the two it staged last year. Even so, the Mac's 
John Dyck has managed to compensate for the cut 
with the two imports. Blue Champagne and The 
Nylons returning for four days July 16. 

The first of J.J. Johannesen's Victoria Interna¬ 
tional F’estlval concerts is July 14 at the Mac. There 
are 25 concerts in all through Aug. 19 spread 
between the Mac, St. Michaels University School 
and the University Centre. 


In other words, there’s plenty to do on those 
rainy summer nights to come. 

Chit-chat. . . Comox Valley’s Kim Cattrall is to 
star in Ticket to Heaven which goes into production 
mid-July in Toronto. She has just finished Tribute 
with Jack Lemmon and was recently seen in the 
television series Scruples as well as the movie of the 
week, The Gossip Columnist. Starring with her in 
the Toronto production is R.H. Thomson, remem¬ 
bered from the Bastion’s controversial Come¬ 
dians of a few seasons ago. . . An Emily Carr 
painting, Forest Landscape, was recently sold 
for a record price of $68,000 at an auction in Toronto. 
For what it’s worth, that figure is a little over half of 
what the Four Seasons Musical Theatre has budget¬ 
ed for its Emily Carr musical, The Wonder of It 
All. . . The show’s musical collaborators, Elaine 
and Norman Campbell could see a promising omen 
in that Bill Brawn, who has a small role in the stage 
premiere of Wonder, also played the postman in the 
first production of their best known show, Anne of 
Green Gables at Charlottetown. . . It may look like 
the Victoria Symphony to you but when those boys in 
the band play in the Victoria International Festi¬ 
val, they’re to be known as the Victoria Summer 
Festival Orchestra. And don’t you forget it. . . Con¬ 
ductor Paul Freeman is to be back this week after a 
stint teaching at a youth orchestra symposium at 


the University of the Pacific in Stockton, Calif. . . If 
you always loved to travel, adored the theatre, but 
could never overcome stage fright, the Bastion has 
the ideal role for you. The theatre is hunting around 
for a company manager for its youth tour through¬ 
out the next school year. . . The Greater Vic¬ 
toria Community Arts Council was to move out of 
its Bastion Square offices last week and into space 
at 1162 Fort. . .

Aussie groups show 
they’re hopping hot 


There's more than kangaroos hopping in Australia, 
what with such native talents springing to the world stage 
as the Bee Gees, Little River Band and Olivia Newton- 
John 

This week, Off the Record glimpses at some of Down 
Under’s lesser known bands. All are still based in 
Australia where they are quite popular. 

While their latest offerings may or may not have won 
the hearts of the reviewers, including resident Aussie ex¬ 
pert Paul Bennett who was raised in the land of the 
platypus, each product has its own merits. 


Air Supply: Lost in Love 

Air Supply crashed the international bigtime earlier 
this year with the hauntingly melodic Lost in Love, and is 
(surprise) following up the single with an album of the 
same name. 

They’ve taken a leaf from fellow Australians the Bee 
Gees in their approach to musical expression—without 
quite as much falsetto—and the result is a so-so album 
that does not follow through on the promise of the single. 

It’s not all dreary news though—for your $6.95 or 
whatever you get Lost in Love and the funky .lust An¬ 
other Woman on side one, plus a just released second 
single. All Out of Love. 

On side two, American Hearts tells the story of what 
happened to the flower generation to, a medium beat, 
while Chances is a slow, heavily orchestrated ballad. 

Also on side two is an undistinguished tunc called / 
Can’l Get Excited and that just about sums it up —Paul 
Bennett.

Flash and the Pan: Lights in the Night 

Australian songwriters George Young and Harry 
Vanda have spiced big beat rock with mystical sauces to 
produce an intriguing album marked by generous por¬ 
tions of lyrical satire. 

It may titillate thinking-rock fans looking for some¬ 
thing in a Pink Floyd. 

Lights in the Night is the second album for Young and 
Vanda, alias Flash and the Pan, who frequently splashed 
the eha rts Down Under in the 60s, under their former band 
called the Easybeats. 

Trivia buffs may recall Easybeats' biggest hit, Fri¬ 
day on My Mind. 

So much for Flash backs (hope the pun doesn't bring 
up your Sunday brunch). 

The music of Lights in the Night is well developed, if 
a bit overdone at times. 

The lyrics arc thought-provoking, often just flashes of 
words that are designed to suit the instrumental mood. 

Album starter Media Man is a high-strutting, back 
handed tribute to television journalists. The arrange¬ 
ments of Restless, which have a dramatic Cossack 
style flare, might be just right for a fast polka or the 
film score building the scene of a charging battalion in a 
Russian war. 

Welcome to the Universe is an unsettling paradox. 
Cheerful vocals and somewhat blithe lyrics make light 
of the song’s prediction that the end is near for ail of us. 

The title track is ghostly, while the closing Atlantis 
Calling, paced with pleasant pop harmonies, expresses 
optimism that the riddles of the lost continent will be 
solved. 

The music would be enduring but for the vocals of 
Young, which sound as though he were hailing into a 
megaphone from a great distance. His talks-on-vinyl, 
part of the spacey effects, make the songs seem in¬ 
stantly dated, like yesterday’s breakfast.—Roger White

Skyhooks: Hot for the Orient 

After a refreshingly different first album released 
late last year in North America, this Aussie super¬ 
group has decided to “face the challenge of the 1980s" by 
going commercial new wave all the way.

Boer soldiers: They lost the war but won the peace 

The outrageous war 


THE BOER WAR, by Thomas 
Pakenham. McGraw-Hill 
Ryerson. $29.95. 

I received a copy of Thomas 
Pakenham's The Boer War last 
November but pressure of other 
work precluded my doing more 
than read a couple of chapters. 
However, that was sufficient to 
make me impatient to return to the 
book at the first opportunity. I 
have now read it ail. and hasten to 
tell you that — not excluding Cecil 
Woodham-Smith’s The Reason 
Why — it is the finest work of its 
kind I have ever read, a work that 
is unparalleled in scope, scholar¬ 
ship. breadth and impact. 

Does the world need yet an¬ 
other book about the Boer War? 
Before reading Pakenham's effort 
I confess I would have answered 
the question with an unequivocal 
no, in the firm expectation that all 
we would get would be some mili¬ 
tary historian’s rehash of pub¬ 
lished works with the customary 
opinions and criticisms based on 
hindsight and perhaps a scrap 
of fresh evidence, and who needs 
that? 

Pakenham has written not 
only the first full-scale documen¬ 
tary history of the war to be at¬ 
tempted since 1910 (and that one, 
like the official history, was in¬ 
complete and biased) but hq has 
based his narrative almost entire¬ 
ly on first-hand and largely un¬ 
published sources. It's worth tak¬ 
ing a moment to look at where in 
fact he did obtain his material. 

Naturally, he read every rele¬ 
vant book he could lay his hands on 
(the select bibliography runs to 
eight pages in small type) before 
plunging into the original confi¬ 
dential British War Office files, 
which yielded a wealth of hitherto 
unused information. 

He then took lessons in Dutch 
and Afrikaans before spending 
months sifting through material in 
South African archives. After 
that, he managed to track down 
the private papers of most of the 
protagonists, including the trunk 
loads of Lord Roberts' papers and 
the letters of the earlier com- 
mander-in-chief, Sir Redvers 
Buller— letters that had remained 
hidden for 80 years under the bil¬ 
liard table at Buller's house in 
Devonshire. 

The literary sleuth then dis¬ 
covered a million-word secret 
journal of the war compiled by the 
British War Office Intelligence 
Department, as well as private 
letters from the then war minister. 
Lord Lansdowne, and other mem¬ 
bers of the British cabinet. He 
also managed to trace more than 
100 unpublished letters and diaries 
written by British officers and 
men on the battlefield. 

Finally, the tireless Paken¬ 
ham travelled around tape-record¬ 
ing the memories of 52 men who 
had actually fought in the war, 49 
British and three South African, 
including one black South African. 
All these veterans have since 
died. 

All too frequently a brilliant 
researcher is ill-equipped to make 
effective use of the fruits of his 
labor. This does not apply to f’a 
kenham, who is an excellent writer 
with a high sense of drama and 
style, so it is not surprising that 
his discovery of an historical gold¬ 
mine should have led to the con 


pages are devoted to the setting of 
the scene and, quite apart from his 
brilliant “eye-witness" account of 
the war itself, it is this introduc¬ 
tory section that sets his book 
above all others in interest and im¬ 
portance. 

Why doesn't the white South 
African minority hand over to the 
black majority before a bloodbath 
compels them to do so? You will 
learn, if you didn't know it before, 
that such a move is out of the 
question. The whites, in the form 
of Dutch Calvinists, with a few 
German Protestants and French 
Hugenots — all of them resentful 
of Europe — established them¬ 
selves in Africa in 1652, and from 
the start were heavily outnum¬ 
bered by the colored people (in¬ 
cluding imported slaves) on whom 
they depended for manual labor. 

Britain got into the act in 1806 
when, for strategic reasons, she 
took possession of the colony and 
established a naval base during 
the Napoleonic Wars. In 183-1 Brit¬ 
ain ordered slaves to be emanci¬ 
pated throughout the Empire. The 
order united the various factions 
of Afrikaners, all of whom were 
determined to deny political rights 
to Africans and people of mixed 
race (Coloreds). 

The republican-minded Afri¬ 
kaners, the poorer, wandering 
farmers, called trekboers (alias 
Boers) or voortrekkers, set up two 
republics, the Transvaal and the 
Orange Free State. Britain an¬ 
nexed the Transvall in 1877 but 
four years later the annexation 
was reversed following a rebel¬ 
lion (the First Boer War) led by 
Paul Kruger, which culminated in 
the defeat of the British at Maju- 
ba. 

Now, enter the real villains of 
the piece. The discovery of dia¬ 
monds at Kimberley in 1870 even¬ 
tually made millionaires of a cou¬ 
ple of nasty pieces of work — Cecil 
Rhodes (after whom Rhodesia was 
named) and Sir Alfred Beit. When 
in 1886 gold was found in the 
Transvaal, Rhodes and Beit, pos¬ 
ing as builders of Empire, got 
their filthy hands on it (and made 
themselves multi-millionaires) by 
persuading British High Commis¬ 
sioner Sir Alfred Milner and Colo¬ 
nial Secretary Joseph Chamber- 
lain that the Transvaal must be 
British, even if it meant war. 

The gold rush had produced a 
large colony of British immigrants 
who outnumbered the Boers but 
were denied political rights. 
Rhodes, Beit, Milner and Cham¬ 
berlain used the political hunger of 
the Uitlanders (Outsiders) as the 
excuse to precipitate the Boer 
War, a war that enriched Rhodes 
and Beit, saw some 60.000 die on 
the battlefield, some 25,000 Boer 
women and children perish in Brit¬ 
ish concentration camps, and give 
final political victory to the Boers, 
who lost the war but won the peace 
— with far-reaching consequences 
for Europe and South Africa. 

Today, the Afrikaners again 
have their backs to the wall, but 
this time their adversary is black 
nationalism. It calls to mind Sir, 
Alfred Milner’s prophetic phrase: 
“There is only one way out of the 
troubles in South Africa: reform or 
war. And of the two war is more 
likely.’’ This time, when war 
comes, it is unlikely that anyone 
will expect it to be over by Christ¬ 
mas. 


struction of a narrative that is as 
fast-paced and vivid as a novel, 
except that no novelist would dare 
invent the kind of characters and 
twists of plot that made the Boer 
War the most outrageous and 
disastrous conflict since the Cri¬ 
mean War and the worst instance 
of military bungling until 1914. 

The Boer War began in Octo¬ 
ber, 1899, and the British public 
expected it to be over by Christ¬ 
mas. But this last of Britain's 
imperial wars continued for al¬ 
most three years and proved to 
be not only the longest but the 
costliest, the bloodiest (at , least 
22,000 British, 25,000 Boer and 12.- 
000 African lives) and the most 
humiliating war that Britain 
fought between 1815 and 1914. 

Pakenham not only describes 
the war — from both sides — in all 
its horror and stupidity better 
than anyone else has ever done, 
but time and again he challenges 
the accepted view of historians. 
New light is thrown on the bunders 
of the British generals, Buller and 


Roberts, revealing a personal feud 
between the men equal to the one 
between Lords Lucan and Cardi¬ 
gan that led to the ill-fated Charge 
of the Light Brigade. And for the 
first time an author has written 
movingly and fully about the 
plight of the 100,000 black Africans 
who were pressed into service 
with both armies. 

For those who delight in read¬ 
ing about war for one reason or 
another, The Boer War will prove 
satisfying in the extreme, but 
I would like to stress the point that 
this fine book deserves — indeed, 
demands — a far wider read¬ 
ership. The reason is that at a time 
when South Africa is rarely out of 
the news it is immensely valuable 
to read a book that also details the 
historical context which explains 
(but does not excuse) the political 
and racial policies of Afrikaners 
that led not only to the Boer War 
but that also sheds light on the 
fearful situation which exists in 
South Africa today. 

That Pakenham understands 
this is evident from the way he has 
organized his book.

Canada’s 
middle-aged 
angry man

JOSHUA THEN AND NOW, by Mordecai Rlcbler. 

McClelland A Stewart. SIS.95. 

Mordecai Richler sums up his hero’s plight — and, 
not incidentally, his own — in this passage from his 
eighth and latest novel, Joshua Then and Now: “Cana-> 
dian-bontv he sometimes felt as if he were condemned 
to lope slaht-shouldered through this world that con¬ 
fused him, one shoulder sloping downwards, groaning 
under the weight of his Jewish heritage (burnings on 
the market square, crazed Cossacks on the rampage, 
gas chambers, as well as Moses, Rabbi Akiba, and 
Maimonides); the other thrust heavenwards, yearning 
for an inheritance, any inheritance, weightier than the 
construction of a trans-continental railway, a reputa¬ 
tion for honest trading, good skiing conditions." 

It’s good to hear the voice of Canada's best-known 
Angry Middle-Aged Man once more. Only Richler, it 
seems, can produce that blend of righteous anger, 
special pleading, juicy sarcasm, ingenious horseplay 
and bare faced sentiment that marks his novels so 
distinctively, making them occasionally infuriating to 
read and next to impossible to forget. 

Joshua Then and Now is vintage Richler. Joshua 
Shapiro, like Duddy Kravitz, is a self-made man who 
has achieved worldly success. Unlike Duddy, however, 
Joshua's moral sense is fully developed — rather too 
fully, as it happens, for the comfort of his family and 
friends. 

As a young man searching for a cause, he discovers 
the Spanish Civil War and publishes a history of it that 
makes his name as a writer. But Joshua’s researches in 
Spain have a more far-reaching effect than this: 
"Making Ibiza his base, he had come to Spain to look at 
battlefields, talk to survivors, learn what he could 
about the Spanish Civil War. Instead, he was discover¬ 
ing that he was Jewish." 

Being Jewish both simplifies and complicates 
Joshua's life. On the one hand he always knows on 
which side of any controversial issue he belongs; on the 
other hand he is under constant stress in his life among 
the gentiles, where success has made him a highly 
visible figure. Reuben, his affectionate ex-con and 
former boxer father, and Pauline, his wise and beauti 
ful Westmount WASP wife, are the two poles which 
hold him steady. 

Until, that is, Pauline's legendary brother Kevin 
arrives from Bermuda and triggers an acute attack of 
insecurity. Joshua suddenly feels compelled to return 
to Spain to settle some 25-year-old scores and he does 
so, at the worst possible moment for Pauline. Domestic 
tragedy threatens but a renewed Joshua is able to cope, 
helped by Reuben and his senator father-in-law, who 
lends his support when Pauline collapses. 

Family love, Richler tells us, can heal and solve all. 
Within the shelter of a loving family, insecurity, hostil¬ 
ity and confusion vanish. Joshua Then and Now is 
primarily a book about love and the rightness of being 
one’s brother’s keeper— even if, as in this case, one’s 
brother happens to be an inflappable Westmount-bred 
gentile.

The novel’s narrative method is documentary, 
piecing together selected excerpts from Joshua's life 
in thematic rather than chronological order. The 
method works, except on those odd occasions when the 
reader fails to recall a character or event after a lapse 
of perhaps 200 pages. Another problem is Joshua’s 
compulsion to return to Spain: it is all too obvious that 
Joshua must go primarily because Richler needs him 
there to further his plot. And Richlcr’s portrait of Jane 
and Jack Trimble, the Westmount couple who meddle 
in the Shapiro's lives, are closer to cariacature than 
realism. 

But these are minor matters in a book so rich as this. 
Richler’s Jewish characters have never been funnier, 
his prose more flexible. Certain scenes, like the one in 
which the mature Joshua catches his mother at 
home between careers (fun dancing, porno movies), 
arc first-rate. 

In fact, Joshua Then and Now is likely to be 
remembered, not as we remember The Apprenticeship 
of Duddy Kravitz for its characterization, but for 
Richler himself, as an example of a gifted novelist in 
lively command of his art. 

Possibly in anticipation of this response, Richler 
supplies a description of Joshua procrastinating over 
his typewriter — at one point he gets up, goes over to 
the window and stands watching “until a car passed 
with a licence plate ending in a seven, always a good 
omen" — that is surely also a send-up of himself. 

Joshua Then and Now is Richler’s first novel in nine 
years. If only the Quebec Motor-Vehicle Branch could 
be persuaded to end all its licence plates with a seven, 
we might not have to wait so long for the next one. 


The search for identity

“Like everybody, I guess, I have 
had people wander in and out of my 
life who think they meal more to me 
than they do.” 

Lillian Heilman’s novella-sized 
book is billed as a short story, but it is 
also the fourth volume of her autobi¬ 
ography, following An Unfinished 
Woman, the much acclaimed Penti- 
menlo. and Scoundrel Time. 

May be may be a book, or a strange 
hint of a book; a wonderfully mad, 
other-worldly, unfinished sketch 
about a mysterious woman friend of 
Heilman’s named Sarah Cameron. 
The opening sentence leads us into 
the labyrinth: "It was always with 
Sarah this way and that way all over 
the place, or maybe I never saw 
enough to understand.” 

Or maybe "didn’t much care.” 
Perhaps there's the rub. Whether 
Sarah is still alive or ever was alive 
we’re not certain. Sarah is seen sev¬ 
eral times but was it Sarah or merely 
a case of mistaken identity? In 
Hemingway fashion, much of the 
richness of this enigmatic memoir 
comes from what is left unsaid. Like 
Hemingway, Heilman is a consum¬ 
mate stylist, sculpting a prose line 
that would be the envy of any writer. 
Indeed the book is worth reading for 
the author's style alone. Yet, from 
time to time I can’t help sensing 
a certain tiredness in Heilman’s tone, 
an exhausted "didn’t much care” 
quality that mars parts of the piece. 

Sarah’s story is as incomplete and 
inconsistent as life is, forever out of 
reach, imperfectly understood. How¬ 
ever Maybe is classified, Lillian Hell- 
man has given us a haunting mixture: 
a new way of “seeing” a story, and a 
memoir without fact. 

It’s enough to make you want to 
phone your local bookstore. Maybe.

Who said, "Power lends to corrupt 
and absolute power corrupts abso¬ 
lutely?” If you answered Lord Acton, 
chances are you’re already familiar 
with The Oxford Book of Quotations. 

This is the first substantial revision 
of that book since the original publi¬ 
cation in 1941. This new edition re¬ 
tains only about two-thirds of its 
predecessor, and therefore offers 
thousands of new quotations drawn 
from authors and works that have 
become well-known since the war. 

Auden, Lowell, Pound and Dylan 
Thomas are here for the first time, as 
are Beckett, Conrad, Fitzgerald, 
Graham Greene and Hemingway. 
Writers like Yeats and Eliot now have 
much more space, as do Emily Dick¬ 
inson, Donne, Baudelaire, Proust and 
Chekhov. 

It’s fascinating to note how many 
quotations have been misquoted in 
contemporary usage. Take 
Humphrey Bogart's famous one- 
liner, “Play it again, Sam.” Bogart 
really said, “If she can stand it I can. 
Play it.” 

Or the American army slogan: 
“The difficult we do immediately, the 
impossible takes a little longer.” 


Weinzweig is particularly good at 
describing that cityscape, though the 
descriptive passages tend to impede 
the progress of the novel. 

Shirley's habit of hoping is strong, 
but her whole life is a deception, her 
lover only an imagined presence 
in her mind. Finally, she wanders 
home to her husband, her children, 
and Francesca, who has taken her 
place. The ending of the novel is as 
inconclusive as the main character. 

Weinzweig has a wonderfully wry 
sense of humor, and the novel has an 
artful business about it that keeps 
the reader constantly off-guard.

which is a misquoting of Charles 
Alexandre De Calonne’s, "Madam, if 
a thing is possible, consider It done; 
the impossible? that will be done.” 
And did Mae West really say, "Come 
up and see me sometime” in her 1933 
film She Done Him Wrong? The Ox¬ 
ford Book of Quotations reveals she 
actually said, "Why don’t you come 
up sometime, see me?” 

It’s good fun to browse at random 
through these pages, but I can't help 
feeling a little disappointed by what 
one finds there. Vast numbers of 
these collected quotations seem sim- 
ly unmemorable. And why is there 
ut a single quote from Hemingway, 
who had more quotable things to say 
than most, while the seldom-read 
English poet A. E. Housman has 95? 
In comparison, Lenin has four 
quotes, Marx 11, Nietzsche 14, and 
Rilke two! Perhaps an edition with a 
more international balance at half 
the size (and half the price!) would 
have been more appropriate. 

These criticisms aside, whether 
you use The Oxford Dictionary of 
Quotations as a reference work, or 
read a page or two for sheer enjoy¬ 
ment, makes no difference. In either 
case, it might be wise to follow the 
advice of one P. G. Hamerton and, 
with this book, experience “the 
awful daring in a moment’s 
surrender."— D.B. 


Memorable sayings 
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Have condominiums spoiled Maui’s beauty? 


KAANAPALI. Hawaii - They 
could plow it under. I suppose, and 
atari over again. 

This was the sacred island of Maui, 
remember? Too beautiful to defile, 
too breathtaking to corrupt. 

Few places on earth are so star 
Uingly lovely. Maui is a poem woven 
of waterfalls and sugar cane fields, 
lush valleys and verdant mountains 
mountains of such grace and gran 
dour as to seem more a painting 
than of soil and spent lava. 

* It began a few short years ago. Less 
ifhan 20 if memory serves me cor¬ 
rectly. Until then, not a single condo 
minium scarred the land. Lahaina 
was still a sleepy village. Kaanapali 
was untouched, a beach of such infi¬ 
nite beauty that its sands and tides 
reached out to the artist, the poet. Or 
to anyone else with a soul. Its sunsets 
remain stamped indelibly on the 
mind. 

And then the developers put 
ashore. 

While Maui is still an island of 
haunting beauty, few would disagree 
that it has become a trifle tacky, a 
bit raffish, here and there. 

The nearly solid wall of condomin¬ 
iums along the coast between Kaana 
pali and Napili and through Kihei to 
Wailea bring to mind scenes of Wai¬ 
kiki itself. Indeed, some arq of such 
awful design as to be already a blight 
Upon the land 

And still the developers continue to 
establish their beachhead, handing 
out inane brochures describing "de¬ 
signs to complement Maui's incom¬ 
parable lifestyle, each building an is¬ 
land to itself, a secluded interlude 
from the day's activities." 

And then there is the once charm- 
. ing village of Lahaina with its rash of 
fast-food operations along with near¬ 
ly 300 shops selling every imaginable 
tourist doodad from puka shell neck 
laces to matching muumuus and 
aloha shirts. (The sandals come from 
Taipei.) 

A national news magazine recently 
described Lahaina as "a town with 
the raffish aura of Virginia City cum 
Tijuana.” 

Amen. 

Yes. but the shame of Maui in¬ 
volves the debauching of its beaches 
by the condominium developers. One 
particular high-rise near Napili 
stands so close to the sea that ocean 
waves wash against its backside 
during high tide. 

In KHil Jack Millar arrived on Maui 
seeking refuge from the raging win¬ 
ters of his native Vancouver. Form 
’ing a corporation, he developed Na- 
piii Kai, a resort of distinction next 
door to Fleming Beach and Rocke¬ 
feller’s new hotel at Kapalua. With 
little fanfare, Napili Kai became an 
instant success. Its fame spread

across Hawaii and now Millar reigns 
over a resort numbering IHO low rise 
cottages facing one of Maui's gentlest 
beaches. 

At the same time the condominium 
craze continues along the coast, with 
more than 20.000 units choking dozens 
of Maui's finest beaches. 

Millar is concerned. "I see a sub 
stantial decline in the resort atmo¬ 
sphere on Maui because we are so 
snowed under by condominiums," he 
says. "The buyer isn't interested in 
operating a resort, only in reselling 
his units to someone else for a quick 
financial gain." 

Millar describes the average coil 
dominium manager as "a glorified 
janitor for owners whose only inter¬ 
est is unloading the property on some¬ 
one else.” 

hundreds of buyers gathered next 
door at Kapalua a couple of years ago 
to bid on a series of superior con¬ 
dominiums that hadn't even been 
built. The same frantic scene took 
place down the coast at Wailea. 
But none of these were to be just 
ordinary units. Rather, buvers 
shelled out from $110,000 to $250,000 
for the chance to parlay their in¬ 
vestment into a $500,000 jackpot. 
Some promised to bring up to $750,000' 
apiece as resales. 

Even among the hodgepodge of 
productions down along the coast one 
finds an occasional exception. Sugar 
Beach at Kihei is worthy of mention 
as is Kauhale Makai next door. 

Still, for the most part, not even the 
romantic names of Maui’s string of 
condominiums can disguise the disre¬ 
gard for the surrounding landscape. 

One half-expects to discover deve¬ 
lopers chipping away at Haleakala. 
Or hacking their way through hea¬ 
venly Hana. 

On Maui it seems that nothing re¬ 
mains sacred. At last count Big Mac 
was doing business at three locations. 
And Maui tVowie (Hawaiian pot) sells 
at record prices. 

Maui’s fuse was ignited in the ’60s 
with the development of Kaanapali 
Beach. 

First came the Sheraton, followed 
by the Royal Lahaina. the Kaanapali 
Beach Hotel, the Maui Surf, a shop¬ 
ping complex and a high-rise condo¬ 
minium called the Whaler, whose 
apartments sold originally for $45,000 
and now bring up lo $300,000 apiece. 
But there is more. 

On the rise a few hundred yards 
away is the brand new 11-story Kaan¬ 
apali Alii whose 264 apartments are 
priced from $350,000 to $7.50,000. After 
SO years owners may negotiate the 
lease. That’s right, folks, you don’t 
even own the land. 


“Yes, but you do own the improve¬ 
ments!” said the enthusiastic young 
salesgirl. 

(Can't you just see some tenant 
jerking out the toilet and bathtub and 
splitting when the lease is up?) 

"This Is to be Maui’s finest condo¬ 
minium project," the salesgirl con¬ 
tinued. "Everything is going to be 
first-class."But only one swimming 
pool? 

By now the salegirl was becoming a 
trifle miffed. "You must remem¬ 
ber." she snapped, "we’re right on 
the ocean. Our people love to sw im in 
our wonderful, wonderful ocean. Why 
would there be need for more than 
one swimming pool?" 

Well, it just seems at those 
prices... 

And then there is all that empty 
space next door to the Alii. Patience. 
Marriott isn't letting it go lo waste. 
No sir. they’re putting up another 
hotel. 

To give you a fix. it is rising next 
door to the new Hyatt Regency. And 
the Hyatt is something else. There’s 
just one problem: It looks as if it 
belongs in Century City. 

With 815 rooms, the Hyatt cost $80 
million and comes in three lowers. 
Disney touches are everywhere. 
Imagine, artificial lava on an island 
that erupted out of the ocean in the 
first place? 

And why search for waterfalls 
when you can create your own? It’s 
the same with the streams and the 
lagoons that meander through the 
hotel’s garden. 

As for the pool, it is simply im¬ 
mense. The owners say it covers an 
acre. One swims through two water¬ 
falls and under a bridge to gel to the' 
bar. 

Besides Hawaii's biggest swim¬ 
ming pool. Hyatt operates the is¬ 
land's biggest laundry and employs 
more (32) even than Lahaina does. 

With several million dollars worth 
of art spread throughout the hotel 
(everything is for sale) the fuzz is 
necessary. Already someone slipped 
away with a pair of sculptured lions. 
(Most of the art pieces are from 
Southeast Asia, including a Buddha 
from Thailand.) 

With all the cops and their walkie- 
talkies you get the idea you're caught 
up in an episode of Hawaii Five-O. 

The focal point, though, is the lobby 
with its atrium. Surrounding a weep¬ 
ing banyan arc palms, plumeria, 
lawns and stands of bamboo. It’s like 
strolling through a rain forest with 
elevators and a shopping arcade. 

And there is the Japanese garden 
with 18 varieties of palm trees. 40 
types of shrubs and dozens of jungle 
vines of the sort that would turn 
Tarzan on.

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BUENOS AIRES (Reu¬ 
ter) — This city is not living 
up to its name. 

Buenos aircs means good 
air but the pioneers who 
founded the city 100 years 
ago would call it something 
else if they could see it 
today. 

In the narrow streets the 
choking fumes poured out 
by the dense traffic make 
breathing hard at times 
and always unpleasant. 
Exhaust control and rub¬ 
bish-burning regulations 
are universally ignored. 

Air travellers coming in 
low over the River Plate 
can see a thick haze cover¬ 
ing the Argentine capital. 

But for those with 
healthy lungs, Buenos 
Aires is one of the safest 
large cities in the world. 
Residents claim a woman 
can walk alone in almost 
any quarter at any time of 
day or night without fear of 
attack or robbery. 

When Juan de Garay 
marked the spot on the 
south bank of the River 
Plate on June 11, 1560, he 
could scarcely have ima¬ 
gined that the flat grass¬ 
land stretching before his 
eyes would one day be po¬ 


pulated by over 10 million 
people. 

De Garay brought 64 
Spanish settlers, most of 
them bom in the Americas, 
but he was not the first to 
try to settle on the fringe of 
the Pampas. 

In 1536 a settlement was 
founded nearby and named 
after "Our Lady of the 
Good Air," a patron saint 
of Mediterranean sailors, 
but was later abandoned, 
mainly because of the hos¬ 
tility of the fierce plains 
Indians. De Garay kept the 
name for his successful 
town. 

By the end of the 19th 
century. Buenos Aires had 
grown to one of the great 
cities of the world, swollen 
with Immigrants from 
Spain and Italy, and center 
of the great Argentine 
meat and hide trade with 
Europe. 

Today the boom is long 
gone. 

But Buenos Aires still is a 
lively place. Cafes and bars 
are everywhere, and it is 
possible to find a restau¬ 
rant open at any time of 
day or night. 

The local wine is cheap 
and good and few capitals 
could contest Buenos Aires' 


claim of serving the best 
steaks in the world. 

Today grain has sup¬ 
planted beef as the city’s 


main contribution to world 
trade and Buenos Aires is a 
lively business and invest¬ 
ment center.

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Mountain city steeped in Mexican history, tradition 


The State of Guanajuato, 
probably more than any 
other area of Mexico, faith¬ 
fully reflects Mexican life 
and traditions. The splen 
dor of colonial times left 
monuments of rare beauty 
created by man. Mexico's 
independence was bom in 
Guanajuato. The Reform 
3 nd the Mexican Revolu¬ 
tion waged their bloodiest 
and most decisive battles 
(jn this soil, each struggle 
contributing to Mexico's 
Eventual essence. 

• In modern times, against 
this background of stirring 
history, the state of Guana 
yuato, the geographical 
(jentre of Mexico, relives 
Rs former splendor. Its 
pionuments and scenery 
represent the greatness of 
Mexico, both past and pres¬ 
ent. 

1 The city of Guanajuato, 
IJocated 370 kilometres 
northwest of Mexico City, 
Has first-class bus service 
from the capital and lies 
Between two major access 
roads from the United 
States, Highways 45 and 
37. 

- Small enough to see on 
l)oot, Guanajuato is built on 
the side of a gorge so sleep 
Oiat often the streets have 
stairs and the doors of one 
house are on the same level 
as the roof of the next. The 
alleyways cross in all 
directions — they stein 
through the suburbs and 
trail up and down the slopes 
of the mountains. And, fol¬ 
lowing their winding paths. 


the houses crowd together 
at different heights in a 
conglomeration that goes 
up by steps. 

Somebody had great 
imagination when they 
named the streets. In the 
maze of twisted thorough¬ 
fares you find Hell Street, 
Monkey Jump Street, Dead 
Dogs, The Souls, The Slip, 
The Earthquake, The Kill¬ 
er of Cows, Chinese Slope, 
The Five Gentlemen, The 
Street of Little Chili and the 
Street of the Kiss, where a 
boy can lean from the win¬ 
dow of his house and kiss 
his girl leaning from her 
window across the street. 

Guanajuato lived its 
most splendid years in the 
second half of the eigh¬ 
teenth century. The Golden 
Age blossomed from the 
gold mines which made the 
royal operators incredibly 
wealthy. It was not only a 
local situation - the influ¬ 
ence spread throughout 
New Spain, and Guanajua 
to pesos were responsible 
for a great deal of architec¬ 
ture in the New World. The 
mine owners, considered to 
be among the world’s rich¬ 
est people, built luxurious 
churches, some in the heart 
of the city and others in the 
surrounding hillsides. 
Today, the skyline of Guan¬ 
ajuato is a profusion of 
Baroque bell towers rising 
out of the labyrinth of 
houses and twisted streets. 

Legend has it that at the 
height of its mining days, 
silver dust and the best 


Spanish wine were mixed 
with mortar used for the 
construction of Guanajua¬ 
to. Whether true or not, the 
rich miners did lavish for¬ 
tunes on the city’s plaza 
and buildings, particularly 
its churches. 

La Velinciana, or the 
Church of San Cayetano, 
considered by many art 
historians the finest eccle- 
sistical structure in Mexi¬ 
co, is outstanding with a 
churrigueresque facade 
heavily carved in gilded 
altars and an inlaid wood 
pulpit. Other churches are 
the Basilica Of Nuestra 
Senora de Guanajuato, 
whose adjacent chapel 


houses a 1200 -year-old 
jeweled figure of the Vir¬ 
gin, a gift to this city in 1557 
from Philip II of Spain; the 
Domed Church of La Cam 
pagna, Guanajuato's most 
imposing landmark from 
afar, and the Church of the 
Miners, whose walls are 


hung from floor to ceiling 
with small tin and wooden 
primitive paintings which 
were their offerings. 

Guanajuato's opera 
house, the Teatro Juarez, 
ringed by columns and la¬ 
vished inside with brocades 
and velvets, was built in the 


late 19th century on the 
Jardin de la Union. 

The magnificent Plaza 
de Miguel Hidalgo is the 
beginning of a beautiful 
street of the same name. 
Along its two miles you can 
find romantic corners, 
alleys, arches, and vaults. 


Curiously, the lower sec¬ 
tion of the city is built on 
top of itself. The town was 
washed out three times by 
flash floods and rebuilt. In 
one downtown hotel, you 
can open a short door be¬ 
neath the stairs and look 
down at the remnants of the 


building it rests on. 

Former President Por- 
firio Diaz tired of the wash- 
ouLs and had his engineers 
build some dams on the 
steep gully known as the 
river. Since that time, 
Guanajuato has remained 
intact.

Acapulco also vacation spa 
for Mexico City's residents 


ACAPULCO — A couple 
of thousand people in the 
travel business came into 
Acapulco to talk over 
what’s going to happen to 
tourist money manana. 
Drank foamy pina coladas 
beside the cobalt blue bay. 
(A heat wave was sweeping 
all Mexico. It was hot as 
Pancho Villa's pistol.) 

They held meetings. Had 
cocktail parties. Made 
speeches and watched the 
beach scenery which, at 
Acapulco, is wall-to-wall 
tan and bikinis. 

The local papers and 
speakers said some kind 
things about Acapulco's 
golden future. 

But a big hotel man here 
told me: “Not true at all. 
Right now Acapulco is 
down 10 per cent from last 
year. Almost as low as that 
terrible year when we were 
boycotted by American 
Jewish tourists. 

“What keeps Acapulco 
going is the Mexican tour¬ 
ists from Mexico City. 
Seven of every 10 people in 
our hotels are down for the 
weekend from the capital. 

“Why? Well, as soon as 
Mexico devalued the peso -- 
(you used to get l2'/i pesos 
forthcU.S. dollar, now you 
get 22) - the hotels simply 
raised their rates to get the

same amount of dollars. 

“Then the U.S. dollar 
went down in value. So you 
don’t have as much buying 
power. And on top- of that 
we charge you more.” 

True? It seemed to me I 
was spending more money 
this time. But it’s costing 
me more to live at home, 
too. Former bargain coun¬ 
tries like Spain and Eng 
land arc almost out of 
reach of my pocket. 

The tourists' money 
(Mexican or foreign) still 
flows here and the local 
paper reports that tourism 
has brought more money 
into Mexico than oil. 

For the first time I didn’t 
see a resort town that 
wasn't jammed with Japa¬ 
nese. (Paris is so loaded 
with yen that they ran spe¬ 
cial buses to special duty¬ 
free shops where they have 
Japanese-speaking peo¬ 
ple.) 

“That will soon end,” 
said the hotel man - the 
Gloomy Gus who thinks 
Acapulco is overcharging. 

"You know the Naval 
Base? Down where the hill 


rises from the town to the 
airport road? 

“Well, Mitsui - one of the 
enormous Japanese firms 
bought it the other day.. 
They’ll build a hotel of 2500 
rooms just for Japanese 
tourists! 

“Japan Airlines already 
are planning a route in 
here. 

“And imagine this! This 
will be the world's first nu¬ 
clear hotel! I’m not sure 
what that means. But it 
must mean nuclear energy 
will run the elevators. Nu¬ 
clear energy will pipe the 
water into your room. Turn 
the air-conditioning on and 
off. 

“Probably cook your din¬ 
ner and do your laundry. 

“Por Dios, it will be like 
living over an atom 
bomb!" 

The new Acapulco Center 
is a magnificent meeting 
center. The air is sprayed 
by fountains. (A stone head 
of Tlaloc, the Aztec rain 
god, sits grimly in a garden 
of red coral hibiscus 
watching the watery 
show.) 

The building is tiered and 
terraced in the manner of

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Newspaper) are often accused of 
being too prone to spreading doom 
and gloom and politicians are simi¬ 
larly often charged with spreading 
too much manure but it's a fact that 
if you're a gardener, you’re going to 
be spreading a lot of things around 
during the season. 

And, like so many of our garden 
operations, the end result will depend 
to a large extent upon the thorough¬ 
ness of our technique whether it’s 
spreading fertilizer or sowing a 
lawn. 

A major lawn care product com¬ 
pany has published a bulletin on the 
correct use of a precision spreader 
and It contains many practical tips I 
thought would be worthwhile passing 
on. 

I know why this particular bulle¬ 
tin struck me as so useful. Last fall 
we put in yet another lawn. Each 
time we embark on these auspicious 
occasions my husband and I make 
the mistake of attempting a joint 
effort. Now this sounds very homey- 
family and nice, I know, but the 
problem is that our ideas on the 
operation of a spreader do not agree 
on all points. 

And so we end up in a bit of a 
fumbly-jumble, with myself helpful¬ 
ly advising my husband of all the 
things he is doing wrong as he churns 
up and down the planting site behind 
the spreader, trying to keep himself 
from throwing it at least vaguely in 
my direction.

But with this bulletin, we have 
explicit advice on every move in the 
application of fertilizer, grass seed 
or any other lawn care product with 
the use of a precision spreader. And 
it all makes rather good sense. 

First of all, operate the spreader 
the long way of the lawn. But first 
apply two "header strips" across 
each end to provide turning space. 
Then go back and forth between the 
ends. If your lawn is not regular in 
shape, apply a header strip around it. 
then go back and forth the longest 
way. 

To avoid double application, you 
should be careful to shut off the 
spreader when you reach the header 
strips and when backing, turning 
around or coming to a complete 
stop. 

Set the spreader on newspapers, 
or a plastic drop sheet, to fill it— 
don’t fill it while it Is on the lawn or, 
if it’s fertilizer you're spreading, you 
could wind up with a badly burned 
portion of grass. Be sure the spread 
er opening control is in the closed 
position before filling it. 

When you are ready to begin, start 
walking and simultaneously open the 
spreader by pushing the operating 
lever in the appropriate direction. 
Always apply the product by pushing 
the spreader, not by pulling. Pulling 
the spreader backwards while open 
can cause excessive and possibly 


harmful amounts of material to be 
applied. 

If trees are in the lawn, either 
circle them with a header strip or 
shut off the spreader just before 
getting to the trunk. Then continue 
the spreading pattern on the other 
side. Shut off the spreader while you 
are crossing treated header strips. 

You can avoid missed streaks (it 
says here) by slightly overlapping 
the wheel tracks of the spreader 
This places the edge of each applied 
strip up against the edge of the previ¬ 
ous strip. I concede this is easier said 
than done—I don’t believe we’ve 
ever fertilized the lawn without hav¬ 
ing the odd light green streak even¬ 
tually showing up, a testament to our 
unworthiness. 

When you are finished, make a 
habit of emptying the spreader right 
away. Stand it on newspaper or a 
plastic drop sheet and set it wide 
open. Then tilt it onto its legs so you 
can turn the right hand wheel which, 
in many models anyway, will expel 
any material left in the spreader. 

Clean the spreader out thoroughly 
once it is emptied. For most home 
gardeners, this means hosing it but if 
you’re something of a fuss-budget 
like me, you’ll want to wash the 
spreader with mild soap and baking 
soda before hosing it out. Dry it 
thoroughly before stashing away. 



I was in a supermarket 
the other day, a place in 
which I always get lost in 
the same way that I get lost 
when I open an encyclope¬ 
dia or a dictionary. 

I go in and wander down 
aisle after aisle staring at 
ginger root, juicy dog 
foods, potholders and 
steaks any steer would be 
proud to die for and I forget 
what I came in for and have 
to call home to find out. 

Anyway I was in the su¬ 
permarket and I came 
upon a little forest of polled 
plants—not flowers but 
delicate little trees with 
trunks as thin as a string 
and of a soft brown and 
leaves shaped like the as¬ 
sagai spears with which the 
Zulus wrought such havoc 
among the English in my 
grandfather’s day. 

There was something 
both familiar and nostalgic 
about those tiny trees, each 
in its own pot. forming an 
enchanting forest on the 
vinyl floor of the super¬ 
market. 

I looked at them a long 
time, trying to recognize 
what sort of trees they 
were. Then I looked at the 
label and knew immedi¬ 
ately. They were cocoa 
trees—"The Trees of the 
Golden Bean," which I had 
first met in Trinidad in the 
West Indies, in my early 
20s and of which I had 
heard such fabulous 
stories. 

In my childhood I was 
made to drink a lot of cocoa 
and although I enjoyed the 
taste of it. and the warmth 
of the thick glazed mug in 
my hands, the mug of cocoa 
signalled that it was time to 
go to bed. I hated to go to 
bed, so I developed a love- 
hale relationship for cocoa 
which remained with me 



until I went to the Island of 
Trinidad when I was 21. 

There I met the cocoa 
tree, with its soft brown 
bark, its spear-shaped 
leaves, and its curious 
blossoms which produced 
fruit of a shape and color 
both graceful and intrigu¬ 
ing. The blossoms delight¬ 
ed me because they appear 
not on branches but on the 
bark of the tree—little pink 
buds that burst from the 
trunk and bloom stemless 
as If these were trees and 
flowers from another plan¬ 
et altogether. 

The cocoa pods, golden, 
fluted like Greek columns 
and ovoid in shape, grow 
then directly out of the 
trunk of the tree instead of 
on the ends of branches 
as with most other fruit, 
and the effect is extraordi¬ 
nary. 

When they arc ripe—a 
rich gold—these pods are 
harvested and split open 
with a machete. You can 
smell the cocoa and of 
course the chocolate 
(which comes from the 
same source) immediately 
when the pod is cut. 

I want to talk about “The 
Trees of the Golden Bean" 
for they got the name not 
merely from the color of 
the pods but for the fabu¬ 
lous fortunes they made for 
plantation owners in the Is¬ 
land of Trinidad. From the 
1850s into perhaps the first 
decade of the present cen¬ 
tury, Trinidad was the 
principal source of cocoa 
and chocolate in the world. 

The golden beans poured 
out of the island and the 
golden coins poured in. The 
planters had names like de 
Verteuill, de Borde, du 
Coudray, for they were all 
descendants of the French 
aristocracy who had 


escaped the Terror of the 
French Revolution, and 
been allowed to settle in 
Trinidad. 

They scarcely worked 
themselves after the first 
generation. They set others 
to work for them cultivat¬ 
ing the golden bean. Mean¬ 
while they did the things 
proper to gentlemen; they 
bred race horses, erected 
beautiful mansions with 
magnificent gardens ex¬ 
tending for acres around 
them. 

They imported their food 
and their clothes and their 
carriages and their wine 
and their womenfolk from 
Europe. 

But there came an end to 
all this. 

Somebody smuggled 
some of the golden beans 
from Trinidad to Africa 
and soon Nigeria was pro¬ 
ducing cocoa equal to that 
of Trinidad which no longer 
dominated the world mar¬ 


ket. Then a mysterious dis¬ 
ease appeared on the Trini¬ 
dad plantations. The lovely 
golden pods, approaching 
ripeness, would overnight 
degenerate into a bundle of 
little black sticks which 
looked so much like witches 
brooms that the disease 
was called witch broom. 

That was the end of the 
lavish parties, the man 
sions whose walls were co¬ 
vered with tufted silk bro¬ 
cade, the spirited horses 
which after winning a race 
were given a huge draught 
of ice-cold champagne 
from a vast silver cup. 

So, I bought a few of the 
‘‘Trees of the Golden 
Bean" and brought them 
home andput them in a 
sheltered moist warm 
place. My wife said "What 
did you do with the cans of 
dog food?" 

But that is the w ay life is, 
very often, and you have to 
get used to it.

’’It is unfortunate the 
union took its members out 
on strike with a loss of four 
weeks’ pay to get what the 
company offered before 
the strike began.” he said. 

Shelf stockcrs will be 
paid $445 a week for a 3716- 
hour week and clerks $416. 

The contract expires 
March 31, the same date as 
those with the food chains.

“We even say now that 
our entire fishery, the com¬ 
mercial fishery, of this 
whole northwest is being 
threatened. Because after 
all it’s a 25-year operation. 
Who is going to stop it if it 
gets out of hand out in the 
inlet." 

The controversy over the 
Kitsault mine revolves 
around a 1979 permit allow¬ 
ing Amax to dump a higher 


concentrate of effluent 
than allowed by legislation. 

Skeena MP Jim Fulton 
said the levels allowed 
under legislation are SO 
parts per million of total 
suspended solids. But the 
permit allows 400.000 parts 
a million. 

. "The slurry that’s pro¬ 
posed to come out of the 
outfall pipe into Alice Arm 
would have the character¬ 
istics of very thick ice 
cream." 

The tailings, according to 
the B.C. permit, will con¬ 
tain arsenic, cadmium, 
copper, iron, manganese, 
lead, molybdenum, zinc 
and mercury.

Bond prices tumble 


TORONTO (CP) — Prices fell sharply 
in active trading on (he Canadian bond 
market this week, still suffering a bout of 
indigestion after last week's heavy eaten- 1 
dar of financings. 

The short end of the market *as off 
about 1 % points. Mid-, long-term and 
corporate issues dropped about two points 
and provincials about 2'/,. 

Dealers said on top of general fatigue 
over having to absorb a large supply 
of new issues, the market was troubled 
over rising short-term rates, continued 
tight call money and disappointment over 
a U.S. consumer price index annoucement 
Tuesday, which was slighty higher than 
analysts had expected. 

Although fundamentals indicate that 
rates will go lower dealers said techni¬ 
cal factors appear to have taken over and 
created problems for the market. 

Day-to-day money was available at 13 
per cent. Three-month treasury bills trad¬ 
ed at an average of 10.38 per cent, down' 
from 10.42 last week, and six-month bills 
at 10.37 per cent, up from 10.11 per 
cent. 

The Bank of Canada rate declined. 
Thursday to 10.63 per cent from 10.67 per 
cent last week. 


The trend-setting bank rate peaked in 
early April and has fallen more than 

percentage points since then. 

The slight decline Thursday could indi¬ 
cate that interest rates have started to. 
level off. It also means the chartered 
banks are unlikely to lower their own 
lending rates immediately. 

The banks have been under pressure 
from opposition parties in the Commons 
to bring their rates more in line with the 
bank rate. However, the banks say their 
lending rates are determined more by the 
price they have to pay for money and that 
the margin between their costs and what 
they charge has been slim. 

Since April, the prime rate the banks 
charge to their best customers has fallen 
to 13.25 per cecent from 17.25 or 17.50 per 
cent. 

The prime lending rate in the United 
States continued its descent from its 
carly-spring peak of 20 per cent. Morgan 
Guaranty Trust in New York led the way 
Monday by cutting its nominal basic 
charge on blue-chip loans to 11 Vi from 12 
per cent, followed Friday by Citibank, the 
second largest U.S. commercial bank. A 
much smaller Southwest Bank of St. 

J-ouis trimmed its rate to 11 per cent.

"That’s barely enough 
for one good toke,” a court- 
room spectator volun¬ 
teered for the lawyers.

Price index ‘highly abused’ 


EDMONTON (CP) — 
The frequently-quoted con¬ 
sumer price index is one of 
the most abused set of sta¬ 
tistics in Canada, says Dr. 
Richard Plain, a Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta economist. 

“It has done all of us a 
great deal of harm because 
it’s inappropriately ap¬ 
plied,” Plain said in an in¬ 
terview. 

"It isn’t what your cost of 
living is. It’s misused so 
much we should almost get 
rid of it altogether. Most 
people are badly confused 
as to what is happening." 


He added the index could 
almost be identified as a 
source of inflation because 
so many people seem to be 
chasing the figure in their 
salary objectives. 

“It almost does as much 
harm as good when it’s in¬ 
appropriately used as a 
cost of living indicator dur¬ 
ing wage and salary nego¬ 
tiations.” 

Doctors and dentists are 
particularily bad for point¬ 
ing to the index to justify 
fee increases, says Plain. 
But it has nothing to do with 
the index. 


“Just because the index 
went up 10 per cent doesn't 
mean dentist supplies 
did.” 

The index assumes peo¬ 
ple are living exactly the 
same way now as they were 
10 years ago, Plain said, 
adding it doesn't take into 
account that most families 
now eat more pork, fish or 
poultry to avoid the high 
cost of beef. 

Plain said a more accu¬ 
rate cost of living figure 
could be obtained by con¬ 
ducting monthly surveys 
on how spending patterns 


change rather than using 
the current survey which 
was done in 1971. 

The index also doesn't 
necessarily show the aver 
age family, even if that 
family has average buying 
patterns, Plain said. 

For example, few fami¬ 
lies would use both fuel oil 
and natural gas for home 
heating, although both are 
included in the index be¬ 
cause of their importance 
to consumers as a whole. 

The index is made up of a 
shopping basket of about 
300 goods and services.

Federal ‘siege mentality’ hit 


VANCOUVER (CP) — 
Canadians could build “po¬ 
tentially the world's great¬ 
est nation” if the federal 
government gives up its 
‘‘siege mentality,” the 
president of the Canada 
West Foundation said Sat¬ 
urday. 

In a report to the re¬ 
search group's annual 
meeting, Stanley Roberts 
said Ottawa must replace 
that attitude with “an equal 


concern for building all 
Canada." 

He said: "Only Ontario— 
i.e. central Ontario, not 
Northern Ontario—feels it 
has a supportive and 
friendly government in Ot¬ 
tawa." 

In the various federal 
provincial conflicts involv¬ 
ing the other provinces, he 
said, “All Canadians are 
the losers: 

"We lose because we pay 


for more taxes than we 
need to, because we sup¬ 
port two bureaucracies 
built to compete with each 
other. 

"We lose because our re¬ 
gions do not have a chance 
to build or rebuild their 
needed economic base. We 
lose because we have lost 
sight of a badly-needed en¬ 
ergy policy for Canada. 

“We lose because power¬ 
ful elected officials, in¬ 


cluding some premiers and 
one well-known prime min¬ 
ister, spend their intellec¬ 
tual and emotional energy 
playing high-stakes ga¬ 
mesmanship." 

"We expect to cause Can 
ada to establish, after 1(10 
years, a new national eco¬ 
nomic policy, one that rec 
ognizes the right for the 
New West to build an effec¬ 
tive industrial base."

Near-motherhood issue brings long debate

PORT AI.BERNI — It 
wasn't exactly a "mother 
hood” issue that the Alber 
ni-Clayoquot Region Board 
met at its June meeting, 
but one close enough to 
cause considerable discus¬ 
sion and debate. 

The question was wheth¬ 
er the board should give 
some sort of special con¬ 
sideration to requests for 
subdivision of lots for the 
purpose of adding build¬ 
ings to them for the accom¬ 
modation of the owners' 
grandparents or other in¬ 
laws. 

Director Hans Irg raised 
the issue on the basis of his 
advisory planning commit¬ 
tee's inability to reach a 
consensus on whether to 
grant an application to add 
a mobile home to a lot in the 
Beaver Creek area on a 
temporary basis to provide 
aceommodaton for the 
grandmother of the owner. 

While the applicant had 
made assurances that the 
addition of the mobile 
home would be temporary, 
Irg told the meeting, his 
APC would not normally 
have considered the re¬ 
quest, as the lot was too 
small for such subdivision. 

It felt, however, that the 
circumstances were “un¬ 
usual" and wanted a ruling 
on these terms. 

"We simply felt that it 
would not be humanitarian 
to force the family to place 
the grandmother in a home 
like Pioneer Towers when 
she is in good health and 
would be better off with her 
family," Irg explained. 

"But at the same time we 
felt that this is not an isolat 
ed case and we would like 
some policy direction from 
the other planning commit¬ 
tees and the board.” 

Chairman Mike Kokura 
disagreed that the matter 
should be the subject of 
special consideration and a 
distinct policy. 

"1 think we d be flirting 
with a precedent-setting 
situation if we do anything 
more than consider wheth 
er in fact any subdivision 
could be allowed on terms 
of the proper site, sewer 
and water capacity and the 
usual criteria," he said. 

Director Tony Dixon 
agreed with the chairman 
that “we might be opening 
a can of worms here." 

He was aware of at least 
three eases in his area of 
Sproat Lake where such 
subdivision on the basis of 
accommodating relatives 
had been allowed in the 
past, he said, and the con¬ 
sequent building had gen¬ 
erally been sub standard. 

"There’s a problem, too, 
in the fact that while the 
applicant may say that the 
new quarters are only tem¬ 
porary, they often remain 
and it’s a difficult matter to 
have them removed. 

"I realize that It’s some¬ 
times difficult for the APC 
to turn down these re¬ 
quests, since they are often 
made on the basis of finan¬ 
cial hardship, but we are in 
fact tacitly agreeing to ille¬ 
gal subdivision,” he said. 

Director Mark Mosher 
said he knew of several 
such situations in his 
Cherry Creek area and 
agreed that it was difficult 
for the APC to deny "a 
neighbor the right to ac¬ 
commodate members of 
his family, especially his 
own parents, on his own 
property. 

Some further discussion, 
both pro and con, produced 
a motion that the matter be 
referred to each APC in the 
district for discussion and 
recommendation, with the 
consensus referred back to 
the planning committee, 
which would make a final 
recommendation to the 
board as to whether a spe 
dal policy was required 
and what form it should 
take. 

Another matter of policy 
caused at least temporary 
denial of two applications 
for zoning of crown-lease 
foreshore property in the 
outer Alberni Inlet near 
Bamfield. 

Director Pat Garcia re¬ 
commended the denials on 
terms that the provincial 
lands branch has failed to 
produce the long-awaited 
details of a promised policy 
on crown foreshore in the 
area. 

"Now that the inlet study 
has been completed, surely 
it shouldn't take the lands 
branch too much longer to 
spell out what the policy is 
to be regarding the leasing 
and zoning of crown land 
out there," she said. 

"In the meantime, I 


frankly can't see us con¬ 
tinuing to grant these ap¬ 
plications for some of the 
more prime locations, 
which may turn out to be 
exactly the'points at which 
the province wishes to es¬ 
tablish public facilities 
such as parks and camp¬ 
grounds.” 

Director George 
McKnight agreed and 
moved that the lands 
branch bo made aware of 
the region’s dilemma in the

—Iranian president 



No money, no justice? 


MISSION (CP) — There is one law 
for the rich and one for the poor, 
according to provincial court Judge 
John McCarthy, 16, a former prose¬ 
cutor. 


PEOPLE WITH money could af¬ 
ford the the better lawyers, he told 
criminals at this Fraser Valley com¬ 
munity. and without equal treatment 
for all, justice could not be done. 


McCarthy, speaking on the law at 
a Mission Medium Security Institu¬ 
tion seminar, said jails were not the 
answer to crime. 


"They don't rehabilitate. Thai's 
been an accepted fact for years and 
years. But, to put it in the coldest 
possible terms—the harshest terms— 
well, it gets you off the street," he 
told killers, drug pushers and others 
serving 10-year terms or more. 


McCarthy SAID judges knew 
police evidence was not always to be 
trusted. 


As a former prosecutor, “I can 
give you numbers and names (of 
policemen) and I can tell you the 
ones, when I was prosecuting, that 1 


wouldn't trust an inch, because I 
knew them and I know the kind of 
person they are and the kind of evi¬ 
dence they give. And I can use that 
even today.” 

He said the judicial system needed 
the best professionals and did not 
always get them. 

THERE WERE a few good de¬ 
fence lawyers, and a lot who were 
“less than competent,’’ the judge 
said. 

The seminar was one of a series 
organized by a prisoner and an arti¬ 
cling law student.

All choppers inactive,

An elderly logger died in 
a remote logging camp on

Somerville, a long-time 
Canadian Coast Guard res¬ 
cue agent, said he sent a 
float plane to the scene, 
about 30 miles (50 kilo¬ 
metres) north of Campbell 
River, “but it was too late, 
the 72-year-old man died 
before the plane arrived." 

The man suffered a heart 
attack while working on a

Point.

N-plant 
venting 
stops 
at start

MIDDLETOWN, Pa. - 
The effort to vent radioac¬ 
tive krypton gas from the 
crippled Three Mile Island 
nuclear plant began Satur¬ 
day morning, and, like so 
much else involving this 
reactor, it immediately 
went wrong. 

At 8:04 a m., four 
minutes after the venting 
began, alarms flashed, 
valves slammed shut and 
everything stopped. 

But unlike the last time 
alarms sounded here, at 
the beginning of the acci¬ 
dent that closed this power 
plant more than a year ago, 
these alarms proved false. 
And the venting, which had 
begun in a festive atmo¬ 
sphere before a horde of 
politicians, regulators. 
Metropolitan Edison Co. 
utility officials and report¬ 
ers. resumed in the after¬ 
noon and continued on a 
restricted basis into the 
evening. 

The alarms went off 
when monitors picked up 
indications that high levels 
of radioactive particles 
were coming out the 160- 
foot stack along with the 
krypton gas, and the opera¬ 
tion was shutdown. 

Officials took pains Sat¬ 
urday to stress the low 
level of the radiation com¬ 
ing out with the krypton. 
Standing at the observation 
centre for the entire three- 
week venting period, they 
said, would result in as 
much extra radiation as 
half an hour of suntanning: 
about .! millirem. Natural 
background radiation na¬ 
tionwide is about 100 mil¬ 
lirem per year.

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Alberni acts quickly to fill 


air service

PORT ALBERNI — The 
lack of an adequate airport 
facility in the Alberni Val¬ 
ley has temporarily left the 
area without any regular¬ 
ly-scheduled air service. 

AirWest of Vancouver 
has until recently run a 
scheduled service from the 
airfield operated close to 
the city by McCully Avia¬ 
tion Ltd., but has an¬ 
nounced its intention to dis¬ 
continue the service, 
effective immediately. 

In making the announce¬ 


ment, the company cited 
the lack of a proper airport 
and consistently poor 
weather conditions as the 
major contributors to its 
decision. 

A meeting with officials 
of AirWest and representa¬ 
tives of the city, the cham¬ 
ber of commerce and the 
economic development 
commission failed to con¬ 
vince the airline to recon¬ 
sider the cancellation. 

However, Bill McCully of 
McCully Aviation also at¬ 
tended the meeting and 
gained the support of all 


those present, including 
AirWest, to apply to the 
federal transport ministry 
for a licence to start a sche 
duled service from Port Al¬ 
berni to Vancouver 

McCully has to this point 
only supplied charter ser¬ 
vice to and from the city. 

The Alberni Valley 
Chamber of Commerce im¬ 
mediately sent a wire to the 
federal ministry in support 
of McCully’s application, 
and last week the city coun¬ 
cil moved at its regular 
meeting to do likewise. 

Aid. Bea Wilson made the 


motion and said that she 
found it "ridiculous" that a 
city the size of Port Alberni 
was in a position of not 
being regularly serviced by 
air “simply because we 
have not as yet installed a 
proper airport.” 

McCully had proven it¬ 
self a competent and pro¬ 
fessional carrier over the 
years, she said, and she had 
no hesitation in promoting 
its application, but the fact 
remained that the present 
privately-owned airfield 
was very limited and un¬ 
satisfactory. 


Aid. George McKnight 
agreed with her assess¬ 
ment but said that the issue 
of building a proper air 
facility outside the city was 
still alive, despite the fact 
that a public referendum 
several years ago had 
failed to gain support from 
city residents to purchase 
property in the Beaver 
Creek area for the pur¬ 
pose. 

"Essentially, it still re¬ 
mains a problem of who is 
to pay for the creation of a 
proper airport here,” he 
said. 


"The city taxpayers indi 
cated their refusal to carry 
the total burden of the cost 
of such a facility, and I 
can't entirely fault them on 
that. 

"An airport after all 
serves the entire area and 
is therefore seen as a re¬ 
gional responsibility, but 
the regional district has 
failed entirely in the past to 
support the idea.” 

Aid. Wilson said she 
hoped the city representa 
lives on the regional board 
would use "this latest indi¬ 
cation of the poor state 


we're in on the matter" to 
revive further discussion 
on the area’s need for a 
proper airport. 

In other business, council 
approved a recommenda¬ 
tion to have Associated 
Engineering Services pre¬ 
pare the plans and specifi 
cations for major improve¬ 
ments on Stamp Avenue 
between Redford and 
Roger Creek. 

The project will see 
major changes to the en¬ 
trance to the Alpulp mill, 
which will be partially fin¬ 
anced by MacMillan Bloe- 


gap 

del, as well as improve¬ 
ments at the Stamp 
Avenue-Roger Street inter 
section, the city's busiest, 
which will as well provide 
access to the new Barclay 
Roadway Inn. now nearing 
completion. 

The Barclay project will 
be the city's largest hotel 
when it is opened later this 
summer. 

As with the widening and 
complete replacement of 
Redford last summer, the 
work will undoubtedly 
prove an irritant to motor¬ 
ists using the street for at 
least two months and 
Mayor Jim Robertson has 
already asked for their 
“tolerance." 

The finished improve¬ 
ments, he has said, will be 
well worth any inconven¬ 
ience caused while the 
work is being done. 

Finally, council ap¬ 
proved in principle, with 
final wording to be com 
pleted in committee, two 
resolutions which Aid 
McKnight wishes to submit 
to the September meeting 
of the Union of B.C. Munici 
palities. 

The first recommends 
the establishment of a re¬ 
volving fund to be overseen 
by the municipal finance 
authority and created by 
the granting of $25 million a 
year from the provincial 
government. 

The fund would be used to 
supply loans to B.C. muni 
cipalities at a guaranteed 
six-to-eight per cent inter¬ 
est rate for local improve 
ments or any other legiti¬ 
mate need. 

According to McKnight, 
such a fund would get the 
municipalities out of the 
"bind" of depending on the 
bond market, in which in 
terest rates have been both 
erratic and high for at least 
two years, to raise neces¬ 
sary capital. 

lie estimated that within 
“20 to 25 years" the fund so 
created would be self-suffi¬ 
cient on terms of not re/ 
quiring any further provin¬ 
cial funding. 

McKnight admitted that 
a similar proposal which he 
made to the UBCM conven 
tion in 1975 was defeated 
but the financial situation 
since that time, he told 
council, could well cause 
the members to wish to 
lake another look at it. 

The other resolution 
would call on the provincial 
government to make a 
study of other jurisdictions 
at the local level to estab 
lish whether the current or 
ganizational structure of 
municipal and regional 
government was not “sub¬ 
ject to duplication, over¬ 
staffed and cost-ineffi¬ 
cient." 

Pointing to his personal 
experience of studying the 
system used in Scotland. 
McKnight suggested that 
rather than have the dis¬ 
tinct entities of city coun¬ 
cil, regional boards and 
school boards all operating 
separately within a single 
area, a system whereby all 
of these functions were 
centralized under a single 
board, w ith power to create 
committees to run the vari¬ 
ous components and the 
final approval of such com¬ 
mittees' recommenda 
(ions, might not be more 
efficient. 

“I'm not necessarily say¬ 
ing that this would be the 
case,” he said, "but I think 
it is high time, with the 
increasing cost of govern¬ 
ment at all levels, that we 
take a hard look at what 
other countries are doing 
and how we compare on 
terms of cost.” 


Declining 

classes 

worrisome 

DUNCAN — Cowichan school board is concerned 
about the declining enrolment in kindergarten classes in 
the Duncan area. 

Director of education Bert Morgan told school 
trustees at their recent meeting that the drop in 
enrolment was most noticeable at Duncan elementary. 

He said only six children from the Duncan section 
and five from the Gibbins Road area have signed up. 

Eleven pupils do not justify operating a kindergar¬ 
ten at Duncan elementary, he said. 

He recommended the board phase out kindergar¬ 
ten at the school, transferring the 11 students to 
Khowemum school 

"It is time we faced the facts. If something unusual 
happens next September and more children wish to 
enroll at Duncan elementary, we will find room for 
them in other kindergartens," Morgan said. 

Commenting on the lack of children registered in 
the area, Morgan said: “I have to believe there are 
still 70-80 children who are not registered. The pro¬ 
gram is a voluntary program and not all parents 
register their children. 

"If I am not correct, we will have a big problem on 
our hands." 

HE SAID THE SCHOOL DISTRICT had planned for 
170 kindergarten children next September. At the comple¬ 
tion of registrations only 387 children have been signed 
up. 

This year there were 469 kindergarten pupils through 
out the school district. 

The board approved the phasing out of the kinder 
garten program at Duncan elementary. 

Morgan reported that the school district’s French 
immersion kindergarten program is growing. 

There are 47 kindergarten pupils registered for 
the program and 10 Grade 1 students enrolled, while 47 
pupils have enrolled for Grade 2. 

All French immersion classes will be held in the 
Duncan elementary annex next year, but by 1982, the 
program will be phased into other district schools. 

The school district recently received federal funding 
for the tirade 2 French immersion class, being offered 
this year for the first time, and the second Grade 1 class. 

Meawhile, trustee Gerry Joyce reported that there is 
no threat of Cowichan school children being exposed to 
asbestos in district schools. 

"The only asbestos found in the schools was in pipe 
cladding, which is sealed and not exposed to the 
school occupants. As a result, there is no hazard," 
Joyce said 

THE BOARD AGREED TO ALLOW the use of its 

school buses by the B.C. Forest Service. 

S. .). Sykes, protection officer for the Duncan 
forest district, asked the board if it was possible to 
rent school buses to transport fire crews during a 
fire emergency. 

The school bus service to transport students from 
Shawnigan Lake village to the new Discovery school 
at Shawnigan Lake will be discontinued Monday. 

The use of this bus was the subject of considerable 
controversy, highlighted by parents picketing Renfrew 
Road and for a short time keeping some students home. 

THE PICKETING WAS FOLLOWED by disputes 
between parents, school trustees and highways officials 
over safety conditions for their children forced to walk to 
school on Renfrew Road. 

Parents complained the walkways were too narrow 
and unpainted, shoulders were narrow, with no light¬ 
ing. and an additional crosswalk was needed. 

The board, after considerable public pressure, agreed 
to supply a school bus until the highways ministry 
upgraded the road. 

District highways manager John Morris informed 
the board that the upgrading work has been done. 

The board, after inspecting the work, moved to 
discontinue the bus service at the end of this month.

Trustees can use long rest

NANAIMO — The Nanaimo 
Ladysmith school board has de¬ 
cided to take a summer vacation 
but when trustees return to work 
in late August, they arc likely 
to find some unhappy employees 
on their hands 

Nanaimo District senior high 
school teachers are upset over a 
recent board decision to reorga¬ 
nize district high schools, and 
elementary teachers have vowed 
they will take action in early 
September if they are not suc¬ 
cessful in their fight for associat¬ 
ed professional duties time. 

Canadian Union of Public Em¬ 
ployees, Local 606, has also let 
the board know it is unhappy with 
recent developments on the 
labor-management front. 

THE SCHOOL BOARD meet 
ing last week was the last sche¬ 
duled meeting until Aug. 27. 

The NDSS teachers were 
reacting to a decision made at a 
special board meeting earlier in 
the week that the objective of the 
school board is to restructure its 
high schools into grades 8-12 
institutions. 

The district now has junior 


high schools with grades 8-10 and 
one large senior high school with 
grades II and 12. 

The NDSS teachers met the 
day after the school board meet¬ 
ing to pass a resolution opposing 
the proposed changeover. 

Ian Smith, chairman of the 
NDSS staff committee, said that 
the school board has yet to show 
any compelling educational rea¬ 
son for the change and that 
there seems to be no clear evi¬ 
dence that the parents, students 
and teachers have requested 
such a change. 

HE ADDED THAT THE $1.7 
million it is estimated the 
changeover will cost “seems to 
conflict with the mood of eco¬ 
nomic restraint that the public is 
being encouraged to practise." 

Smith said that the teachers 
were also upset that neither they 
nor the Nanaimo District Teach¬ 
ers Association grade restruc¬ 
turing committee were invited to 
the special meeting. 

Board head Joy Leach took 
exception to the teachers’ last 
statement, noting that all board 
meetings are open to the public 
and that the special meeting, and 
its agenda, had been publicized. 

The board decided it would 
arrange a meeting with the NDSS 


teachers early in the new school 
year. 

TRUSTEES WERE AT first 
uncertain what to do about the 
NDSS letter of complaint, noting 
that the points made were ones 
that had already been discussed 
by the board before it made its 
decision to go ahead with the 
grade reorganization. 

Trustees agreed to the meet¬ 
ing, deciding it would be part of 
the consultative process they 
pledged would be carried out in 
implementing the changeover. 

"The NDSS teachers will be 
partners in the change," Leach 
noted, "and we want to work 
together with them positively." 

A problem that so far no 
amount of consultation has been 
able to solve is the issue of asso¬ 
ciated professional duties time 
for elementary teachers. 

THE SUBJECT HAS been 
under discussion for two years, 
with the NDTA pushing the board 
to provide elementary teachers 
with time away from the class¬ 
room for preparation. 

Teachers withdrew from 
extra-curricular activities for a 
brief period earlier this year, to 
press for the time, and the board 
and teachers agreed they would 


come up with a workable solution • 
by September. 

Those discussions failed and 
the school district now faces the 
September deadline with no solu¬ 
tion, and a vow by the teachers 
that they will once again with¬ 
draw from extracurricular acti¬ 
vities, unless the issue is settled. 

THE UNHAPPINESS felt by 
CUPE relates to a letter the 
union sent to the board in Janu¬ 
ary, outlining problems it felt 
existed in the labor-management 
relationship, and suggesting 
changes that could be made. 

CUPE Local 606 president Nick 
Meiras appeared at the board 
meeting last week to announce 
that the union had finally re¬ 
ceived the school board’s answer 
to the January letter and found 
the reply "unsatisfactory." 

THE BOARD LETTER told 
the union that the problems could 
be discussed by the labor-man¬ 
agement committee. 

That suggestion was not satis¬ 
factory to the union, Mieras 
said. 

Leach told Mieras that he 
should contact her to outline 
“what might now happen if the 
union thinks something is 
non-satisfactory.”

POLITICS AND SPORTS have been sorry partners 
fora long time, and like every other sport, golf has had its 
share of problems. 

A perfect example was the 1951 Canada Cup, also 
known as the world team championships. 

Microfilm of Colonist stories of the 1954 Canadian 
Open turned up the announcement for the selection of 
Canada's two-member team for the Canada Cup which 
was to be played in Montreal. 

Vancouver’s Stan Leonard, one of the all-time great 
pros, was at the top of his game in those days and was an 
obvious choice to head the Canadian entry. 

What about the second selection? Well just about 
anybody with any sense at all would have named Pat 
Fletcher of Saskatoon, lie won the Canadian Open that 
year at Vancouver Point Grey. It was the first time a 
Canadian had won the Open since 1911 and no Canadian 
has won it since. 

But no, guess who the chaps in charge selected for the 
other spot? 

I f you said the host pro you're either a politician, or an 
amateur sports executive. 

They did pick Jules Huot, the pro of the Laval Sur Du 
Lac club. Undoubtedly a competent pro and probably a 
decent fellow but the only reason for picking him had to be 
political. 

The official announcement was made after the Open 
hut Fletcher, who now resides in Victoria, says the team 
had actually been picked prior to the Open. 

He agrees that the picking of lluol was a political 
move, probably forced by the tournament sponsor. 

The official explanation was that Huot was a good 
choice because he was familiar with the layout of the 
course. Who were they trying to kid? 

If that’s the criteria then Don Billsborough should be 
selected if the Canada Cup is ever held at Uplands or Bill 
Penny should be picked if it’s at Glen Meadows. Nothing 
wrong with the way Don or Bill play golf but let's face it 
they aren’t in the top two or even top 10 in Canada. 

NEEDLESS to say Canada didn't win the Cup in 
1954. 

Leonard was brilliant, shooting rounds of 66, 68, 71, 
70 for 275 and the individual title. 

He beat a pretty illustrious field — Sam Snead 
(287) and Jimmy Demaret (278) of the U.S.. Roberto Di 
Vieenzo (282) and Tony Cerda (277) of Argentina and Cup 
winners Peter Thomson (277) and Kel Nagle (279) of 
Australia. 

Huot shot 75-75-73-72—295. So much for politics. 

Fletcher says Huot blamed the adverse publicity and 
public pressure for his poor showing. 

FLETCHER was selected to the team along with 
Leonard the following year when the Canada Cup was held 
in Washington, D.C. 

"We didn’t do any great hell as I recall," says 
Fletcher. 

He went on to play on several other Canada Cup 
teams. 

"We had a point system based on the CPGA, the 
Canadian Open and one other tournament that I don't 
remember. I was the top points man in the country four 
straight years." 

As he does every year, Fletcher took in the Canadian 
Open this year. 

What does he find to be the biggest difference between 
the game in his today and the game today. 

“The purse, $360,(MX) is a lot of money. 

Fletcher took home $3,000 for winning in 1954. 

Fletcher considered this year’s tournament a good 
one but says the course was tight and tough and scores 
weren’t as low as some people expected.

Borg equals record 
in magnificent style 


LONDON (AP) — On 
day in which five men’ 
seeds were ousted, the 
magnificent Bjorn Borg 
tied the record for consecu¬ 
tive singles victories at the 
rain-plagued Wimbledon 
tennis championships Sat¬ 
urday. 

Borg won his 31st con¬ 
secutive match at the all- 
England Club, defeating 
Rod Frawley of Australia 
6-4, 6-7, 6-1, 7-5. The four 
time defending champion 
from Sweden and No. 1 
seed, Borg dropped his first 
set in the tournament. He is 
tied with Rod Laver of Aus¬ 
tralia for the Wimbledon 
mark of consecutive sin¬ 
gles victories. 

The seeded men who lost 
were Americans Stan 
Smith and Pat DuPre, Vic¬ 
tor Pecci of Paraguay, 
Jose Luis Clerc of Argen¬ 
tina and Ivan Lendl of 
Czechoslovakia. 

That left only eight of the 
original 16 seeds in the last 
32 among the men. In the 
women’s field, 10 of the 16 
remaining players are 
Americans and a dozen of 
the 16 seeds are alive. 

The top challengers to 
Borg — John McEnroe and 
Jimmy Connors — each 
moved forward. 

McEnroe opened the day 
with a 64), 7-6, 6-1 triumph 
over Dutchman Tom 
Okker, then grumbled 
about the conditions. Con¬ 
nors overcame plucky re¬ 
sistance from Heinz Gunth- 
ardt of Switzerland to win 

6- 7,6-2,6-1,6-4. 

No. 4 Vitas Gcrulaitis 
dropped a set to fellow- 
American Bruce Manson in 
winning 6-4, 4-6, 7-5, 6-4.

Stands opened 
after shutdown 

DETROIT (AP) — The bleachers at Tiger Sta¬ 
dium will reopen Monday after a two-week shut¬ 
down that came when bottle-hurling, trash-pitching 
baseball fans disrupted a ball game with showers of 
debris, the Detroit Tigers baseball club announced 
Saturday. 

Jim Campbell, Tigers' president and general 
manager, said the newly remodeled 10,500-seat 
section will reopen on an "experimental basis.” 

The bleacher section of the 52,067-seat stadium 
was ordered dosed June 17 after bottles, trash and 
firecrackers were tossed on the field during a doub¬ 
leheader with Milwaukee Brewers on June 16. A 
fight broke out in the stands and Detroit police cited 
14 people on misdemeanor charges and 21 people 
were ejected from the $2 seats. 

"We want everyone who sits in the bleachers to 
have a good time, but not at the expense of everyone 
else in the park who buys a ticket to see a ball 
game,” said Campbell. "We’ve got good fans in 
Detroit, and we owe them the right to have a 
good time when they come to Tiger Stadium.” 

Tigers’ management also has set down some 
new rules to prevent further disturbances when the 
bleachers open. 

Beer sales will be restricted to two purchases 
per customer to stop excessive drinking in the 
bleachers, Campbell said.

Mine ‘threat to fishery’ 


Nishga share ‘is death/ 
say tribal council chief 


PRINCE RUPERT(CP) 
— Establishment of a mo¬ 
lybdenum mine at Kitsault 
on B.C.’s north coast will 
mean the end of the Nishga 
nation, says the president 
of the Nishga tribal coun¬ 
cil. 

James Gosnell said the 
northwest fishery would be 
threatened if Amax went 
ahead with plans to re open 
the mine and dump tailings 
into Alice Arm, a deep 
fjord-like inlet off Portland 
Canal. 

"We can say right now 
the Amax mining company 
has offered us a share in 
their mine and our share is 
going to be death," Gosnell 


told a news conference 
after meeting with federal 
officials to express the na¬ 
tives’ concerns. 

"It’s going to mean death 
to our people because our 
food chain will have been 
contaminated." 

Amax says the tailings 
will not cause environmen 
tal damage. The federal 
and provincial govern¬ 
ments have approved the 
dumping. 

"Our argument is that it 
will escape that inlet and 


when it does it’s going to 
become out of hand." said 
Gosnell. 

"We even say now that 
our entire fishery, the com- 
mercial fishery, of this 
whole northwest is being 
threatened. Because after 
all it’s a 25-year operation. 
Who is going to stop it if it 
gets out of hand out in the 
inlet." 

The controversy over the 
Kitsault mine revolves 
around a 1979 permit allow¬ 
ing Amax to dump a higher 


concentrate of effluent 
than allowed by legislation. 

Skeena MP Jim Fulton 
said the levels allowed 
under legislation are 50 
parts per million of total 
suspended solids. But the 
permit allows 400.000 parts 
a million. 

"The slurry that’s pro¬ 
posed to come out of the 
outfall pipe into Alice Arm 
would have the character 
istics of very thick ice 
cream.” 

The tailings, according to 
the B.C. permit, will con¬ 
tain arsenic, cadmium, 
copper, iron, manganese, 
lead, molybdenum, zinc 
and mercury.

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St. Mar y's 

Church of Saanichton Pioneers 


One of the buildings in our 
area that constantly reminds us 
of our heritage, yet also realizes 
the present, is St. Mary’s Angli¬ 
can Church in Saanichton. The 
church, situated at 1914 Cultra 
Avenue, was built sometime in 
the 1890s, but the year 1893 
seems the most probable date. 


The church was erected when a number of 
the members of the Anglican Church in the 
Saanichton community decided to resolve the 
absence of a church on the east side of that area. 
St. Stephen's Church on Mt. Newton Cross Road 
had been used for nearly 50 years, but it was too 
great a distance for the residents of Saanichton to 
travel in those days. 

PLANS BEGAN to be put into action, mainly 
due to the terrific effort put in by Mrs. George 
Thomas. Almost without help of others, she 
raised the required funds, some of which was 
raised locally and part donated from Victoria.

The building was erected by a Victoria 
contractor named Mr. McArthur, also respon¬ 
sible for the erection of the Truly Rural Hotel. 

St. Mary’s Church continued as it was until 
the 1950s, when the steady development of the 
Saanich Peninsula and an increasing population 
resulted in an outgrowing of the congregation. 

When the church had been built, no one 
thought the congregation would ever reach a size 
that it would outgrow St. Mary's. An addition was 
needed, and it came in the form of a RCAF hut 
from the Patricia Bay Airport. It adjoined the 
church, connected by a kitchen. 

THE HUT 24 feet by 50 feet, was in incredibly 
poor condition when it arrived, but was converted 
by volunteer labor to become the new Sunday 
School. At that time there were 60 children. Since 
then the hail has been widely used, and the 
present church youth group is headed by Mr, and 
Mrs. Roger Frampton and Mr. and Mrs. 
Stewart. 

Some of the history of the church and its 
congregation can also be found in the artifacts 
found in the church. 

The pulpit was made by Edwin Oakes, a 
cabinet maker, in memory of those who had 
served in the Second World War.

The lectern was given to the church in 
memory of Mr. and Mrs. Leopold Styan by their 
daughter Nellie. 

The communion table was given by James 
Buckley in honor of his son, Lieut. James Fre¬ 
derick Buckley, and his wife, Beatrice. 

The church organ was financed from dona 
lions from the congregation and larger gifts from 
two anonymous donors. 

The church bell was a gift of Mr. Turgoose, 
and the font was donated by Edwin Sadler. 


FEW RECORDS exist in the church from its 
early days, although some bits are known. 

Reverend Christmas, sometimes also known 
to his congregation as “Father" Christmas, was 
the first vicar. The first wedding in the new 
church was that of Miss Emma Turgoose to Mr. 
C, H. Merkley, on New Year's Day, 1896. 

George King was another name that came up 
in the history of St. Mary’s Church. An amazing 
man, he lighted the fire at the church, rang the 
bell, and cycled to the church in all kinds of 
weather to get it ready for the congregation. He 
was also known for being a one-man fund-raising 
campaign. 


MUCH OF THE HISTORY of St. Mary's 
Church was never written down by the incum¬ 
bents or officials of the church, for few of them 
believed that their actions and activities were a 
part of history and kept no records. 

Many records that there were, were des¬ 
troyed in a fire in the church basement in 1958. 
Yet we do know that while the surrounding area 
has changed from woods to subdivisions to acco¬ 
modate the ever increasing Saanich population, 
St. Mary's Church still stands as it did when it 
was first erected. 
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To the people of British 
Columbia's Boundary Country 
he was known as "Volcanic” 
Brown; to those of the Similka- 
meen he was "Sunset” Brown. 

Others, familiar with his lifelong affair with 
Dame Fortune, and his grandiose dreams, called 
him “Crazy” Brown. 

Prospector, herbalist, “founder” of Volcanic 
City — and killer — Robert Allan Brown became 
a living legend. The air of mystery which swirled 
about him througout his lifetime remains to this 
day, a veil made all the more tantalizing by his 
disappearance and possible discovery of the 
province’s most sought-after lost mine. 

A jack of all trades (he had tried his hand as a 
seaman, boatbuilder, trapper, railway contrac¬ 
tor, lumberjack, miner and developer), Robert' 
Allan Brown was described by a newspaper 
reporter as “a picturesque character (who) has 
had a romantic career. He is the Canadian 
prototype of Kit Carson, and other western 
pioneers.” 

A 50-YEAR-OLD account describes the early 
part of Brown's incredible career: . . He 

prospected for gold in Nova Scotia. He led 15,000 
lumberjacks in a strike in the woods of Ontario 
(sic), and in two weeks obtained from their 
employers satisfaction of their demands. He 
prospected the Lake of the Woods in Ontario 
and made a rich strike... 

“Then he prospected the Idaho, but returned 
to Canada to follow the CPR on its trek to the 
Pacific, prospecting the country on both sides of 
the line. The Cariboo ‘rush’ had been followed by 
gold discoveries in the Big Bend of the Columbia. 
60 miles above Revelstoke. . 

WITH 504 OTHERS Brown headed for Big 
Bend. He did not like what he saw there, however, 
and dismissed the region’s potential as a rich 
gold producer. Few listened to him; some rudely 
dubbed him crazy. 

Nonplussed, he carved a dugout canoe from a 
cedar log and drifted down-river to Washington, 
where he prospected and trapped until he turned 
up in the Boundary Country. There, eight miles 
north of Grand Forks, “he saw a big red-capped 
mountain, which he recognized as being capped 
with the ’iron hat’ of the miner. He located 
thereon his first claim in 1885, and called it the 
Volcanic. 

“He spread his stakes over the mountain, 
which took its name from the cabin. He planned 
to open the mineral wealth of the mountain by a 
long tunnel, from which he proposed to take out 
enough ore to pay the national debt of Canada.” 

EVER THE OPTIMIST, he founded Volcanic 
City and reserved half of it as a site for the 
"hundreds of smelters" which, he declared, 
would be needed to treat the ore. No fewer than 
six railways would serve the metropolis of Vol¬ 
canic City and transport the mountain’s treasure 
of gold, silver and copper. With his anticipated 
millions. Brown proposed to eliminate poverty by 
sharing his wealth with the masses, and to elimi¬ 
nate banks and churches (the former to be taken 
over by the government, the latter to become 
halls of science.) 

(Well-known as a herbalist. Brown once 
claimed to have a cure for tuberculosis.) 

DESPITE HIS GRAND dreams, few of those 
in the mining profession questioned Brown's

judgement. When he announced his discovery of 
the rich mountain, “his name spread far and 
wide. Capitalists came from all parts. An Ameri¬ 
can company bonded (Brown’s property). The 
Oliver Mining & Smelting Co. was organized 
with a capital of $20,000,000. All looked favorable 
for a realization of Brown’s plans and dreams 

Much to his disappointment. Volcanic Moun¬ 
tain did not live up to his expectations. Worse, 
resulting litigation cost him $65,000. And Volcan¬ 



ic City, proposed Boundary metropolis with its 
smelters and railways, never even made it to the 
drawing board. Only Brown’s hard-won tunnel, 
which reached all of 800 feet into the heart of the 
mountain, showed for his dreams. 

He also had become involved in the Sunset 
Mine on Copper Mountain, which, unlike the 
Volcanic, was the end of the rainbow for Brown; 
he easily sold shares by the thousands to an eager 
buying public, including his own employees.

With typical enthusiasm he told a Colonist 
reporter: "The Sunset beats anything I ever saw 
. . . The Sunset today Is the greatest property in 
the world.” 

IRONICALLY, he was close to the mark; 
Copper Mountain became one of the greatest 
Canadian copper producers. However, continu¬ 
ing legal troubles drained his finances and he 
sold out for a fraction of the Sunset's eventual 
worth. Nevertheless, Brown must have been 
reasonably content, as he celebrated by ordering 
a specially-made set of false teeth — of almost 
solid gold. 

In May 1924 the 79-year-old prospector made 
headlines with his .30.30 Winchester by shooting 
to death a drink-maddened First World War 
veteran, who was in the act of breaking into 
Brown's cabin to attack his stepchildren, who 
had sought refuge there. Brown fired In the belief 
that he was defending them from certain death; a 
jury agreed and ruled justifiable homicide. 

SEVEN YEARS AFTER, Brown addressed a 
meeting of the Kettle Valley and South Okanagan 
Pioneers' Society at Princeton, and spoke of yet 
another momentous strike: a mountain of alumi¬ 
num, the metal of the future. In only half a 
century, he said, the forests would be depleted 
and scientists would have to turn to another 
building material; the answer, Brown believed, 
was aluminum, and the 1980s would be the 
“aluminum age." 

By this time he had turned his eyes west¬ 
ward. Of the hundreds who have succumbed to 
the legend of Indian murderer Slumach's lost 
gold mine. Volcanic Brown was the most color¬ 
ful. Once, his tongue loosened by rum, he told 
some hunters that, years before, he had nursed 
an Indian woman who turned out to be the notori¬ 
ous Slumach's granddaughter. In gratitude she 
had told him the location of Lost Creek. 

EVERY YEAR AFTER, he ventured to the 
headwaters of Pitt River. Despite his advancing 
years he survived the wilds each year and always 
returned with gold. His quest almost cost him his 
life in the fall of 1926 when, caught in a blizzard, 
his feet were frozen and he had to amputate his 
gangrenous toes with a pocketknife. 

Each year, about mid-September, he ap¬ 
peared at the government fish hatchery situated 
at the head of Pitt Lake on his way out of the 
mountains. But. in November 1931, the 86-year- 
old prospector did not show. When weeks passed, 
and the season advanced, provincial police Con 
stable Eugene Murphy, Game Warden George 
Stevenson and brothers Roy and Bill McMartin. 
trappers, formed a search party. 

A quarter of a century after, the late George 
Stevenson said the search for Brown was the 
toughest he ever undertook. In 27 days he lost 13 
pounds, hiking through subarctic blizzards over 
glaciers that would have killed any but the 
toughest, most experienced men. 

FINALLY, on the edge of Slave Glacier, 
Stevenson and Roy McMartin found Brown's last 
camp. Only a collapsed pup tent, a single-bar 
relied shotgun, cooking utensils, a notebook 
(containing a few scribbled herbal remedies) — 
and a jar containing 11 ounces of coarse gold — 
remained. There was no sign of Brown 

To this day, no clue as to Brown's fate has 
been found; it is believed that he perished of 
starvation, exposure or a fall. Half a century 
after, the search for the Lost Creek Mine goes on, 
and Volcanic Brown's solution to Slumach's 
secret — if, in fact, his claim had any connection 
with that of the murderer — remains another 
tantalizing mystery. 
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INSIDE PASSAGE 


Pathway to the Inlets 


A feeling of appre¬ 
hension came over us 
as we departed from 
Oak Bay Marina. It 
was June, a gentle 
breeze rippled the 
water as the sun began 
to settle in the western 
sky. 

A dream of several years was 
about to become a reality. The lure 
of the mountain inlets had been 
tempting our spirit of adventure. 
Often fishermen would relate tales 
of these wild, desolate waterways 
where mountains thrust their 
peaks skyward, capped in white. 
Looking across the straits from 
Campbell River we would stand 
dreaming of the day when we 
would be able to explore that wall 
of rock and ice seated on the 
eastern horizon. 

At last we decided that we 
would travel this ancient water¬ 
way following the path of history. 
Our craft for this venture was a 
20-foot Cal, a rugged little sailboat 
named the Grebe. This would be a 
different type of holiday with 
some concern as our junior crew 
member, Kim, was only 11 months 
old. It was time for her to have her 
first wilderness experience. 


PASSING THROUGH Baynes 
Channel our craft was low in the 
waterline as the three of us headed 
north. The craft carried two out¬ 
boards, several gas containers, 
provisions for three weeks, and 
most important several cartons of 
disposable diapers. 

During the evening hours a 
tent of green canvas was hung 
over the boom enclosing the whole 
cockpit area. This would provide 
the skipper with a dry area of 
abode while the first mate and 
junior crew member enjoyed the 
comforts of the small berths below 
deck. 


OUR VOYAGE would be of 
three weeks duration covering a 
distance of close to 500 miles. It 
was important to be well prepared, 
for at times we would be many 
miles from populated areas. 

The first night was spent at 
Sidney Island Marine Park. 
Quickly the boom tent was erected 
with some confusion as where to 
store everything we took with us. 
On a boat this size there is a place 
for everything, trouble is to re¬ 
member where. Kim seemed to 
adjust very well not being dis¬ 
tressed at leaving the warmth and 
security of her crib at home. 
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Waking early in the morning 
to clear blue skies our small vessel 
was soon on its way heading in the 
northward direction. Following 
TrincomaliChannel. Grebepassed 
the rocky islets off of Galiano 


Island used as nesting colonies for 
cormorants and gulls. Birds cried 
out in protest as we approached to 
photograph them. Sandstone cliffs 
rose from the water on the east 
face of Valdes Island giving it a 


special beauty, dressed in arbutus 
and Douglas fir. Entering Gabrio- 
la Passage our boat found refuge 
at Silva Bay, resting the night be¬ 
fore crossing the Strait of Geor¬ 
gia. 


OUR BOAT SEEMED so 
small nestled among the mon¬ 
strous pleasure craft escaping 
from the cities of Nanaimo and 
Vancouver. Grebe was quite the 


conversation piece tied to the 
wharf. 

People stopped and stared, 
asking questions as to our destina¬ 
tion. Examining the Grebe they 
were amazed at how Judy man¬ 
aged to find room for everything. 
After their visit they would depart 
shaking their heads. One thing we 
knew was that we were secure and 
comfortable in our tiny craft. Kim 
was in fact quite at home. 

Rising just before daylight the 
waters were calm. Quickly we 
prepared the Grebe for her cross¬ 
ing of the Strait of Georgia. The 
sun burst over the coast range 
filling the sky and water with gold, 
heralding the start of another glo¬ 
rious day. 


GREBE REJOICED at being 
free from her retaining lines as 
she danced at her new found free¬ 
dom, cutting the water. An early 
morning breeze increased the 
tempo of the waves. Grebe re¬ 
sponding in poetic motion. She- 
passed a group of loons in the 
middle of the strait who had not 
yet migrated inland. Her motion 
indicated a wave of friendship to 
these transients, having the sea in 
common. Running free before the 
wind we found our haven of rest at 
Pender Harbor. A good day's sail¬ 
ing is always welcomed by a good 
nights rest. 

While pursuing the roving life 
of a sea going gypsy domestic 
chores such as bath time cannot 
be neglected. Judy brought a large 
tub to serve as Kim’s bath. Water 
was heated on the kerosene stove, 
the tub filled. Kim splashed on the 
wharf expressing her delight, 
quite unconcerned at her sur¬ 
roundings. Clothes were washed, 
hung from the lifelines, and milk 
warmed for our junior member. 


AS WE LEFT Pender Harbor 
in the early morning hours the sea 
was calm. Our small craft would 
now follow a pathway extending 
back to the 1790s when Vancouver 
and his ships explored the reaches 
of these lonely, desolate inlets in 
search of the legendary Northwest 
Passage. 

Leaving Malaspina Strait we 
headed northward up Agamemnon 
Channel, the busy thoroughfare 
left behind. Entering Jervis Inlet 
the mountains dominated the 
shoreline. Jagged peaks pierced 
the blue skys as cliff faces dropped 
to the depths of the channel. Hill¬ 
sides were dressed in a mantle of 
green from the dense forest 
growth encouraged from the 
heavy rainfall. A lonely, desolate 
feeling overtook us as we gazed at 
this wilderness passage way. So 
insignificant was our boat sailing 
at the foot of these towering 
giants.

Winds increased in intensity, 
the Genoa raised filling with air. 
From the blessing of nature, wind, 
our craft was carried along at a 
good pace. Only sounds of wind, 
breaking water, and the flapping 
of the sail filled the air. 


CASCADING FALLS could be 
heard in the distance as they 
plunged to the sea from whence 
they were born. Yet one is quickly 
brought back to the reality of the 
present age as logged hillsides 
declare the presence of modem 
man. His roads wind in snake like 
fashion up the mountain slopes to 
harvest the bounty of nature, trees 
for lumber. 

Chisels of bone have been re¬ 
placed by the power saws of the 
logger, pioneers of progress which 
have tamed the land. 

Climax of Jervis Inlet is the 
tiny pocket which extends in a 
northeasterly direction off of 
Queens Reach. Princess Louisa 
Inlet extends four miles into the 
heart of the Coast Mountain range, 
a piece of Eden forgotten by time. 
Each visitor falls captive to the 
spell of this Princess returning 
several times over his lifetime. It 
so effects one's wilderness values 
that an international trust has 
been established to- protect this 
lady of the mountains. Donations 
come from all over the world. 


AFTER OCR SOJOURN at 
Princess Louisa Inlet we headed 
north again following the tides and 
wind to Desolation Sound, a group 
of islands serving as footstools for 
the Coastal Range. This area of 
waterway lies directly across 
from the community of Campbell 
River. Vancouver, visiting this 
area in 1792, found it desolate, 
devoid of life, hence the name 
Desolation Sound. He would be 
very much surprised today as this 
area is visited by thousands of 
people each summer who enjoy its 
rugged beauty. Some of the best 
fishing grounds can be found in 
this area for the avid qpgler. 

Following Homfray Channel 
leading northward from Desola¬ 
tion Sound we approached Toba 
Inlet, first visited by the Spaniards 
in the 1790s. Our exploration of 
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Toba was very exhilarating as we 
discovered its serene beauty. 
Waters of the inlet took on a new 
dimension from the waters pre¬ 
viously encountered. 

They were a translucent tur¬ 
quoise in color, fed from the many 
streams formed from the glacial 
melt in the high country. Tasting 
the water it was found not to be 
that salty. This is due to the fact 
that the runoff forms an upper 
layer on the surface. Waters of the 
inlets are very deep causing dif¬ 
ference in layers. 

DURING THE DAYS end we 
reached the head of the inlet. 
Somewhat concerned we tried to 
find an area where we could tie up 
for the night. The head consists of 
fluctuating tides, dangerous sand 
bars, and logging operations. With 
relief, the local booming ground 
operator kindly let us tie our craft 
to the small supply wharf. We 
were up at sunrise and quickly left 
as float planes would soon visit at 
regular intervals, bringing sup¬ 
plies for the inland logging com¬ 
panies. 

Heading down the inlet in the 
early morning hours the wind in¬ 
creased in velocity. Soon the water 
was crowned with white caps. 
Pointing the bow directly into the 
waves we motored. Grebe contin¬ 
ually buffeted by waves pounding 4 
the hull. 

In the distance a dark ominous 
cloud was making its way up the 
inlet. Suddenly it hit us with a gust 
of wind, followed by a torrential 
downpour. Seas increased in their 
temperament yet Grebe slowly 
made her way down. Kim slept 
soundly during these tense mo¬ 
ments rocked by the motion of 
Grebe in heavy seas. 

AS QUICKLY as the squall 
engulfed our craft it subsided 
showering us with glorious sun¬ 
shine. This is the amazing thing 
about this area. The moods contin¬ 
ually change. No matter what the 
weather conditions brought, Judy 
still managed to cook meals on the 
run, change diapers and various 
other domestic chores. On such a 
small boat success is based on 
preparation and co-operation. 
Being properly prepared we found 
we could face the conditions suc¬ 
cessfully and without incident. 

After Toba Inlet we followed 
our path through Pryce Channel, 


Calm Channel, approaching Stuart 
Island. Pausing for a short rest at 
the government wharf on Stuart 
we waited for the tide to slack at 
Yuculta Rapids. When condition 
permitted we followed through the 
rapids to Big Bay on Stuart Island 
where we spent several days rest¬ 
ing from our inlet experiences. 

TIDES IN THESE restricted 
areas are some of the most power¬ 
ful forces of nature to be observed. 
Waters flowing from the Pacific 
are constricted by the numerous 
islands. As a result the tides in¬ 
crease in velocity causing tremen¬ 
dous rapids and whirlpools which 
have taken their toll over the 
years. When plying these waters 
much discretion must be used. 
Many times we sat listening to the 
roar of the rapids as they fed the 
straits from the north each day. 

Stuart Island, situated at the 
mouth of Bute Inlet, gave us ample 
time to exercise our legs exploring 
the many paths connecting the 
small bays and resort areas. It is 
slow moving due to the lack of busy 
highways. Trails are well marked 
as to Post Otfice, Store, and 
schools are located. However even 
the wilderness trails have their 
cautions. 

One sign read as follows, 
“Caution Chicken Crossing.” 

IT GAVE US a time to share 
the beauty of the forest with our 
daughter of 11 months. Kim would 
be loaded into the backpack and 
carried along the trails. There is 
no greater privilege than to ob¬ 
serve a child discover the world of 
nature as she is captivated by the 
towering trees, forest sounds, and 
the freshness of the air as the 
gentle breeze blows in her young 
face. 

Walking along the trail a deer 
cautiously made her way across 
the path, stopping and staring at 
our intrusion, Kim let out a squeak 
of joy as she noticed this beautiful 
gem of creation. It felt as if we and 
the forest were one for an instant. 
Sitting her in the grass she would 
in her innocence feel the texture of 
a leaf, holding it skyward observ¬ 
ing the sunlight radiating through 
it. 

Sitting on a rock at dusk over¬ 
looking the waters of the changing 
tide our city existence was forgot¬ 
ten. The simple things in life are 
what counted to us. Who could put 


a price on a soaring eagle, whales 
in motion, the damp smell of a 
forest draped in moss, or the glori¬ 
ous sky of a sunset announcing the 
end of another day. These were 
ours, free of charge, yet for all 
who are willing to take the time to 
observe. 

IT WAS NOW with sadness 
that we would have to make our 
way southward as our time had 
come to a close exploring this 
northern region. Preparing our 
boat we turned in early to catch the 
early morning tide which would 
now carry us southward. 

Following the trail home we 
made one last jaunt up Bute Inlet 
to see the peaks for the last time. 
Bute Inlet has the reputation of 
having some of the most powerful 
winds during the winter months 
Air funnels down the inlet from the 
glaciers reaching velocities of up 
to 100 miles an hour. 

During our partial exploration 
of this inlet we were happy to have 
only light winds with which to con¬ 
tend. Our exploration of this inlet 
took us as far as Orford Bay as we 
did not have the time to sail to the 
head. This would be done on a 
future trip. 

THESE DESOLATE inlets are 
the last refuge for the coastal 
grizzly bear which seek seclusion 
from man who has pushed him 
from his former range. Once the 
last grizzly is gone, so is the last of 
untouched wilderness. One can ap¬ 
preciate that these inland pas¬ 
sages spawned stories and legends 
among the native population who 
respected their land. Stories of the 
grizzly, eagle, and thunderblrd. 
Creation of the mountain giants, 
who if treated unfairly would de¬ 
stroy the puny race of mankind. 

It was worth the long hours of 
sailing, cramped quarters, and 
rough weather to enjoy the wild¬ 
ness of our coast. Never have we 
enjoyed a trip so much as our trip 
to the inlets. It has left such an 
impression that we are planning to 
make several more trips to further 
discover its wonders. 

AS OUR CRAFT approached 
its berth at Oak Bay she seemed 
tired. Lines secured we looked 
forward to a warm bath and soft 
bed. Yet for many days to come we 
would dream of our wilderness 
experience where we learned 
more of ourselves, enjoying the 
basics of creation. In time the wind 
will carry us north again. 
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Now is the time to think 
summer... June is the entrance 
to warm, undemanding days; 
days to drift through, warmed 
by the serenity of the sun’s rays; 
days to dream, the "doing- 
days” are winter days; summer 
gives us days to enjoy the beau¬ 
tiful fruits from our own sunny 
Okanagan. Today I am think¬ 
ing of cherries and anticipat¬ 
ing, in succession . . . plums, 
melons, apricots, pears and 
peaches. Truly we live in God’s 
country. 

We can savor all our lovely fruits in summer 
desserts and with an eye to brightening year 
around menus with preserves, jams, relishes 
and frozen fruits, 


Cherries are arriving now ... we might call 
them summers' jewels, big red, juicy beauties, 
sun ripened, from sunny Okanagan. How lovely 
to eat out of hand and how about a bowl of them on 
the breakfast table ? They are great "take- 
alongs" for picnics and hikes. 

Cherries are “round-the-clock” fruit . . . 
after we have eaten our fill out of hand, our next 
thought is for a two-crust or lattice-top cherry 
pie, or a cherry shortcake or an elegant cheese¬ 
cake and how about a delicious cherry sauce for 
ice cream? The cherry season is short, let's make 
the most of it. 

Our first recipe is for a cherry pie but one 
that is a little different... 

CHERRV PARFAIT PIE ... one pack¬ 
age cherry jello, one-and-a-quarter cups 
boiling water, one pint vanilla ice cream, 
one-quarter tsp. almond flavoring and two 
cups washed, stemmed and pitted sweet 
cherries chopped and a nine-inch baked pie 
shell. 

Put jelly powder in a bowl and add the boiling 
water. Stir until jelly powder is completely 
dissolved then immediately start adding the ice 
cream, a spoonful at a time, stirring until each 
spoonful is melted. Stir in almond flavoring. Chill 
until quite thick but not set. Fold in the cherries. 
Chill again until the mixture is thick enough to 
pile up in pie shell. Spoon into pie shell and chill 
again until completely set. 

And now another version of Cherry Pie. This 
one has a graham cracker crust. 

CHERRY ICE CREAM PIE ... one-and-a- 
half pints softened ice cream, two cups pitted 
sweet cherries, one cup water, two tsp. 


CHERRY SALAD AND MUFFINS 
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cornstarch, one tsp. lemon juice, one-quarter 
tsp. cinnamon, one nine-inch graham crack¬ 
er shell baked and coiled and one-half pint 
w hipping cream. 

Spoon the softened ice cream into the cold 
graham cracker shell, wrap and freeze. Combine 
cherries and water, sugar, cornstarch, lemon 
juice and cinnamon. Mix well then heat, stirring 
constantly until it thickens and just bubbles. Do 
not over-cook. Refrigerate (covered) until just 
before serving. Whip cream, sweeten lightly and 
refrigerate. Take the frozen pie out about 15 
minutes before serving to soften slightly. Spoon 
the chilled cherry sauce over the ice cream and 
spoon whipped cream around edge of pie. Serve 
at once. 

Almost any flavor ice cream may be used for 
this pie... vanilla, cherry ripple, almond, walnut 
or lemon ice cream. 

Lattice to sweet cherry pie is a husband 
pleaser... 

LATTICE TOP SWEET CHERRV PIE.. 

. five cups washed, stemmed, pitted, and 
halved sweet cherries, one-quarter cup 
lemon juice, one-eighth tsp. almond flavor¬ 
ing, a dash of salt, three-and-a-half tbsp. 
quick cooking tapioca, a few drops red food 
coloring and one cup butter or margarine 
and one-half cup honey. You will also need 
pastry for a nine-inch double crust pie. 
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QEAR FOLKS: 

This is a little bit of advice I hope you will follow. I have 
written many things about photo albums, including how to make 
it easier to keep one.

Throughout the years I have 
saved mountings of corsages

Tastes good and it looks pretty. 

FROSTY B.C. CHERRY SALAD ... one 
three-ounce package cream cheese, one 
eight-ounce package plain or cherry yogurt, 
one-quarter cup sugar and one-and-a-half 
cups fresh pitted sweet cherries. 

GARNISH . . . seedless green grapes, 
cherries with stems left on, and lettuce. 

Blend logether the cream cheese (softened), 
the sugar and the yogurt. Stir fresh cherries (cut 
in half) into the other mixture. Pour into six 
paper bake cups set in muffin pan. Cover and 
freeze. To serve, remove salads from paper 
cups. Arrange on lettuce leaves and garnish with 
green grapes and cherries. To soften slightly, let 
island 10 minutes before serving. Serves six.

CHERRIES... 

The cherry season is short so make the most of it. 

When you shop for cherries look for well colored, firm fruit. They should be shiney and 
plump with no blemishes. 

Store without washing, in the refrigerator, use a shallow covered container. 

Sour cherries are ideal for many desserts. When using these in pies or puddings they 
need a little more sweetening than when sweet cherries are used. 

Fresh pitted sweet cherries add a note of elegance to a fruit salad. 

For a fruit plate garnish there is nothing nicer than frosted cherries. Wash and dry 
fruit, leave stems on. Dip each cherry In lightly stirred egg white. Drain on side of plate then 
dip each in berry sugar to coat. Shake off excess sugar and place on wire rack to dry. 


muffins . . . besides being delicious they are 
nutritious. The ingredients include honey, rai¬ 
sins, nuts and grated carrots. They would be nice 
to serve with the cherry salads. Split and but¬ 
tered for lunch boxes or after school snacks with 
a glass of milk. 

HONEY-CARROT BRAN MUFFINS ... 
two cups all purpose flour, one tbsp. EACH 
baking powder and baking soda, two tsp. 
cinnamon, one-half tsp. salt, one-and-a-third 
cups bran, two cups grated carrots, half cup 
EACH raisins and chopped nuts, three-quar¬ 
ter cup EACH honey, arid milk, one-half cup 
salad oil and three eggs. 


In a large bowl sift together the flour, baking 
powder, baking soda, cinnamon and salt. Stir in 
bran, carrots, rasins and nuts. In a separate bowl 
beat the eggs, honey, milk and oil. Make a well in 
the dry ingredients, pour the liquid mixture into 
the well in the dry ingredients. Mix just until 
moistened. Spoon into greased muffin tins, filling 
each about two thirds full. Bake in a preheated 
350“F oven for 20 to 25 minutes or until they test 
done. Makes 24 muffins.

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O CANADA 


A look at a neglected Canadian composer 
on the 100th anniversary of his most 
famous surviving composition. 


certainly did not. Occasionally sung in Quebec, it 

was unknown in English Canada until 1908 when 


It is a sad truth that most 
Canadians wishing to be suc¬ 
cessful in the entertainment 
world must go to the U.S. or 
Europe. A case in point is the 
composer of one of the most 
recognizable and often played 
Canadian songs, who bombed 
in his home and native land 
with that controversial and 
catchy tune, O Canada. 

At the request of the lieutenant governor of 
Quebec, 100years ago, Calixa Lavallce composed 
the music to accompany Judge Adolphe Routh- 
ier's stirring patriotic poem. It was Lavallee's 
last despairing effort to make an accepted place 
for himself and other musicians in Canada, and 
was as unsuccessful as his efforts to establish a 
conservatory of music and a permanent opera 
house. 


DISMISSED AS just another French Cana 
dian folk song, 0 Canada was evenutally turned 
over to the St. Jean Baptiste Society and Lavallce 
never made a cent. His schemes for the conserva¬ 
tory and opera house were rejected by govern¬ 
ment and by powerful social leaders of both 
cultures. Lavallee gave up in disgust, packed his 
bags and moved to Boston where he became an 
honored and most successful member of the 
musical community. 

When he died of tuberculosis in 1891. Boston 
newspapers praised him as one of America's 
leading composers and pianists, and his obituary 
in the New York Times paid tribute to his 
idealistic approach to music, preferring as he did 
the “less profitable and more artistic compos 
tions.” 

Lavallee was born in Vcrcheres, the son of a 
blacksmith — a musical blacksmith whose ad¬ 
vertisements described his as one who “teaches 
-antfcic and repairs musical instruments and fire¬ 
arms.” 


WHEN LAVALLEE was in his early teens he 
moved to Montreal where his musical education 
was sponsored by Leon Derome, a wealthy 
butcher and patroh of the arts. After two years, 
restless and unhappy in his divided country, 
young Calixa joined a travelling American music 
show which eventually settled in New Orleans. 

Lavallee might well have stayed in New 
Orleans except for the outbreak of the Civil War. 
Characteristically he was a pacifist but passion¬ 
ately against slavery, so he joined the Northern 
army with the band of the Fourth Rhode Island 
Regiment. He was wounded in the Battle of Bull 
Run and returned to Montreal and his sponsor M. 
Derome. 

Lavallee tried to establish himself as a music 
teacher but neither the musical nor the political 
climate in Montreal were to his liking. He re¬ 
joined the musical troupe and travelled all over 
the U.S. performing and composing as he went. 

IN 1870, AGED 28, he appeared to have 
settled down in New York as a conductor and 
artistic director of New York’s Grand Opera 
House, which despite its grandiose name, specia¬ 
lized in light and comic operettas. Just before the 
opening of one of Lavallee's own light operas, 
Jim Fisk, who owned the theatre in partnership 
with Jay Gould, was shot and killed and the 
Grand Opera House was closed down. 
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Patron Derome stepped forward again and 
sent Lavallee to Paris to study for two years. This 
was a happy time for Lavallee who excelled as a 
student and won lavish praise for his piano 
playing and composing. 


BACK IN MONTREAL, refreshed and deter¬ 
mined to work for his dream of a conservatory 
and opera house, Lavallee earned his living as a 
teacher and performer as well as becoming 
choirmaster at St. James Cathedral. For five 
years he struggled for financial and political 
backing for his project but was met at every turn 
with indifference or hostility. 

In 1879 Lavallee was given the “honor” of 
composing a cantata of welcome for the new 
Governor General, the Marquis of Lome and his 
wife. Princess Louise. Far from advancing his 
cause, this honor only worsened his already 
precarious financial situation as the organizers 
of the welcome refused to pay even his expenses 
and suggested that thanks from the Princess 
Louise were reward enough.

TIRED OUT and in fragile health, Lavallee 
was on the point of giving up when the lieutenant 
governor of Quebec asked him to read M. Justice 
Routhier's poem. 

Stirred by the patriotic and religious fervor. 
Lavallee composed the music and left shortly 
afterwards for Boston where he stayed for the 
rest of his life. 

In Canada he was ignored. In the U.S. he was 
welcomed and respected. He continued to com¬ 
pose and give recitals as well as directing a 
100-voice cathedral choir and he was the first 
person to give a concert completely devoted to all 
American music. He was elected president of 
both the Association of American Musicians and 
the Music Teachers National Association. 

If Lavallee managed to find acceptance in 
his new home, his song left behind in Canada 


R. Stanley Weir, a lawyer from Montreal, wrote 
the version that is more or less the one used 
today. 

THE FACT THAT the Weir lyrics bore little 
resemblance to the original poem seemed not to 
bother Dr. Weir: "I tried to write English words 
that could be sung on occasions when the French 
words were being heard." This view found favor 
with the Imperial Order of the Daughters of the 
Empire and the Canadian Authors’ Association, 
but MacKenzie King, never one to take sides, was 
non-commital. He felt that "both O Canada and 
God Save The King were entitled to recognition" 
as our national anthem. A national anthem if 
necessary, but not necessarily a national an¬ 
them. 

Now that O Canada is finally established to 
almost everyone's satisfaction, it it interesting to 
compare the sentiments behind the words of the 
two best known versions. In his book. National 
Anthems, Paul Nettl says: "O Canada represents 
rather the introvert and prayer-like type of 
anthem. The melody seems expressive of the 
country’s peaceful character and the religious 
attitude of its people." 


Translation of the ordinal Routhier version: 

0 Canada! Land of our forefathers, 

Your brow is crow ned w ith glorious jewels. 
For your arm knows how to carry the 
sword.

CAM HARTLEY 


... 

Maker of Drums 


There is an old saying about being Jack-of- 
all-trades and master of none. Well, I’ve decided 
that this really doesn’t hold true, for recently I 
met a young man who could be said to be Jack of a 
number of trades and crafts, yet he is certainly a 
master craftsman, as well as a musician and 
something of an artist as well. 


Cam Hartley is a Victorian, or at 
least he thinks of himself as being 
native to this city, though in actual 
fact he was born in Vancouver. 
However, since his parents moved 
here when he was a very small 
child, it is natural that he should feel 
more of a Victorian than a Vancou¬ 
verite. 

AFTER COMPLETING his high 
school education at Claremont 
where, incidentally, he was very 
active in drama, he has done a 
number of things, such as attend 
university (in the plural) and, as is 
the habit today, he has travelled 
widely, which in itself is an educa¬ 
tion. 

However, perhaps the introduc¬ 
tion into the arts of Thespis which he 
received at Claremont has, to a 
great extent, colored and decided 
the direction which his life-style has 
followed since then. For Campbell 
Hartley is primarily an entertainer, 
singer and musician, and from all 
accounts quite a successful one. 

He does not rely entirely on his 
entertaining work in order to make 
a living, however, since as we all 
know this can at times be a chancy 
business. Thus, as a back-up, he is a 
trained surveyor and draughtsman, 
as well as being a competent design¬ 
er and builder of furniture. Further¬ 
more, because of his training in all 
facets of music, and more particu¬ 
larly in the theory of music, he not 
only plays a number of instruments, 
but he also teaches music one day a 
week at a private school in Vic¬ 
toria. 

One might think that all this is 
enough to keep one man busy with¬ 
out adding anything further to his 
list of accomplishments. However, 
there is one other thing which I 
consider he does extremely well, 
and that particular craft is actually 
at the root of this article. 

THE CRAFT I have in mind 
must be one of the oldest in the 
world and, not surprisingly, it has to 
do with music. For Campbell Hart¬ 
ley has, of late years, turned to 
making a modern version of what is 
probably the very first musical 
instrument. This leads one to think 
of harps, lyres, sackbuts, dulcimers 
and all such instruments as are 
mentioned in the Bible. 

However, as pre history shows, 
man was around a very long time 
before the Bible came to be writ¬ 
ten, and there is a strong likelihood 
that the very first musical instru¬ 
ments were those of a percussion 
nature. So we come to the drum, and 
this is the instrument which Cam is 
now making with great success. 

When we think of drums, we tend 
to think of the sort of instruments 
we see nowadays, which are circu- 
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lar resonating frames over which a 
taught skin is stretched. But of 
course, the very earliest drums 
were made by beating the hands on 
a hollowed piece of ground. 

The next advance in drumming 
probably came about when early 
man first began to beat upon a 
naturally hollowed log of wood. This 
may have been entirely accidental, 


but there can be no doubt that the 
sound made by beating on a hollow 
log was a good deal more pleasing 
and greater in resonance than the 
earlier method. 

From that point on, it was not too 
great a step to the drum with animal 
skin stretched over the end. (One 


has to remember that since early 
man was a hunter who not only 
ate his prey but also used the skins 
for clothing, then the step is not 
nearly so great as one might imag¬ 
ine.) 

THERE ARE RECORDS of sin 
gle-skin drums dating from as early 
as the Neolithic Age. The home of 
these was mainly in Africa on the 
west and east coasts of that conti¬ 
nent. Indeed, drums as a whole 
would seem to be largely a product 
of Africa and parts of India, while in 
the early days Europe seems to 
have had nothing resembling this 
form of music. 

It was not until the time of the 
Crusades that the first small shal¬ 
low drums found their way to Eu¬ 
rope, probably brought back by the 
Crusaders themselves. Perhaps a 


good reason for this is that while 
most Africans are known to have a 
strong sense of rhythm of which 
drumming is so essential a part, at 
the same time, the drum has al¬ 
ways been used for purposes of 
communication. 

Thus, in lands where there is 


much jungle, this method of com¬ 
municating has its very obvious 
benefits, whilst in Europe which 
while forested, can never have 
boasted the thick equatorial jungles 
of Africa and India, the need for 
this form of message-sending can 
never have been so great. 

Some books on the subject sug¬ 
gest that the drum used for the 
making of periodic thymic sound is 
the oldest, most basic musical in¬ 
strument known to man. And Cam 
Hartley likes to remember this 
when he makes his old-type drums 
. of wood. 

THE STORY OF HOW this young 
man came to make his first wooden 
drum is quite an interesting one. It 
all began with a gift, somebody gave 
Hartley adrum. Notatall the sort of 
drum which we see today, but a 
drum made completely of wood. A 
fascinating present, and yet one 
which, to a musician, was a com¬ 
pletely frustrating one. 

For attractive though it was, the 
drum was so absolutely lacking in 
tone and resonance as to be practi¬ 
cally a dead loss musically. 

However, Hartley was intrigued, 
so he put his inventive mind and 
musical knowledge to work to dis¬ 
cover just why that drum was such a 
dull affair from the musical point of 
view. From that point on, he began 
experimenting with woods and 
drum designs to discover whether 
he could make a completely wooden 
drum which could, at the same time, 
be classed as a musical instrument. 

He came up with a box-like affair 
measuring some two feet in length 
To this he added a cut out design on 
one side of the box which would be. 
he thought, the playing side. He 
was, he tells me, quite proud of the 
design he thought up, but alas, when 
the whole thing was completed, the 
playing effect was almost every bit 
as dull and toneless as the drum he 
already had. 

However, Cam Hartley is not one 
to be easily put off once his interest 
is aroused. So he continued working 
on his open designs, all the time 
drawing on his knowledge of musi¬ 
cal theory to assist him in producing 
the sort of tone and resonance so 
necessary. And finally success was 
his. It did not come easily, however, 
and he still keeps the first drum he 
made to remind himself of past 
errors. 

TODAY, THE HARTLEY box 
drums stand about 11 by 23 inches, 
and the front or upper panel has an 
open, carved design. It is this design 
which produces the musical tone. 
One might think from this that the 
design on all the drums would be 
identical, but this is far from the 
case. Indeed, since most of his 
drums'are made to order, he usually 
asks the purchasers what their fa¬ 
vorite flower, tree, plant or animal 
is. 

From that point on he develops a 
design which will be personal to the 
drummer for whom the instrument 
is made, the designs themselves are 
very attractive and fluid, but only 
another musician would appreciate 
just how carefully they are pro

The Hart Highway-

Those who casually jump 
into their cars and drive from 
the Lower Mainland to 
Chetwynd, Dawson Creek and 
Fort St. John, today take the 
smooth, scenic trip for grant¬ 
ed. 

But, prior to the Second World War, the 
Peace River block was isolated from the re¬ 
mainder of B.C. and. with the opening of the 
Alaska Highway in 1943, this isolation, and the 
existence of this new link with Alberta, caused 
the coalition government of John Hart to finally 
move to ‘recover’ this area from its growing 
attachment to the Prairies. 

Consequently, in the spring of 1914, two 
survey parties were dispatched from Victoria to 
begin a preliminary survey for a highway be¬ 
tween Prince George and Dawson Creek. 

THK SOUTHERN END began at Summit 
Lake, north of Prince George while a second 
party, under J. H. A. Stevens, highway location 
engineer, headed south from Commotion Creek 
which was as far as the existing road then 
extended from Dawson Creek. The plan was for 
the two parties to link up Azouzeta Lake at the 
2850-foot summit of the Pine Pass. This would be 
a preliminary line and they would then turn and 
retrace their steps, laying out the actual highway 
route. 

While this was 1944, relatively recent in time 
compared to the early R. R. surveys, the working 
conditions would make today's survey parties 
blanche. 

Instead of familiar helicopter supply lines, 
bulldozers and power wagons the parties relied 
on pack trains, from the day that they melted into 
the wilderness in late May to the time that they 
reappeared from the frost tinged valley in late 
September. And, whereas today most of the 
location could have been located, plotted and 
designed from aerial photography, a few primi¬ 
tive aerial photos and experienced eyeball judge¬ 
ment were all that were available to thread a 
highway along the valley floor. 

DUE TO THE WAR, staffing such an opera¬ 
tion was a major undertaking itself. In fact, 
where one, small, bulldozer would now be used to 
cut a day’s line, a crew of six or seven axemen 
were required. And, instead of a steady supply of 
groceries brought in regularly via truck along a 


’pioneer’ road, the pack train was dispatched 
every two or three weeks to bring in the basics 
from the end of the road, Johnson’s ranch. 

No sirloin steaks came back with this train. 
Besides being an axe crew, the Indian workmen, 
from the Moberly reserve, doubled as a hunting 
party and supplied the camp with moose and 
deer. On one occasion, moose not being available, 
they returned to camp with a young mountain 
goat which they had shot — it’s surprising how 
good goat tastes when you've worked from 7:30 
a,m. to6:30 p.m. 

But, due to the skill of the camp cook 
(borrowed from the forestry service where he 
had cooked for nearly 40 years), the scones, 
cakes and fresh huckleberry pies, prepared on 
his collapsible, tin box, stove could not be 
equalled in any of Victoria’s elegant eateries. 

And, despite the pack train occasionally 
being late, forcing Tom, the cook, to serve 
porridge for both breakfast and supper, nobody 
on the crew failed to put on a few pounds of solid 
muscle over that summer. 

THOSE WERE THE DAYS of wartime ra 
tioning and an interesting comparison arose 
between the Americans, for whom I had worked 
on the Alaska Highway the previous summer, 
and the Canadian approach to frontier life. 

Whereas in the American mess halls jams, 
sugar, olives and pickles were on every table and 
it was standard practice to-cook up a steak after a 
picture show (coupons unheard of), in the loca¬ 
tion camp your ration books were carefully 
collected at the start of the project and returned, 
much thinner, at the end of the job. 

The survey was organized on the following 
plan. A campsite having been selected farther 
down the line, the tents would be struck early one 
morning and they, along with the draughting 
equipment, utensils, and personal duffle, would 
be loaded on the pack train and head off up the 
valley eight or 10 miles to the new site. 

The crews would follow, stopping at the end 
of the previous day’s work (approx, half way to 
the new camp) and resume their tasks. 

THE LOCATION ENGINEER would have 
reconnoilered the line ahead so the transit crew 
proceeded to chain and record the traverse, 
placing hubs and stakes as they pushed forward 
with the axe crew opening up a line of sight ahead 
of them. 

Following the transit crew, the levelman and 
his rodnian determined the elevation of each 
station and hub on the new line, marking it both 
on the stakes and in his notebook. 

Finally the topography crew would follow.

duccd in order to obtain the neces¬ 
sary tone. 

He finds it a challenge to produce 
an attractive design which is tune- 
full as well. 

MANY THINGS GO to make up 
the resultant tone of a wooden 
drum. Such items as the type of 
wood used; the age of the wood, and, 
of course that all-important design. 
Given his choice. Hartley thinks he 
would like to use either cedar or 
mahogany. More predictable 
sounds can be obtained with the 
latter wood, and also a great degree 
of resonance. However, with the 
price of any type of wood as high as 
it is these days, unless he gets a 
special order for it, he has to 
content himself with the use of a 
lesser wood. 

For the rest, he tells me that his 
drums become more resonant with 
age although, of course, he always 
uses kiln-dried wood for his work. 
There are other important details 
such as the length of the fingers or 
tongues or wood in the design, and

all these factors have to be taken 
into account before he starts to 
produce a drum for an individual 
client. 

In this respect, Hartley says 
sometimes when he has been exhi¬ 
biting his collection of drums, some¬ 
body will come up who is deter¬ 
mined to make a drum of a like 
nature. 

Sometimes such a person will 
even get out notebook, pencil and 
measuring tape, and go to great 
lengths to discover just what it is 
that makes the Hartley drums so 
attractive and resonant. 

He says he never stops such 
eager beavers, for he knows full 
well that unless they have the neces¬ 
sary theoretical knowledge behind 
them, they are most unlikely to 
succeeed in their project. 

As it is, Hartley has now reached 
the stage where he can produce 
drums which have 14 distinct notes 
and a range of two octaves, if cor¬ 
rectly played. Also he tells me that

stake by slake, and, by means of a hand level that 
would read vertical angles (a Clinometer) would 
determine the lay of the ground for 200 feet on 
either side of the survey line. This was carefully 
recorded in a field book as a series of equilevel 
lines or ’contours', from station to station. 

AT THE END OF EACH day these notes 
would be delivered to the draughtsman at the 
base camp where they would be plotted in a 
meticulous hand in India ink on a huge roll of 
heavy paper, giving a continuous picture of the 
terrain, 400 feet wide for the length of the survey. 
This also included notes as to type of forest cover, 
stream crossings, muskegs and rock outcrops. 

Then, as 3 or 4 o’clock rolled around the 
crews would head for the new campsite that 
would be their home for the next week or two, 
arriving around 6:30 with visions of moose stew, 
biscuits and perhaps a cake that Tom would have 
whipped up since his arrival at the new site 
around noon. 

All this for six days a week for $175 a month! 

Eight years later, in July of 1952 the Hart 
Highway was open to the public. 


with each drum, he provides two 
sets of drum sticks, one tenor and 
the other bass. 

THE MAKING of these age-old 
musical instruments has. of course, 
aroused in Hartley a great interest 
in the history of this form of percus¬ 
sion music. He tells me that when 
recently he designed a drum for 
Granville Johnston, the African 
dancer who has been peforming 
with the Spectrum Dance Company, 
Johnston told him that in certain 
parts of Africa such drums were 
known as tongue drums, since they 
were often used in the sending of 
messages over wide distances. Also, 
he says upon one occasion he talked 
with an elderly lady who informed 
him that much of her girlhood had 
been spent in India where her sol¬ 
dier father was stationed. Looking 
back in time, she clearly remem¬ 
bered seeing such drums in that 
country. 

So here is a young musician and 
craftsman — a native of B.C. — who 
almost by chance has turned to the 
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Bubblegum! Kids love it, 
pop it, stretch it, make little 
finger cups with it, and save it 
on the edge of the plate for after 
dinner. Teachers ban it, and 
dentists blacklist it. 

It has to be scraped off shoes and the bottoms 
of tables In restaurants. Disgruntled parents use 
ice to remove the gooey stuff when it gets 
entangled In hair or between fingers and warn 
their children that gum belongs In the mouth. But 
to 79-year-old Mrs. Gertie Nye, bubblegum is an 
art form. 

MRS. NYE FIRST asked her grandchildren 
to save their chewed bubblegum because she was 
attracted to the pretty colors. At the time she 
wasn't sure what use she would find for the gum. 
but she kept It, washing It well and sorting it, by 
color. Into the cups of egg cartons. The result of 
her recycling and creativity was the inspiration 
for bubblegum art. 

Textured landscapes, silhouettes, and tiny 
baskets of flowers are molded on a variety of 
backgrounds, including floor tiles, sea shells, and 
the plastic tops of margarine and ice cream 
containers. 

The completed pictures don’t look like 
they're crafted from bubblegum, but there's a 
clue from the smell. Even after the gum is 
thoroughly washed, a hint of grape or fudge

fragrance adds another dimension to this un¬ 
usual art. 

TO MAKE a bubblegum picture from chewed 
bubblegum, the hard clumps of gum must be 
resoftened. Mrs. Ney heats a small saucepan of 
water that she keeps on the stove at low heal, 
removing for use about one cup at a time to dip 
the gum into. 

The trick here, arrived at by trial and error, 
is to get the water warm enough to soften the 
gum, but not so hot that the gum becomes a sticky 
mess. Only a small amount of gum can be 
softened at a time because a large piece will 
begin to reharden before it can be used. 

Warmed gum is applied to the background of 
choice, on which a picture has already been 
drawn In pencil. Always beginning at the top of 
the picture to avoid smudging, Mrs. Nye uses a 
dental tool, cuticle tool, sewing needle, pocket 
knife and embroidery scissors to accomplish the 
fine work required to putting the gum onto the 
pencilled drawing. If necessary, a small piece of 
paper towel can be used to dab gum down 

DUE TO THE NATURE of the material 
used, bubblegum art Is quite personal. Mrs. 
Nye gives her grandchildren money to buy bubb 
legum and uses only gum that has been chewed 
by them. 

There’s an art to the chewing, too Gum must 
be chewed long enough not to be gritty, but 
overchewing will produce paler colors. Yellow is 
an especially difficult color because it rapidly 
chews Into a creamy tone. Licorice gum produces 
a nice black, and fudge bubblegum a good brown. 
Purple, an essential color for mountain scenes, is 
easily come by, but Mrs. Nye has considered 
writing to gum naufacturers about the problem 
of not being able to find a bright blue shade. 

Presently, blue tones are deepened by the use 
of a felt pen and are the only unnatural color in 
her pictures. If a valued color is in short supply, 
depth can be added in a pictue by applying 
regular chewing gum under a thin layer of 
colored gum. 

THE ARTISTIC SKILLS Mrs. N'yc shows in 
1 her recent creation of bubblegum art have been 
developed, with interruptions, over 60 years. She 
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became interested in drawing in her late teens 
after having sought the consultation of a phreno¬ 
logist who, from careful scrutiny of the protuber¬ 
ances on her skull, told her that she had great 
artistic talent. 

He charged her ft for his advice and, as it 
turned out, the money was well spent. Interested, 
but initially skeptical, she began to draw secre¬ 
tively. As her confidence grew, she shared her 
pictures with her parents, took a few art lessons, 
and did some oil painting. She was enjoying 
painting and developing her skills when financial 
hardships of the Depression forced her to give up 
art lessons. Later, marriage and raising a family 
took precedence over art. 

IT WAS NOT UNTIL 11 years ago, when she 
and her husband joined the Victoria Lapidary 
and Mineral club, that she began to make rock 
jewelry, again expressing her long dormant 
artistic Interests. 

She next became adept at carving soapstone, 
onyx, and concretions. As worsening arthritis 


has made it difficult for her to carve stone, she 
has begun to work with driftwood, seashells, and 
to carve apple dolls and apple animals. 

From a pretty white seashell she has carved 
a bride in a lacy gown, holding a tiny bouquet of 
flowers. A sand dollar has been painted to look 
like a choirboy. Her apple dolls have especially 
expressive faces and elaborate dress that makes 
each one a distinctive personality. Among her 
many apple carvings are a Dr. Switzer figure and 
a long-haired couple dressed in late 1960s hippy 
style. 

MRS. NYE MODESTLY considers all of her 
art a hobby. The only time she tried to sell any of 
her work was early In the Depression when she 
sold a few of the paintings she had done before 
having to give up art lessons. But her hobby has 
brought her much pleasure, and the Imaginative¬ 
ness that enables her to see beauty In chewed 
bubblegum Is a quality that makes all her art a 
pleasure to see.
